TRINITY CHURCH, GENEVA, N. Y., June 3, 1919 
1:30 p.m: 


The Eighty-second Annual Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York convened at the above time and place in accordance 
with Constitutional requirement, the date having been postponed 
by the Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry Brent, 
D.D., S.T.D., LL.D., by and with the official consent: aisaa 
Standing Committee. 


The Bishop led in brief devotions. 
The Council assembled for business, the Bishop presiding. 


The Secretary announced that more than the canonical 
number of delegates, necessary to a quorum, of each Order, entitled 
to seats, had reported themselves present. There were, in all, 
sixty-eight clerical delegates, and seventy-nine lay delegates 
representing forty-one parishes and missions, in attendance 
upon the sessions of the Council. The Chancellor of the Diocese 
also was present. 


The Bishop, the President of the Council, declared the Council 
duly organized and ready for business. 


The Bishop delivered his Council address. 


By unanimous consent of the Council, the Rev. Walter Lord 
was authorized to cast one ballot for the Rev. G. S. Burrows, 
D.D., for Secretary of the Council. The ballot being cast, the 
Rev. G. S. Burrows was declared duly elected. 


The Secretary nominated the Rev. W. C. Compton to be 
Assistant Secretary, which nomination, on motion, was confirmed 
by the Council. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin it was resolved that the 
subject of the Nation-wide Campaign, inaugurated by the Board 
of General Missions, be the order of the day at four o’clock.

The Rev. D. L. Ferris presented the following report of the 
Board of Religious Education, which was received and referred 
to the Standing Committee on Reports of Boards of Education: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Council: 

Six meetings of the Board of Religious Education of the diocese have been 
held during the past year. At a meetingin May, Mrs. Thomas B. Berry was 
voted the use of the Warden’s house and continuation of his salary until such 
time as the new warden should take up his duties or not later than September 
1, 1918. 


A committee was appointed consisting of Rev. G. F. J. Sherwood, Rev. . 
Alfred Brittain and Mr. E. H. Boynton to nominate persons to the Board 
for selection of a Warden for the DeLancey Divinity School. 


At the next meeting the Reverend Philip W. Mosher, Rev. J. B. Hubbs, 
D.D., and the Rev. G. Sherman Burrows were nominated to the Standing 
Committee as the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese for the position of 
Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School. The Rev. J. B. Hubbs, D.D., was 
asked to assume the Lectureship in Dogmatic Theology until the return of 
the Rev. A. S. Ashley absent on war work. 


At the meeting held in February it was reported that the Standing Com- 
mittee, acting as the Ecclesiastical Authority, had appointed the Rev. G. 
Sherman Burrows as Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School. 


The Warden was granted $100 for the Book fund and $40 for the printing 
of the School Catalogue. 

The Rev. Pierre Cushing, the Rev. D. L. Ferris and the Rev. Cameron J 
Davis were nominated to the Ecclesiastical Authority to fill the chair in 
Ecclesiastical History in DeLancey Divinity School. 


At this meeting the Board had the pleasure of receiving its first visit 
from the Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop Elect of the Diocese. 


On motion, the Rev. G. H. Gaviller and the Rev. G. Sherman Burrows 
were appointed as a Committee to determine the authority of this Board 
regarding the expenditure of the income of all funds, of the DeLancey Divinity. 
School and to recommend as to the custody of the income of the same. 

The Board assumed responsibility for the heating and lighting of the 
Warden’s house, this to be in addition to the Warden’s salary. 

The Board authorized the sending of a letter to the Clergy relative to 
recruiting for the ministry, particularly from the ranks of the men returning 
from war service. 

At the March meeting, the Warden reported that the Bishop Walker 
bequest of $2,500 to the DeLancey Divinity School had been paid to the 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund. 

_ A bequest of $100 to the funds of the school from the estate of the late 
Faith D. Madden was reported by the Secretary. 
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Mr. E. H. Boynton was elected Treasurer of the income of the DeLancey 
Divinity School funds. 

The Educational Secretary presented a message from the Provincial 
Commission on Religious Education relating to the subjects of recruiting for 
the Ministry, finance, community schools and week day religious instruction. 

A committee was appointed to revive the Buffalo School of Religion for 
Teachers in Church Schools. 

_ The salary of the Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School was increased 
to $1,500 per annum. 

The treasurer of the Income Fund was instructed to pay the pension 
premium of the Warden. 

The secretary was instructed to present the matter of Supposed Loss of 
Pupils from Church Schools, to the Diocesan Council. 

The Call to Service, as published by the Board of Missions, was presented 
to the Board and later was circulated through the schools of the diocese. 

It was recommended that public services be held for the Presentation of 
Lenten Offerings. 

At the April meeting. 

It was reported that the Rev. Pierre Cushing who had been appointed 
lecturer in ecclesiastical history had declined the appointment. 

The Secretary wasinstructed to communicate with the Rectors, Wardens, 
and Vestries of the diocese urging the sending of one or more delegates to the 
Geneva Summer School in the interest of Religious Education. 

The Rev. P. W. Mosher was allowed the usual honorarium granted to 
the Lecturer in Ecclesiastical History. 

Your Board would add that, while a great deal of this report deals with 
matters of the DeLancey Divinity School we have not been unmindful of the 
Church School problems of the diocese, and of religious education in general. 
We would particularly ask for the co-operation of the members of the Council 
in the Teacher Training campaign to be carried on this autumn. We would 
also urge that in the preparation of the diocesan budget in connection with the 
Nation-wide Campaign, the educational interests of the diocese be more care- 
fully considered and that thoughtful consideration be given to the report and 
recommendations of the Educational Secretary. 

At the last meeting the Rev. D. L. Ferris was appointed by the Bishop 
Lecturer in Ecclesiastical History in DeLancey Divinity School. 

The Bishop of the Diocese urged the necessity of the systematic training 
of parents that they might be better able to fulfil their obligations in the 
reply of their children.

The Rev. J. W. D. Cooper, as Diocesan Secretary of Religious 
Education, presented the following report, which was received 
for printing in the Journal: 

GENESEO, N. Y. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Council: 


In February of this year the General Board of Religious Education sent. 
out a letter stating that 54,489 pupils have been lost to our church schools. 
during the past two years. Of this loss the Province of New York and New 
Jersey is credited with 8,141; and of this Western New York, 3,073. After 
a careful analysis of the diocesan journals we believe that our own loss, if any, 
is less than to be feared. Last year a great many parishes failed to send in 
any annual report, but by taking the returns made the year previous, relative 
to the number of pupils and adding them to the total of 1918 and then sub- 
tracting those reported in 1918 but not in 1917 we can pretty accurately gage 
our present gain or loss. Inaddition to thisit should be remembered that prev- 
ious to 1917 most of the students in Bible classes were reported as part of the 
school, but are now tabulated in a separate column. While there is nothing 
in the above statement to call forth congratulation your Secretary is of the 
opinioa that the fact that in the stress of wartime our schools have held their 
own is a justification of the efforts that have been put forth by your board 
and its executive offices, and your secretary is optimistic enough to believe 
that constant attention to the details that are involved in church school effort 
has established the work in the diocese and insured us a future of growth and 
development both numerical and educational. 

In his work during the past year your secretary has devoted considerable 
time to the smaller schools of the diocese and he believes that he has demon- 
strated in many directions that there is no reason why such schools may not 
be even more efficient than the larger ones. In day school work the small 
country school maintains a standard equal to that of the larger town school 
and there is no reason why the country church school should not be equally 
efficient. In fact we have demonstrated at least to our own satisfaction, that. 
methods that are difficult to introduce into the larger centers find a most fertile 
field in the smaller. For example, what is termed the ‘‘Junior Plan’? may be 
carried out most effectively in the small school, and we must add that in this 
plan, we have an antidote for that leakage of which this report has already 
spoken. The plan was thoroughly discussed at the recent annual convention 
and it was shown that it is a splendid medium for interesting and educating 
our pupils and at the request of your board we commend it to your thoughtful 
consideration. In connection with the subject of the small school we would 
mention the fact that at the annual meeting of the Board of Missions of the 
Rochester Archdeaconry a committee was appointed, with your secretary at. 
its head, to consider plans for the unifying of the educational system in the 
various missions of the Archdeaconry and for the general supervision of church 
school work. This plan may well be followed in the Archdeaconry of Buffalo. 
With such a plan in operation in both archdeaconries together with the aid 
of the Superintendents’ League of Buffalo and the City Missionary of Roches— 
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ter, there is no reason why the standard of efficiency as set forth by your 
Board should not be very largely attained. Asregards this Diocesan standard, 
more and more schools are approximating toit. The curriculum as there set 
forth is more generally the curriculum of the schools, the Christian nuture 
series has been introduced into the majority of the larger and many of the 
smaller and there is a steady effort towards the attainment of the 
standard. Your secretary would call special attention to the extension work 
being carried on under the direction of the Rochester City Missioner, new 
schools have already been opened and an extensive work is being carried on 
among the boys and girls of that city who have practically no church affiliation. 
Such an enterprise might be emulated in Buffalo and could very well be carried 
on in country districts throughout the diocese. 


Another matter that is beginning to be considered in the diocese is that 
of week day instruction, a small beginning has been made during the past 
year and your secretary has endeavored to promote the idea and several of 
our clergy are seriously considering possibilities in that direction. 


For the coming year there are several plans that we hope will enlist the 
hearty support of the Clergy. 


(1) The first is that of a Diocesan Teacher Training Campaign beginning 
in the autumn so that the “‘slogan”’ put forth at the Rochester convention 
may be realized, viz. “‘Teacher Training in every Parish in 1920.” 

This can be attained through City schools of Religion for Church School 
teachers, such as that which was carried on in 1916 and 1917 in Buffalo and to 
be reviewed this year. Through community schools, several of which were 
held in the diocese this year past or through Parish Training classes even if 
with but one student. The clergy are urged to codperate in this matter, as 
of course it depends entirely upon them to make the campaign effective. 


Second: In connection with the nation wide campaign that in every 
parish the subject of Religious education be stressed, and extension work in 
this direction be definitely planned for, that diocesan and that parochial 
budgets make ample provision for financing these plans. 


Third: That Education Sunday, the third in October, the week following 
be revived in Western New York, asit will be throughout the American church, 
and made a time in which religious education in its various aspects, be put 
before our people. 


Fourth: That the clergy consider the possibility and advantage of 
having delegates present at the Geneva Summer School. Many parishes are 
raising scholarships for such delegates and it seems to us that with but very 
slight effort this could be achieved by us all. 


Fifth: For the coming year we are enlisting a group of leaders who will 
go into the various districts of the diocese for inspiration and institute sessions. 
Here again we ask for clergy co-operation to make these meetings possible 
for the benefit of their own and surrounding parishes. 


Sixth: While the Annual Church School conventions of the diocese, 
two of which have been held since our last report, have proven helpful to those 
who have participated in them, the number of parishes represented have not 
been as large asit should be. This possibly is due to the time of year in which 
they have been held. However that may be, a more earnest effort on the part 
of the clergy, we are sure, would mean larger conventions and a consequent 
more widespread benefit. We would recommend that the convention be more 
extended in its scope. 


Seventh: Since the beginning of Lent three rallies of church schools have 
been held, two in Rochester and one in Buffalo. These were held in the 
interest of Missions. They have proved most helpful and we believe that such 
services might be held more frequently with profit. 


In conclusion, your secretary would state that in one way or another he 
has been solicited for help in church school work by a majority of the parishes 
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of the diocese. That the Clergy have been most ready to adopt the sugges- 
‘ tions of his office and that in every way, in spite of the stress of other things, 
the year in his estimation has been one of distinct progress. Of the future 
he is more than optimistic. No matter who the clergyman 1s, he is interested 
in the religious education of the young of his parish, it is no longer fashionable 
to say “I am not a Sunday School man’’ but the schools are becoming real 
schools of religion and the cry is ‘‘come over and help us.’ 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. North, the following resolweian 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That this Council recoasider the resolution of the last Coun- 
cil appointing two committees, one from Buffalo, and one from Rochester, to 
raise $200,000 for the endowment of the Episcopate, and tnat the subject 
be made the special order of the day to-morrow, immediately after the elections. 


The Bishop read a letter from the Provincial Synod calling 
attention to the imperative need of increasing the salaries of the 
clergy. 

The special order of the day was called for, and the Rev. 
Robert Patton, D.D., addressed the Council in behalf the Nation- 
wide Campaign inaugurated by the Board of General Missions. 
After referring to the mission of Christianity to all civilizations 
of the earth, not forgetting our own, Dr. Patton outlined the his- 
tory and the plan of the campaign which he described as looking 
to the presentation to the Church of its great responsibility. 
He appealed to for the co-operation of the Diocese of Western New 
York 


On motion, the Rev. L. G. Wood, who also was present, was 
requested to speak on the subject presented by Dr. Patton. He 
declared it is not a fixed sum of money, necessarily or primarily, 
that the Nation-wide Campaign will undertake to raise; but such 
a sum as the awakened Church realizes is necessary for the carry- 
ing out of the vast work to which God calls her. This is a recon- 
struction period and the Church is being aroused with desire to 
accomplish its full part. The campaign is to enable the Church 
to be wholly efficient in the measuring up to its responsibility. 
He asked for the appointment of a Diocesan committee to co- 
operate with the Board of General Missions. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin offered the following resolution. which, 
on motion, was adopted unanimously: 


RESOLVED, That the Diocese of Western New York, having heard the 
plan for a Nation-wide Campaign to be conducted by the whole church during 
the year 1919, culminating in a nation-wide Every Member Canvass of every 
parish, late in the fall, the clergy and laity representing the church in this 
Diocese pledge their hearty support to this well-timed movement on the part 
of the Church, and hereby request the Bishop to appoint a Diocesan Campaign 
Committee of five from the Archdeaconry of Buffalo and five from the Arch- 
deaconry of Rochester, with power to act, to assist the Bishop in co operation 
with the Campaign Executive Committee in making this campaign a success 
in this Diocese; and that the committee advise the central office immediately 


of the action taken. 
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RESOLVED, That this Committee immediately set about the securing of 
the survey either by means of a sub-committee or in any other way that in 
their judgment seems best. 


FURTHER RESOLVED, That we express our sincere thanks to the 
Rev. Robert Patton, D.D., and the Rev. L. G. Wood for explaining the 
campaign to the Council. 

The Rev. Mr. Lee offered an amendment to Canon 10, Title 
First, which, on motion, was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Constitution and Canons. 

The Rev. Mr. Ferris, for the Trustees of Hobart College, 
extended an invitation from the Trustees and the faculties of Ho- 
bart and William Smith Colleges to the Council to be present 
this evening in Williams Hall to join in the reception to Bishop 
Brent, and to witness the ceremony of conferring upon him the 
degree of Doctor of Laws and of installing him Chancellor. 


Mr. J. K. Walker presented the following ,which, on motion, 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That this Council approve of the effort of the Trustees of 
DeVeaux School to raise funds to meet the extraordinary taxes which have 
been assessed against it and for other needed purposes. 


The Rev. Mr. Gaviller proposed to amend Title I, Canon 18, 
Section 2, Subsection C, by adding after the word ‘‘committee”’ 
the words after thorough examination. On motion the proposed 
amendment was referred to the Standing Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons. 

The Bishop announced that there will be a celebration of the 
Holy Communion tomorrow, at 7:30 a. m. 

Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. Dr. Sills, assisted by 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the Rev. W. S. Barrows. 


Wednesday, 9:00 a. m. 
The Council met for business, the Bishop presiding. 
The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and, on motion, 
adopted. 


The Bishop called the attention of the parishes and missions 
delinquent in the matter of handing in their parochial reports 
to the necessity of obeying the canon and thus enabling the Church 
to proceed in her work unimpeded by lack of proper statistics. 


On motion of the Rev. C. J. Davis, the parish of the Ascension, 
Rochester, was accorded a seat in the Council. 

The Bishop appointed tellers as follows: 

Clerical Vote: Rev. J. Borton, A. F. Fidler. 

Lay Vote: Rev. C. D. Broughton, H. S. Madden. 
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The Rev. Dr. Goodwin, for the Committee on Redistricting 
the Dioceses of the State, reported progress and asked that the 
Committee be continued. On motion, the report was received 
and the request granted. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin offered the following resolution, which, 
on motion, was referred to the Special Committee on Finance, 
appointed by resolution of the Council of 1916 and recorded at 
page 24 of the Diocesan Journal of that year, consisting of Hon. 
A. B. Houghton, Justice C. B. Sears, and E.G. Miner; said Special 
Committee to report to the Bishop and the Standing Committee, 
and the Bishop and Standing Committee to have power to accept 
or reject such recommendation or recommendations as the Special 
Committee may make: 

RESOLVED, That the Standing Committee be directed to nominate to 
the Bishop, for appointment by him, a layman who shall be known as the 
Financial Secretary of the Diocese. 

It shall be the duty of the Financial Secretary of the Diocese to act, 
under the authority of the Bishop, as the accredited agent of any and all the 
Boards, Committees, and Commissions of the Diocese, charged with the 
responsibility of securing funds for the payment of assessments and appor- 
tionments, etc., on the parishes and missions of the Diocese. He shall also, 
when so directed by the Bishop or the Standing Committee, assist in collecting 
statistics and making surveys which may be required for the furtherance of 
the work of the Diocese or the General Church. 

It shall be his duty to make a written report quarterly to the Bishop and 
Standing Committee of the status of all apportionment and assessment funds, 
and of all other matters committed to his charge. 


RESOLVED, That the Bishop and Standing Committee shall fix the 
salary of the Financial Secretary at an amount not less than $3,000, nor more 
than $5,000, per annum; provided, however, that the amount so fixed shall 
be pledged, ‘for a period of at least three years, by individual subscriptions 
independent of the Diocesan Budget. 


On recommendation of the Standing Committee, the parishes 


of the Good Shpeherd, Buffalo; St. Paul’s, Mayville; and St. 
Clement’s, Buffalo, were admitted to seats in the Council. 


The Council proceeded to ballot for officers. 
The chair declared the ballot closed. ° 


The Rev. Dr. Ashton, reporting for the Standing Committee 
on Constitution and Canons, as to the amendment to the canons 
proposed by the Rev. Mr. Lee recommended its adoption, the 
word “‘shall” being changed to may, in the first line; and the word 
“Board”’ being changed to Bishop, in the last line. On motion, 
the amdndment, with the verbal changes suggested, was adopted 
unanimously. The amendment, as adopted, is as follows: 


RESOLVED, That Canon 10, Title First be amended by the addition of 
the following section: 


Sec. vii. The Missionary Board of each Archdeaconry may adopt the 
following plan of collection and payment of salaries for those clergy receiving 
missionary stipends from the Board: 
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(1) Whenever a Parish or Mission shall seek financial aid from either 
Missionary Board it shall contract in writing to pay to the Treasurer of the 
Missionary Board not later than the last day of each month, one-twelfth of 
of the sum it shall engage to pay per annum towards the salary of a clergyman, 
together with one-twelfth of the annual assessment of the Church Pension 
Fund on such sum. The Missionary Board shall then assume the responsi: 
bility of paying the clergyman his whole salary and the Church Pension Fund 
the assessments on the same in monthly installments. 

(2) It shall be further stipulated in such a contract between the Boards 
and a Parish or Mission that the Bishop of the Diocese, or some member of 
the Board designated by him, shall have the right personally to investigate 
conditions in a cure whenever a Parish or Mission aided fails to meet—(a) its 
monthly salary instalment; (b) its monthly Pension instalment; (c) its 
Missionary Assessments made by the Diocesan authority; and the Board 
shall have the power to cancel the said contract in case of an adverse report 
from the Bishop or his representative. 

(3) It shall be further stipulated that no clergyman aided by the Board 
foe engage in secular or other gainful pursuits without the approval of the 

ishop. 


The Rev. Dr. Ashton, for the Standing Committee on Consti- 
tution and Canons, recommended the adoption of the amendment 
proposed by the Rev. Dr. Hakes in the Annual Council of 1917— 
making the payment of the Sustentation assessment a condition 
on the admission of lay delegates to seats in the Council. On 
motion, the recommendation was lost. 


The Rev. Mr. Mosher, for the Standing Committee on Finance, 
presented the following report, which, on motion, was adopted: 


GENEVA, N. Y., June 4, 1919. 
The Committee on Finance reports: 


; 1. It has examined the report of the Treasurer of the Diocese and finds 
it correct; and suggests that next year the accounts be audited by an auditing 
company. 


2. The Committee has examined the report of the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund. This report is in a new and improved form which tabulates 
the transactions of each fund and shows at a glance the condition of each fund. 


As Mr. Mellen, who has most carefully guarded these funds for many 
years, is about to retire as a trustee of the Parochial Fund, this committee 
recommends that an audit of the Parochial Fund by an authorized auditing 
company be made before the funds be transferred to another treasurer. 


3. The Committee has examined the report of the Trustees of the Christ- 
mas Fund, and finds it full and complete, and its correctness certified by a 
public accountant. We congratulate the trustees of the Christmas Fund 
upon this improved report and upon the fact that in two years the annual 
interest yield has increased from 4.93 per cent. to 5.10 per cent. |

The Rev. Dr. Tyler, for the Social Service Commission, pre- 
presented the following report, which, on motion, was adopted, 
with its recommendations, and ordered printed in the Journal: 


To the Eighty-secohd Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Social Service Commission of the Diocese begs leave to submit its 
first annual report under the new Canon. This Canon declares that ‘“‘the 
Commission shall make annually a full report to the Council of work accom- 
plished and plans in view, together with a request for such funds as they deem 
necessary to carry on their work.” We regret to say that this report will 
perforce deal with plans which the Commission has in view rather than with 
work accomplished. For this Commission, in common with mary other 
Diocesan Commissions, seemed to feel the distracting pressure of war condi- 
tions during the past year, and not to get much farther than to take the first 
step of organization. It promises you, however, that it will have something 
more to show in the way of work accomplished in its next report. The Com- 
mission organized by electing the Rev. Charles D. Broughton, rector of the 
Church of the Ascension, Buffalo, as chairman, and the Rev. Samuel Tyler, 
D.D., rector of St. Luke’s Church, Rochester, as secretary. 

As one line of work to be followed next year, the Commission expects to 
adopt at least in part, a suggested program for Diocesan Commissions put 
forth by the Joint Commission of the general Church. Your Commission 
has been in touch with the joint Commission through its Field Secretary, 
and the Joint Commission is desirous that we approach our work from the 
standpoint of the diocese as a whole, rather than of individual parishes or 
communities. In keeping with this policy it suggests that a special study 
be made of the institutions in the diocese for the care of dependent persons, 
to determine what, if any, institutions of this kind are needed, whether such 
institutions are carrying on their work in the best possible way, and what the 
relation of such institutions is to the Diocese. Such a study or survey as here 
outlined has been carried on by commissions in other dioceses with gratifying 
results. Avenues for real service on the part of the church have been opened 


up. 
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In the second place the Joint Commission suggests an investigation 
regarding the Juvenile Courts in the territory covered by the Diocese, to 
determine what disposition is made of the boys and girls who get into the 
Juvenile Courts, and what the duty of the Church is towards such boys and 
girls. It also suggests an investigation as to the need in the Diocese for the 
activities of the Church Mission of Help, which concerns itself with befriend- 
ing wayward girls and women; a survey of the City Mission work in the cities 
of the Diocese, to determine how far such work among the inmates of institu- 
tions is needed; and a consideration of how the work of the Girls’ Friendly 
Society in the Diocese can be advanced. 


With the different parts of this program your Commission plans to occupy 
itself. 


Another matter which the Commission deems of sufficient importance to 
bring before the Council at this time, has to do with holding the gains made 
during the war in maintaining the public health, especially in relation to the 
prevention and cure of diseases connected with the social evil. Such remark- 
able results were accomplished by the Government authorities in their battle 
against this insidious and widespread menace, not only to the health and 
efficiency of the Army and Navy, but of society as a whole, that it would be 
criminal as well as utterly stupid not to conserve these results as far as it is 
possible to do so. 


“Our ignorance and failurein handling the problem of veneral diseases 
constitute the greatest crime of American civilization. This is the clearest 
lesson of the war.’’ ‘‘This’’ says a publication of the U. S. Public Health 
Service, charged with meeting this problem in connection with the Army, 
“‘was the conclusion of a medical officer in charge of the physical examinations 
of drafted men as they were admitted to one of our great army camps.” And 
after what has been accomplished in connection with the health of the army 
within the past two years, there can be absolutely no excuse fo us if we allow 
this criminal ignorance and failure of the past to persist. The Govenrment 
is continuing its work and is making a serious effort to carry over into peace 
conditions its achievements of war time. To this end it needs the support 
of every agency interested in the well being of society—and surely the Christ- 
ian Church is to be counted among such agencies. The Church has a most 
important part to play in this critical juncture, especially as a molder of public 
opinion. How can the public opinion of a large part of the Army be trans- 
ferred to civil life? Ina great camp where the writer of this report was 
privileged to work for some months, he knew somewhat the Army’s public 
opinion at first hand. One day after inspection, the Captain of a Battery of 
Artillery said to him: ‘The feeling in our outfit against this kind of disease 
is so strong that I believe the men would feel like running a man out of the 
Battery if he should contract it.” And you know the remarkable, the almost 
unbelievable records which were made in the Army. For instance: the regi- 
ment of which the Battery just referred to was a unit, went to the coast to 
sailfor France without a single case of veneral disease. An Episcopal Chaplain 
in one of the Navy camps writes: ‘‘We have a splendid record in our own 
camp here—about one-third of one per cent. for veneral diseases.’’ And 
there was that colored regiment on the other side, four times cited for bravery, 
with no fresh case in four months. These instances of course do not mean 
that the social evil and what results therefrom were unknown in the Army and 
Navy, but they do point to conditions of public opinion and self restraint 
brought about by a program of education and preventative measures and un- 
usual facilities for recreation, which made our Army freer from these dread 
diseases than any other army of any nation in the history of the world. And 
so, now that the Army and Navy are being disbanded, the question is brought 
home to us with tremenduous force; what of these wonderful results? Are 
they to be lost to the world with the coming of peace and we go back to the 
old ways? It cannot, it must not be And by preaching, by teaching, by 
work on the part of the laity in co-operation with the health authorities, the 
Church must do her part to avert such a calamity, particularly after all the 
sacrifice of the war, to bring about a generally better day. 
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Moreover, the special compttlsion to deal with this great problem which 
is placed upon us now that peace is coming, is seen more clearly from the fact 
that it has been proven that the social evil with its disease is primarily a peace 
not a war problem, ‘“‘Five men came into the Army with venereal disease 
for every one who contracted it in the Army. And the one who contracted 
it in the Army probably contracted it in a civil community outside of military 
control.’’ So this problem, we repeat, was and is a civilian, a peace problem— 
ours to meet and to solve. And your Commission urges upon the clergy and 
laity of the Council the most serious consideration of how the Church can 
help in this solution. As has already been suggested, proper reference to 
the question can and should be made from the pulpit; in the teaching of the 
Church—especially in Bible classes, the subject should be considered, and 
Church men can work with the health authorities of the community as they 
face the problem. If, however, those in authority are so blind as not to have 
seen their duty in the matter, they should be urged to take steps to make their 
community learn the wonderful lesson taught by the needs of war time. 

Furthermore, we would call attention to the fact that fundamental to 
this whole problem of sex morality is the question as to the responsibility 
which attaches to giving the growing boy and girl a proper knowledge of the 
tnysterious processes of sex life—a responsibility which undeniably rests pri- 
marily with the parents, but which at present, as in the past, is in the vast 
majority of cases not understood or evaded, while as the direct result of allow- 
ing the child thus to grow up in ignorance of these critically important matters, 
or to learn of them in devious and oftentimes unhallowed ways—the world is 
today filled with untold mental and physical anguish, and hideous sin. Here, 
too, the Church must raise its voice to protest against the continuance of this 
ancient wrong against the innocents and to urge upon the parents of the land 
the discharge of this most sacred duty to their children. 

In closing, your Commission would refer to the part which the Church is 
called upon to play in the face of the great social and economic changes which 
are coming to pass in these days, partly as a result of the war, and partly as 
the culmination of movements of thought and life under way. The Church 
must champion the truth wherever found, and especially is it charged, as 
the organized expression of the spirit of Christ, with bringing the influence 
of the Master—his humane sympathy, his justice, his love, to bear upon the 
settlement of the mighty issues between the employer and the employed, 
now so acutely raised in the world of industry and commerce. In this con- 
nection, your Commission would submit an utterance of the representatives 
of the general church which it believes fairly represents the attitude demanded 
by the needs of the present hour and of the future. It is a resolution passed 
by the last General Convention of the Church, to wit: 


“BE IT RESOLVED, That the service of the community and the wel- 
fare of the workers, rot primarily private profits, should be the aim of every 
industry and its justification; ard that the Church should seek to keep this 
aim constantly before the mind of the public; and that Christians as indivi- 
duals are under the obligation on the one hand conscientiously to scrutinize 
the sources of their income, and on the other hand to give moral support and 
prayer to every just effort to secure fair conditions and regular employment 
for wage-earners and the extension of true democracy to industrial matters.” 

For the work of the Commission during the coming year the sum of $100 
is asked of the Council.

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The Rev. C. J. Davis offered the following Minute, which, on 
motion, was laid on the table: 


We, the members of the first regular Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York to assemble after the signing of the armistice do hereby write into 
our records our deep sense of gratitude to Almighty God that the war of 1914— 
1918 has been brought to an end, and that victory has been given to the 
cause of democracy. Conscious that the supreme lesson of this victory is 
that a democratic form of organization is the goal of social progress, we record 
also our belief that Christianity alone can develop such character in men as 
will make it possible to attain this goal. For we hold that if ruin is not to 
overwhelm us, in a world which calls no man master, every individual must 
recognize God as Master; ina world in which brotherhood is to be a fact, 
there must be universal recognition of a common Divine Father; ina world 
in which the individual is supreme, he must recognize the truth that only he 
who loses his life for the sake of the world saves it. Therefore we recognize 
that at this crisis in human affairs the Church has most solemn responsibility 
to awaken and develop in men the consciousness of their Sonship to God as 
revealed by Jesus Christ, and an equally solemn responsibility to point out 
to men the social implications of the greatest of truths, that they are Sons of 
God. 


2. We affirm that the fundamental social principles derived from this 
truth are these: 


a. That every individual has inherent right to liberty which includes 
free opportunity to develop himself to the utmost. 


b. That all men have right to equitable opportunity to shape and control 
the social order, political and industrial. 


c. That the method for attaining liberty and equality for the individual 
is a true co-operation to that end on the part of all, in distinction to the present 
method of competition between individual and individual and class and class. 


3. We recognize that as this ideal of democracy is clearly visualized 
in its political aspect today so it should be visualized in its industrial aspect, 
and the principles of freedom, of an equitable sharing of power, and of co- 
operation should obtain in industry so that all who labor conscientiously 
whether by hand or by head may have the means of living to the utmost. 


4. For we recognize that at the present moment the industrial problem 
constitutes the gravest dangers to civilization, but it may also be made an 
opportunity for a great advance provided the solution attempted be based, 
upon the principles of democracy. Because they contradict these principles, 
we deplore most emphatically the development of class consciousness, the use 
of force to advance class interests, and the denial of the right of private owner- 
ship of property—principles, which characterize certain solutions offered. 
These principles we hold are subversive of individual freedom, and of self 
development. 


5. We recognize the fact that in the present serious controversies be- 
tween labor and capital it is the duty of the Church as it was the attitude of 
her Master not to take sides, but to point out to both sides the ethical prin- 
ciples involved and to supply such religious reinforcement as will make men 
willing and able to live by them. We therefore at this point call upon capital 
to lay aside its apparent policy of laissez faire, to confess that it is impossible 
to return to the status quo ante, and to bend its energies towards an organiza- 
tion of industry which will give to all men freedom for self-development, an 
equitable share in industrial management, and opportunity for a real co- 
operation. We affirm that the present theory that the product is wholly 
the property of capital is both untrue and unjust. We call upon labor to 
consider whether in its organization democracy has not been sacrificed to mass 
power in limiting the output of the workman, and enforcement of the closed 
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shop principle; whether its organization has demanded honest work in quality 
and quantity on the part of its members; whether their leaders are chosen 
from men who are true to the principles of democracy. We call upon both 
sides to confer together in the spirit of patriotic citizens, recognizing that each 
is essential to the other, that prosperity is killed by strife, and above all that 
industry has as its final aim not the making of money but the making of men. 
Of the general lines of action proposed we suggest for the debate of such 
conference between the two parties: a. a minimum wage; b. an eight hour 
day and a six day week; c. fair opportunity for labor to earn an interest in 
the plant; d. representation of labor upon boards of managements; e. a fixed 
maximum and minimum return to all capital invested; f. a proportionate 
division of what profits, if any, remain after payment of wages and interest, 
amongst all who labor whether by hand or brain in the plant; g. abandonment 
of the closed shop principle; h. abandonment of limitation of output. Weask 
the consideration of these general lines of action because if found practicable 
they would tend to make all workers partners; they would cultivate stability 
of interest and a sense of responsibility; they would form a strong bulwark 
against the inroads of such theories as radical socialism and Bolshevism; 
they would be the recognition of the fact that they who work deserve to enjoy 
the fruit of their labor. : 


6. We recognize that a settlement cannot be effected at once; but we 
also recognize that the safety, security and spirituality of the world are in 
greatest jeopardy unless both parties to this controversy visualize their goal 
as a common one and an idealistic one, and from loyalty to the ideal come 
together to consider ways and means of attaining it. Recgonizing that both 
parties worked together during the war in loyalty to the nation, so we call to 
them to work together now in loyalty to the nation’s cause which is shown to 
be the cause of God. 


7. We believe that only as men seek today a world which expresses more 
wholly than before the ideals of democracy, can they be deserving of the 
sacrifices that have been made for democracy in these last four years; only 
so can they be fellow workers with God. And we therefore put on record 
our conception of the duty of the Church at this moment to emphasize and to 
define in men’s hearts the social impulses and implications of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 


The Rev. W. R. Lord offered the following resolution which, 
on motion, was adopted: 

In view of the clearer ideals of democracy borne out of the struggles of 
the five years just passed and the necessity laid upon the Church to proclaim 


He inessage of the Master under conditions compatible with that ideal; there- 
ore be it 


RESOLVED, That it is the sense of this Council that the system of 
renting pews and sittings in the House of God should be done away with, 
and that all pews and sittings be made equally free to all. 


The Rev. Dr. North, speaking on the special order of the day— 
the reconsidering of the resolution adopted by the Special Council 
authorizing the raising of $200,000 for increase of the Episcopate 
Fund—moved that $100,000 of the fund, when raised, be added 
to the Episcopate Fund and $100,000 be placed at the disposal 
of the Bishop and the me Committee. The motion was 
carried. 


The Rev. Mr. Cushing moved the final adoption of the amend- 
ment to Title I, Canon 14, Section 1, adopted by less than a 
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two-thirds majority last year. On vote, the amendment (provid- 
ing for the payment of expenses of clerical delegates) was lost. 


On motion, the Rule of Order calling for adjournment at 12:30 
was suspended during this session of the Council. 


The Rev. Dr. Purdy offered the following, which, on motion, 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That this Council desires to express and record, through 
its Secretary, its sympathy to the Rev. Charles H. Smith, D.D., of Buffalo, 
who is sick and for whom our prayers are offered. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. North, his resolution, regarding 
the $200,000 Fund, adopted this morning, was reconsidered. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin it was 


RESOLVED, The resolution of the Rev. Dr. North relative to raising 
$100,000 for the Episcopal Endowment Fund and $100,000 to be placed at 
the disposal of the Bishop and Standing Committee, together with the resolu- 
tion adopted at the Special Council ordering the appointment of a com- 
mittee to raise $200,000 for the Episcopal endowment, be both referred to a 
spectal committee of two clergymen and three laymen, to be appointed by 
the Bishop, to consider and report this afternoon. 


The Rev. Mr. McKim proposed the following ,which, on motion 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That this convention has learned with great regret of the

The Junior Department of the Auxiliary gave $2,457.08 during the same 
year. This makes a total of $14,806.11.

The spiritual work of the Auxiliary consisted of missionary services, and 
the Holy Communion at many meetings. The week of the Advent Call,

Hon. W. J. Tully, for the special committee on the $200,000 
Fund, presented the following which, on motion, was adopted: 


RESOLVED: That a committee of two clergymen and three laymen 
from the Archdeaconry of Buffalo and two clergymen and three laymen from 
the Archdeaconry of Rochester, be appointed to canvass the Diocese with the 
purpose of raising two hundred thousand dollars. Of this sum one hundred 
thousand dollars shall be paid over to ‘‘The Trustees for the Management and 
Care of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate of the Diocese of Western 
New York”’ to be invested by it and the income therefrom to be used for its 
corporate objects. The remaining one hundred thousand dollars shall be 
paid over to the ‘‘Trustees of the Parcohial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Western New York”’ to be invested by it and the 
income therefrom to be used for Diocesan objects under the direction of the 
Bishop and Standing Committee. 


In the event that the entire sum of two hundred thousand dollars shall 
not be raised, then and in that event the first one hundred thousand dollars 
shall be paid over to the corporation first above mentioned, and the balance 
shall be paid over to the corporation second above mentioned: provided, 
however, that should more than the two hundred thousand dollars be received 
then such excess amount shall be divided equally between said corporations. 


This fund is to be a Thanksgiving Offering for the termination of the war 
and as an especial appreciation of the acceptance by our illustrious and beloved 
Bishop of his election to the bishopric of the Diocese of Western New York. 

Mr. J. G..Buckley presented the following which, on motion, 
was adopted: 
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RESOLVED, That this Council hereby approves and recommends to 
the clergy and laity of the Diocese the Federal campaign to encourage and 
promote thrift in their respective communities as a remedy for allaying the 
present social unrest and as a barrier against the destructive tendencies of 
agitation against the established forms of government in this country. 


The Rey. Mr. Zwicker reported that the Sustentation Fund 
Committee met and apportioned the sum of $1,107.48 to clergy 
of the Diocese entitled to assistance from the fund. | 


The Rev. Mr. Bray offered the following, which, on motion, 
was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the Bishop’s Address to the Council, which is his 
first address in person, and which concerns itself so effectively with such urgent 


questions, be printed at the earliest possible date and distributed to the Clergy 
to be read by them in the churches to their several congregations. | 


A motion by the Rev. Dr. Jessup to refer the raising of the 
$200,000 fund to the Diocesan committee on the Nation-wide 
Campaign, to be included in their work was laid on the table.

APPENDIX I 


(A) 
Bishop's Address 


I do thank God that I am allowed by His ordering to take my 
place among you as one of your number, and to lay hold of the 
responsibilities of my office for whatever of life remains to me, be 
it short or long. 

It is no new thing to insist that the value of the particular 
can be discovered only in the light of the general, that the local is 
but a fragment of the universal, and that the part can disclose 
its meaning only in terms of the whole. This ancient axiomatic 
truth has been branded on our souls by the War, which if it 
reaches its perfect work, will make the nations practice mutual 
respect for one another in their interrelations. 

It was because the world had undervalued the iniportance of 
this clear principle of order and refused to reckon with it seriously 
that things went to smash. Now, as we crawl to some semblance 
of unity, we are planning to give more heed to it, but the signs of 
the times do not indicate that the nations are ready and able to 
surrender themselves trustfully to its control so that each will 
look not only on its own things but also and equally on the things 
of others. So far as American citizens aré concerned, however, 
we can never again even for a short time sit on the side lines of 
the world’s arena as mere spectators. Let partisan logicians 
argue as they may, it remains a black fact that, had America been 
living a less self-centered life than she was prior to 1914, she would 
have been in a position to block the war game, and had she not 
been blind and supine when Belgium was ravished, she would 
not have waited until the end of the third year of the conflict with- 
out pitching in. Let past history teach us the lesson we need to 
learn in order to become a full-grown nation. 

But our whole duty has by no means been done when we have 
planned out a world scheme in which each nation will live accord- 
ing to the principle of mutual considerateness. I see no ghost 
of a chance for the League of Nations to become permanently 
effective unless a power, superior to a mechanical agreement or 
an international pact, is let loose. Without a united Church to 
animate the united nations I am not encouraged to believe in the 
possibility of a stable peace. 

By what logic can we reason that unity is possible and necessary 
among world powers if spiritual powers continue to compete and 
pull against one another? ‘‘The need of unity’’—I quote Neville 
Talbot—‘“‘in the Church of Christ is pre-eminent. The world 
can never listen to a Christ who seems to be divided. It can never 
derive a new power of fellowship and codéperation from a society 
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at variance with itself. Yet it would make the last condition of 
things worse than the first to plaster the broken Body of Christ 
together merely for the sake of expediency and urgency, or by 
means of some mechanical unity. The Body of Christ has to 
recover the expression of its unity (the Body zs one, though the 
expression of its unity is broken) through the realization by its 
separated parts, in their struggle for the Kingdom, that they 
belong to one another. Many conditions, prevalent today, are 
forcing the pace in this direction.’’* 

The preliminary step toward Christian unity is, as in the case 
of international unity, a Peace Conference—a World Conference 
on Faith and Order, as we term it. . The refusal of the Pepe ge 
participate in the Conference is disappointing though not un- 
expected. His isolation from any but second-hand or book 
knowledge of the non-Roman Catholic world of course makes him 
incapable of weighing true values or appreciating the unpre- 
cedented opportunity presented to him. Nor does his refusal 
necessarily register either the mind or the wishes of the Church 
he represents. It is contrary to what an increasing number of 
loyal sons of the Roman Catholic Church hold. I speak as one 
whose record through long years proclaims him to be a sincere 
friend of the Roman Catholic Church, when I say what I do. | It 
has been my instinctive custom throughout my episcopate to 
stand for interpretation and reconciliation as against controversy. 

I cannot but think ‘of Him whose ambassador the Pope is, Who, 
even when a certain wayward son was a great way off, saw and 
had compassion and ran and fell on his neck and kissed him. 
The analogy is not perfect, for in the parable only one party was 
at fault. In the case of the churches, none is without fault, and 
the responsibility of unifying the broken family of God is upon 
the shoulders of all. I hold to the hope that a day will come, 
perhaps, when with a fuller understanding of the situation a Pope 
will ask those who are not of his fold to consider with him the 
unity of the Church. In the meantime the way is made clear 
for us. The balance of the Christian world is ready for a Peace 
Conference. It should be convened without delay. Nor shall 
we forget the Roman Catholic Church when we do meet. As 
we are refused an official representative to present her case, th? 
best and fairest advocates which can be secured should be given 
a place and hearing. My experience leads me to the conclusion 
that, partly owing to the unavoidable unfairness of controversial 
writings and partly owing to theoretic instead of practical personal 
knowledge, the one of the other, there is as little appreciation of 
the merits of the Roman Catholic Church by Protestants as there 
is of Protestant Churches by Roman Catholics. So much more 
the pity that in the Conference we are to be deprived of that

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human relationship which alone is the solvent of misunderstanding, 
the bane of prejudice and the friend of the truth. 

In view of the fact that the overtures of our Commission have 
been repelled by the Pope—I do not say by the Roman Catholic 
Church—we cannot afford to sit impassive when lovers of Christ 
and His unity approach us. We must run toward them. This 
is so in the case of the ‘Proposals for an approach to unity.”’ 
Admitting, as I do, that the plan presents practical difficulties, 
admitting that it is an ad interim measure, I thank God for it and 
feel that critics should beware of rejecting it without first proposing 
a better and truer mode of approach. It offers the first clear 
proposal for union between our own and another Communion 
that has occurred in our history, so far as I am informed, and I 
believe, whatever shape it ultimately may take, it has in it a hope 
and an opportunity that will make glad the City of God. It is 
inconceivable that our Communion should be willing to sit still 
in the vain hope that the Protestant world with its wealth of piety, 
learning and saintliness would flow into her. We have talked 
unity more than any other Communion. If we remain passive 
and critical we put ourselves under our own condemnation, and 
run the serious risk of dying of dry rot. 

Those of us who steadfastly believe that it is the purpose of 
Christ that His Church shall be actually, visibly, organically, 
as well as ideally and invisibly one, can afford to be patient in the 
slow healing of her wounds. A short time since a conversation 
on unity with a saintly Roman Catholic Bishop was closed by his 
saying to me—‘‘There are three principles which are the basis 
of everything: 1. We must will to do the will of Christ. 2. We 
must try to discover what the will of Christ is. 3. Having dis- 
covered what the will of Christ is we must do it at all costs.” 
When the whole Christian Church acts out these principles the 
unity of the Church will become a living fact. In His will is our 
unity. 

Our world-wide responsibility as Christians is being brought 
home to us with new force by the way the War has dragged into 
the light the weakest and most remote peoples. Our efforts to 
give our knowledge of the truth to those who do not have it can- 
not be other than increasingly intelligent now that we know the 
world so much better than before. I am of the opinion that 
unified efforts, like the Interchurch World Movement of North 
America, to provide adequately for missionary work are especially 
valuable with the unified front of the nation during the War 
as a background and a pledge. Our own Nationwide Campaign 
is of vital importance and commands our attention. Its claims 
are to be presented to you this afternoon by an appointed repre- 
sentative of the project. Whatever the Church decides upon, 
we can promise that this Diocese will play its part. 
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Our apportionment last year fell short of the full amount by 
$3,123.73. The Committee on Missions labored to place our 
Diocese on the Honor Roll and it was their painstaking effort 
that brought our contributions so nearly up to the level. This 
year, although we are behind hand seriously at this date, our 
contributions reaching only $6,219 out of the $32,666 called for, 
I feel confident that my desire expresses your purpose and that 
we shall neither this year nor in any future year fail to raise the 
sum expected of us. There is one parish so high on the honor roll 
that it is not invidious to single it out for an example of generous 
giving. I refer to St. Paul’s, Rochester. From 1908-1918 its appor- 
tionment has totalled $14,594.11 and its contributions $43,853.95. 

I am only just beginning to get a first hand knowledge of our 
local affairs, so that there is little about which I have any right 
to speak. There are a few things, however, to which I should like 
to refer. 


t. The increase of clerical salaries to which we are pledged is a 
matter of ordinary justice. We have the means to bring all of 
them up to a living wage. It is the responsibility of the Diocese 
as a whole to acquaint itself with the exact situation in every 
parish when the stipend is less than $100 a month for an unmarried 
man and $134 for a married man, to take such steps as will remedy 
so lamentable a situation. I am responsible for the appointment 
of clergy as rectors and cannot conscientiously ask them to posi- 
tions where they do not receive a living wage. It would be 
immoral. If a parish is really too poor to reach this minimum - 
it is the duty of the Diocese to take the parish under its adminis- 
tration. 


2. I ask the help, especially of the laity, in the matter of the 
religious education of the young. This responsibility cannot be 
shifted to the shoulders of the hour-a-week schools that gather 
on Sunday, increasingly effective as they are. My ministry of 
thirty-three years has taught me that a vast amount of human 
doubt and sin and misery is directly traceable to the failure on 
the part of parents and others responsible for training child life, 
to teach little ones moral facts and elementary spiritual truths. 
All the mountainous learning of our cleverest and most intellectual - 
teachers cannot provide a substitute for an instructed conscierice 
and the knowledge of God as revealed in Jesus Christ. The 
problem of working out some system of making spiritual training 
the main factor in education will be greatly helped if the laity 
will co-operate with our Board of Religious Education, and take 
more personal responsibility in making the faith of their own 
children intelligent. Recognizing the difficulties which beset 
any system of public school education, I cannot feel otherwise 
than happy when children are able to go to schools where the 
knowledge of God is set as the rock on which all other knowledge 
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is built. This would not be nearly as important if such parents 
as are quite capable of doing their share in spiritual training were 
to do it. We have two educational institutions in the Diocese 
which I value highly, both of which have great possibilities— 
DeVeaux School and Hobart College. The latter is entering on a 
new era under the leadership of my friend and former co-worker, 
the Reverend Murray Bartlett, D.D. With your aid he wiii 
build up a university worthy of its traditions and aim. 

3. My closing word is to my clergy. My desire is to be to 
you a spiritual leader and not a mere administrator. Our first 
duty in the ministry—it is comforting to me to feel it to be so—is 
not to strain at great effects but to unveil God to the people. 
This is to draw men to their knees. Worship of the mysterious 
and yet simple God is the greatest and most vital activity of 
human life, coloring and invigorating and giving point to all 
other, activities. Worship is languishing with -us, in part I think 
because we have tried to make our services attractive to men 
instead of attractive to God, and partly because we try to give 
to men by preaching a knowledge of God that can best come 
through worship in Sacrament and prayer. Iam assured by those 
who have a right to speak, that our Churches are frequented 
more than formerly by people who know the meaning and value 
of worship. For more than two years I have been going in and out 
of the churches in France. Those churches are places of worship 
through which a ceaseless stream of worshippers flow—the brave 
potlu in his war-stained and faded blue uniform, the little children, 
the sad faced widow and the aged peasant. They go to meet God. 
There may be no service to join in, no preacher to listen to, but 
they know God is in His Holy Temple always, and they are well 
content to talk to Him and be talked to by Him. 

A year ago last Sunday I went to the little village of Neuilly-sur- 
Suize in the afternoon. There was the sound of singing in the 
little sixteenth century church on the hill which I often visited. 
The curé was away at the war but all the villagers were there sing- 
ing Vespers. They were gathered to pay homage in worship to 
the ever-present God. ? 

A Colonial Chaplain tells of an incident from his experience in 
Amiens Cathedral. ‘‘Presently,” he says, ‘‘my eyes caught 
sight of two figures a dozen yards away to the right—a little be- 
fore me, but not so much that I could not see their faces. They 
were sitting perfectly still, hand in hand, and one could read their 
story plainly enough. She was a young woman of the poorer 
class, but well-dressed as a Frenchwoman should be; and he was 
a soldier in the uniform of the French line, and what was more, 
his whole kit was there, significantly, too. I have no doubt 
whatever that they had slipped into the Cathedral on their way 
to the station. 
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As I watched, she said something, and kneeled forward-on the 
prie-Dieu before her. He stood up as the French soldier does. 
Then she began to pray for him to hear, and I could catch a mur- 
mur. His eyes were fixed on the High Altar and never wavered, 
from first to last, but she hid hers in her hands, after a little. 
Also her voice rose with the passion of her prayer, and soon one 
knew that she was weeping. At last, she prayed loudly enough 
for me to catch the words, in French, of course, but I could under- 
stand that well-known prayer, and marvel at the simplicity of her 
so slight change in it. 

‘Soul of Christ, sanctify him; 
Body of Christ, save him 


So abe went on until: 
‘Within Thy wounds hide him,’ 


she cried and could say no more for sobs. 

A while I saw dimly, and waited for I knew not what, hen tite 
man’s voice broke calmly and steadily in, without even a hint of 
passion or of fear: 

‘In the hour of my death, call me, 

And bid me come to Thee, , 
That with Thy saints, J may praise Thee 
For ever and ever. Amen. 


And then, like the victor that he was, there, in God’s House, 
and all unashamed before His High Majesty, he lifted the woman 
to her feet and turned her face to his, and kissed her long upon 
the lips. 

Oh, my God, how fine a thing can human nature be! It was no 
disgrace for You to share it. It has that in it which can look out 
across the worst that earth can do, and gather up its dearest into 
its arms, and go forward—to You.’’*

APPENDIX II 
Report of Officers and Committees 


(A) Report of the Standing Committee 


To the Eighty-Second Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 
The Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts for the diocesan 
year 1918-1919. 


May 28, 1918.—The Committee met at the Surrogate’s office, Rochester, 
and organized by the election of the Rev. C. Morton Sills, D.D., president; 
John W. Crafts, secretary. 

Moved, That the Secretary be directed to prepare an assessment upon the 
parishes to cover the annual budget, and that the rate shall be 1, 2 and 3 per 
cent. The rate of apportionment necessary to provide for the extra Diocesan 
budget should be left discretionary with the Secretary. 


The Secretary was requested to send a letter to the Rev. Walter North, 
L.H.D., expressing grateful appreciation for long-continued, faithful services 
as Secretary of the Standing Committee, with assurances of continued good 
will and high personal esteem. 


The President read the following cablegram recenty received from Bishop 
Brent: 


“Letter March fourteenth enclosing Resolutions March 12th received 
yesterday. Owing to mail misadventure letter May Ist received today. Am 
rejoiced to do anything Diocese desires, provided it is not to the serious detri- 
ment of its interests.” 

Moved, That the Chancellor be authorized to prepare customary forms 
for obtaining consents of the Bishops and Standing Committees preparatory 
to an election of Bishop Co-adjutor, and that the Secretary shall mail copies 
of the same to all Dioceses. 

On motion, That the election of an Archdeacon for the Buffalo Arch- 
deaconry be postponed until a later date. 

Moved, That the sum of two hundred dollars be remitted to the Rt. Rev. 
Charles S. Olmstead, D.D., as an honorarium in appreciation for the perfor- 
mance of Episcopal offices in this Diocese, on account of the absence, in France, 
of Bishop Brent. 

Moved, That the traveling expenses of the President of the Standing 
Committee, made necesssary in attending committee meetings, shall be paid 
by the Diocese. 

On motion, That all meetings of the Standing Committee shall be held in 
Rochester until further notice. 


June 17.—A letter was received from Bishop Brent dated France, May 24 
confirming cablegram. See recorded Minutes May 28, June 17th. 

An application was presented by Rev. Dr. Sills in behalf of George M. 
Rutter, to be received as Postulant, and on the written recommendation of 
Dr, Sills the application was granted. 

Moved, That the President of the Standing Committee shall enter in a 
book of record the names of all applicants seeking Canonical admission into 
the Diocese. 

A communication was received from Rev. W. E. Nixon, accompanied by 
a letter from Dr. North, in reference to attending the ordination held in 
Geneva and same was referred to Rev. Dr. Jessup. 
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Application was received from the Diocese of North Carolina for admission 
of the Rev. Henry Beard DeLancy, D.D., to be Suffrugan Bishop of that 
Diocese, and on motion, consent was granted. 


The Secretary received permission to pay, on sight, all expense accounts 
representing fixed charges. Also miscellaneous accounts approved by the 
person contracting the same, providing, however, that all accounts shall be 
finally certified by the Rev. Chas. A. Jessup, D.D., or by Matthew D. Mann. 


Application was received from St. Clement’s Church, Buffalo, asking per- 
mission to mortgage its real property to the Erie County Savings Bank, Buffalo 
for the sum of ten thousand dollars. On motion the committee acting as 
the ecclesiastical authority—the Secretary was authorized to sign approval 
of said application. On motion, the Rev. Nathan W. Stanton, Rector of 
St. Mark’s Church, Buffalo, was unanimously elected Archdeacon of the 
Archdeaconry of Buffalo, his term of office to date from May 1, 1918. 


Moved, seconded and carried; That the Secretary shall communicate with 
the President and Secretary of the Board of Religious Education and ascertain 
whether that Board has taken any action concerning nominations for the 
office of Warden for the DeLancey Divinity School. 


SEPTEMBER 16.—On motion, that the names of the persons introducing 
motions and resolutions be hereafter recorded upon the Minutes. 


Moved, That the report of the Committee on Co-ordinating the Church 
Pension Fund and the Christmas Fund be postponed until another date, and 
that the Committee be continued. 


The Rev. Dr. Sills reported that there had been received the necessary 
majority of Bishops and Standing Committees consenting to the election of 
Bishop Co-adjutor. 

Moved, That the action of the Secretary of the Standing Committee in 
changing the rate of assessments from 6 per cent to4% percent be approved, 
the change having been made by reason of the change in the form of Parochial 
reports. That the list of assessments printed in the Journal of the Council 
of the Diocese of 1918, based-upon the revised rates of assessment be and here- 
by is authorized and approved. 

Moved, That the Secretary of the Standing Committee be requested to 
instruct the Secretary of the Council to remove from the Clergy list, as pub- 
lished in the Journal the name of the Rev. Arthur Davies, deceased. 

Correspondence was presented concerning the present whereabouts of the 
Rey. L. H. Buish, formerly of Buffalo, which was referred to the Secretary for 
reply. 

Moved, seconded and carried; That the Church of the Ascension, Roches- 
ter, have permission to sell certain real estate. 

An application was received from St. Matthias Church, East Aurora, asking 
permission to quit claim certain land which on motion was granted. 

Matters concerning certain divorce proceedings was referred to the Chancel- 
lor for disposal. 

Complying with the request received from the Committee on Publicity, 
through the Chief Division of Churches, the President of the Standing Com- 
mittee was requested to prepare a letter to be addressed to the parishes of 
this diocese calling attention to the forthcoming Liberty Loan subscriptions 
and urging patriotic support of this important financial undertaking. 

Moved, That William C. Wallace, of Niagara Falls, be appointed to fill 
the place on the Board of Trustees of De Veaux School made vacant by the 
resignation of Wallace I. Keep. 

Rev. Dr. Goodwin reported that, acting upon the consent of the Standing 
Committee, the Rev. Charles R. Allison has been appointed by the Rochester 
Church Extension Society, Missionary of the City of Rochester, Mr. Allison 
still remaining rector of Trinity Church, Rochester, N. Y. 
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Moved, That the Standing Committee approve of this report and that 
the President be authorized to advise the Rev. Charles R. Allison of his 
appointment. The certificate of election of the Rev. Clinton Simon Quinn 
to be Bishop Co-adjutor of the Diocese of Texas was received. 


Consent was granted for the election of Bishop Co-adjutor of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia. 


Moved, that the President of the Standing Committee be and is hereby 
empowered to appoint any Deacon canonically connected with this Diocese 
to Mission Station work in the Diocese, acting in consultation with the Arch- 
deacons and Board of Missions. 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Standing Committee be authorized 
and directed tosend to the Secretary of the Diocesan Board of Religious Educa- 
tion, in reply toa request received from him, a statement of the grounds on 
which the Standing Committee, acting as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese, expect to have the Diocesan Board of Religious Education submit 
to them three names of clergymen of this Church as nominees for the position 
of Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School, of which persons the Standing 
Committee shall appoint one to serve as Warden. 


Resolved, That the Standing Committee request the Diocesan Board of 
Religious Education to state, in writing, to this Committee the grounds on 
which they claim the right to appoint the Warden of the DeLancey Divinity 
School by their own authority. Adopted. 


A communication was received from the Rev. Dr. Goodwin extending a 
cordial invitation to the Standing Committee, asking that the Diocesan 
Council, to be called for the election of Bishop Co-adjutor, be held at St. Paul’s 
Church, Rochester. 


On motion, The Rev. Dr. Goodwin’s kind invitation was accepted. 


The following resolution was adopted: 


‘‘Whereas, the Council of the Diocese of Western New York has deter- 
mined to elect a Bishop Co-adjutor, the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., 
Bishop, having requested this action, and whereas, the majority of the Bishops 
and a majority of the Standing Committees having given consent, therefore 
be it resolved, that the Standing Committee acting as the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese of Western New York hereby calls the Special Coun- 
cil for the election of a Bishop Co-adjutor of the Diocese of Western New York 
to meet at St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, on Tuesday, the 15th of October, 
1918, at 11 o’clock a.m. And also for the transaction of such other business 
as may properly come before such Council; and that the Secretary of the 
Council is hereby requested to give Canonical notice, calling such Council, 
and include in such notice the bidding to prayer required by Canon 1, title 5, 
of the Diocesan Canons. 


Resolved, that the Secretary be instructed to call attention to the fact 
that this is a new Council and that therefore new delegates will be elected for 
this special Council. 


Resolved, That the Standing Committee recommend to the Council of 
the Diocese that the salary of the Bishop Co-adjutor, when elected, be fixed 
at $5,000, with an allowance of an amount not to exceed $1,000 for house 
rent, 


And be it further resolved, that during the absence of Bishop Brent, the 
salary of the Bishop Coadjutor be $1,000 additional in accordance to the wish 
of Bishop Brent contained in his letter to the Standing Committee of April 20, 
1918, ‘‘to have the Bishop Coadjutor, during his absence receive the full 
amount of salary voted to him,’’ and that the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall present these resolutions to the Council: 
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St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, October 15.— 

A communication was received from the Secretary of the Board of Religious 
Education suggesting that the matter of the Election of Warden of the DeLan- 
cey Divinity School be submitted for a hearing at the meeting of the Council 
to be held in Rochester, November 14th. 

It was resolved that the application of the Rector, Wardens and Vestry- 
men of the Church of the Ascension, Rochester, for leave to sell certain pro- 
perty to Vera M. Stubenrod be approved and consent is hereby given them to 
sell the said certain property as described in their application. 

In consequence of the prevalence of a nation-wide epidemic of influenza, 
and in. ompliance with the demands of public authority that no gatherings or 
congregations of people should be held during this interval, the meeting of 
the Diocesan Council appointed to be held at St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, 
October 15, 1918, was on that day adjourned to meet at the same place on 
Thursday, November 14, 1918: 

St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, during the interval of the meeting of the 
Diocesan Council Nov. 14, 1918. . 

The Secretary was requested to acknowledge the receipt of a communica- 
tion received from Rev. Charles Rogers Allison accepting his appointment 
as City Missionary of Rochester, N. Y., to take effect January 1, 1919. 

Moved, That the Rev. Van Rensslaer Gibson of the Diocese of Vermont 
shall have pernmission to officiate within this Diocese for the period of one 
year beginning November 14, 1918. 

On motion Chancellor Brown, seconded and carried, that the Standing 
Committee, acting as the Ecclesiastical Authority of this Diocese, do hereby 
declare in writing that in its judgment the papers submitted in certain divorce 
proceedings conform to the Canons of the General Church. 


Consent was given to Trinity Church, Fredonia, to sell certain real estate 
adjacent to their Church property for the sum of $5,000. 

A communication was received from the Board of Religious Education 
nominating the following candidates for the office of Warden of the DeLancey 
Divinity School, Rev. Philip W. Mosher, Rev. John B. Hubbs, D.D., Rev. 
G. Sherman Burrows, D.D. 

On motion, the Rev. G. Sherman Burrows was declared duly elected to: 
serve as Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School for the term of three years; 
the term of office to begin from the date of the acceptance of election. 


At an informal meeting of the Buffalo members of the Standing Committee 
held at St. Paul’s Parish House, November 8th at 3.80 p.m. the following 
cablegram was prepared and sent to Bishop Brent, addressed General Head- 
quarters, American Expeditionary Forces, France. 

“Diocesan Council November 14th. Have circumstances changed your 
judgment concerning necessity for Coadjutor? How soon after Armistice 
can you probably return? Answer.” 

(NotE.—Bishop Brent answered this immediately, but his reply was 
never received.) 

On motion duly seconded and carried the foregoing action on the part of 
the Buffalo members of the Standing Committee was approved. 

Resolved, That in view of the postponment of the election of Bishop Co- 
adjutor, and also of the proposed changes in the boundaries of the Dioceses. 
of New York State, we do respectfully ask the Bishop of Western New York 
if he can and will obtain a furlough and visit his Diocese to give his advice 
in the matters indicated. 

On motion, Rev. Mr. Davis and Mr. Crafts were authorized to co mmuni- 
cate with Bishop Brent by cablegram, in order if possible, to facilitate the 
election of Bishop Coadjutor and other business of the Diocese. 

Moved, that the sum of two hundred dollars be included in the Diocesan 
Budget for expense cataloguing and arranging the Bishop Coxe library. 
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DECEMBER 17.—A communication was received from the Rev. G. 
Sherman Burrows, dated November 25th, 1918, accepting his election as 
Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School. 


Cablegrams sent to Bishop Brent and cablegrams received from him were 
read and ordered filed. 


Resolved, that information concerning the transactions of this Commit- 
tee, or the business of the Diocese as it comes under the jurisdiction of this 
Committee, be given to the public only by the Secretary of the Committee 
upon the authorization of the President. That all communications from this 
Committee to the Bishop during his absence in France shall be signed by 
the Secretary. And that the Bishop shall be requested to transact his business 
with the Committee through the Secretary, who shall register a cable address 
for this purpose. 


Rev. Dr. Jessup invited the Council to hold its next meeting at St. Paul’s 
Church, Buffalo, and on motion Dr. Jessup’s kind invitation was accepted. 


It was resolved, That the adjourned special meeting of the Council of this 
Diocese be called to meet during the week of the Bishop’s presence in the 
Diocese, at a date to be designated by Bishop Brent, and that the adjourned 
meeting of the Council be held at St. Paul’s Church, Buffalo. 


Resolved, That this action of the Standing Committee be communicated to 
the clergy and parishes of the diocese. 


Resolved, That a Special Committee be appointed to co-operate with the 
Secretary in preparing the budget to be proposed by the Standing Committee 
to the Council for adoption. 


The President appointed as such Committee Rev. Mr. Davis, Rev. Dr. 
Goodwin and Mr. Crafts. 


On motion, Mr. Davis and Mr. Crafts were appointed a Committee to 
prepare a cablegram to be sent to Bishop Brent requesting him to fix a specific 
date for the meeting of the Council proposed to be held at St. Paul’s Church, 
Buffalo, sometime during the last week in January. 


Moved, That the Secretary write Bishop Brent confirming this cablegram, 
also that the Rev. Mr. Davis and the Secretary be requested to address a 
letter to Bishop Brent concerning affairs within this Diocese, also to express 
appreciation in behalf of this Diocese for the anticipated pleasure of his 
proposed visit sometime during the last week in January. 

Moved, That the Secretary shall, in due season, inform the Secretary of 
the Council the specific date—whenever the same shall be decided—upon 
which the Council shall be called for the purpose of electing a Coadjutor Bishop 
and for the transaction of such other business as may properly come before 
the Council. 


All action relating td Episcopal Visitations within the Diocese were post- 
poned, awaiting Bishop Brent’s proposed visitation in January. 


JANuARY 20, 1919.—Moved, That the application of James P. Attridge, 
candidate for Holy Orders, be accepted. 


Communication was received from the War Commission concerning pay- 
ment of the apportionment on this Diocese for the sum of $11,500 amd referred 
to the War Service Committee. 


On motion, The Rev. D. Howard Dow was granted permission to officiate 
in this Diocese for the period of one year beginning August 1, 1918. 

Moved, That the President of the Standing Committee be authorized to 
accept an invitation to attend a meeting of the Sub-Committee on Diocesan 
Boundaries to be held in Albany, January 28, and that his expenses shall be 
paid by the Diocese. 


Moved, That the Rev. Dr. C. Morton Sills, D.D., be appointed by the 
Standing Committee, on behalf of the clergy and laity of this Diocese, to make 
an address of welcome to Bishop Brent on the occasion of his anticipated visit 
on or about February 5th. 
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It was resolved, That this Committee request the Churchman’s Club of 
Buffalo to co-operate through a Committee appointed by it with Rev. Dr. 
Jessup, Rev. Mr. Davis, Dr. Charles H. Smith and Matthew D. Mann, M.D., 
and they are hereby appointed by this Committee to arrange for and conduct 
a public meeting on the evening of February 6th to welcome Bishop Brent, 
at which the Bishop will be asked to speak, said joint Committee to have power 
to add to its members. 


Moved, That Rev. Dr. Jessup be appointed Master of Ceremonies at the 
services of the reception of Bishop Brent into the Diocese immediately pre- 
ceding the celebration of the Holy Communion upon the opening of the 
Special Council of the Diocese to be held February 6, 1919, at St. Paul’s 
Church, Buffalo, with power to arrange such service subject to the approval 
of the Bishop.

Rev. Dr. Sills, D.D., President and all members of the Standing Committee. 


Bishop Brent made a brief address expressing his pleasure in being present, | 
and his earnest desire to return from France as quickly as possible, and the 
anticipated satisfaction in carrying on actively the future work of the Diocese, 


Moved, That the Secretary be requested to write the Commander-in-Chief 
of the American Expeditionary Forces requesting him, in behalf of the Diocese, 
to grant Bishop Brent relief from military duty as speedily as circumstances 
will permit. 

Rev. Dr. Sills made a verbal report concerning the proceedings of the 
Sub-Committee on Diocesan Boundaries. The Bishops of all Dioceses— 
excepting the Diocese of Western New York—having agreed to the latest pro- 
posed plan for division. On motion, the subject was postponed for future 
consideration. Moved that the Chancellor be requested to present to the 
meeting of the Diocesan Council, at its meeting tomorrow, a resolution asking 
the Bishop of the Diocese to withdraw his request for the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor. 


It was resolved that the Secretary be requested to ascertain from Bishop 
Brent the amount of expenses incurred by him for his present visit to the 
Diocese, and to make a draft upon the Treasurer for such amount. And 
further resolved that the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund be and is hereby 
instructed to pay the Bishop—the Rt. Rev. Charles*'H. Brent, D.D., his salary 
as Bishop beginning January 1, 1919. 


_ The Secretary of the Standing Committee was directed to send the follow- 
ing certificate to the Manufacturers and Traders National Bank, Buffalo, 
also to the Fidelity Trust Company of Buffalo: 


“This is to certify that the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., has been 
duly elected Bishop of Western New York, and is now Bishop of Western 
New York, as successor of the Rt. Rev. William D. Walker, D.D., deceased. 


It was resolved, That the Sub-Committee on budget be and is hereby 
authorized to prepare, for the consideration of the Standing Committee, a 
plan by which al: Diocesan assessments and apportionments may be made by 
one Board of Assessments and Apportionments, and report as to the advisa- 
bility of employing a salaried treasurer to receive all funds and forward them 
to the special treasurer of the various funds.

Supplementary Weport of Standing Committee 


Marcu 24, 1919.—The meeting of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Western New York was held in the Surrogate’s Office, Rochester, New York, 
Monday, March 24th, 1919, at 12:30 p.m. There were present the Reverend 
Dr. Sills, president; Reverend Dr. Goodwin, Reverend Dr. Jessup, Reverend 
Mr. Davis, the Chancellor and A. C. Walker. 


Reverend Dr. Jessup was appointed secretary, pro tem, and later elected 
secretary of the Standing Committee. 


The resignation of John W. Crafts, a member of the Standing Committee, 
was accepted with profound regret, and with the hope that Mr. Craft’s health 
be speedily restored. 


Canonical consent was given to the consecration of the Reverend William 
Mercer Green to be Bishop-Coadjutor of the Diocese of Mississippi, and the 
members of the Standing Committee present signed the certificate of consent. 


Consent was given to the election of a Bishop-Coadjutor of the Diocees of 
California, on the ground of extent of work. 


A petition from the Rector and Vestry of Trinity Church, Buffalo, was 
presented requesting permission of the Standing Committee as the ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of the Diocese to sell certain property. 

On motion the following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund of the Diocese be 
directed in compliance with the request received from Bishop Brent to send 
from the amount of the Bishop’s salary, which Bishop Brent has declined to 
receive for his personal use, to George Gordon King, Treasurer of the Board 
of Missions, the sum of Five Hundred ($500) Dollars, to be use for the building 
fund of All Saints’ Church, Bontoc, Philippine Islands. 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That a notice be sent by the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee to all the clergy of the Diocese of Western New York informing them 
that Bishop Brent has declined to receive for his personal use any part of his 
salary as Bishop, except for the month of February, 1919, when he was in 
Western New York for services to the Diocese; and that the! Bishop has 
further indicated the objects for which he desires his accumulated unpaid salary 
to be used, and that the Standing Committee deems it wise that the matter 
of the disposition of this accumulated unpaid salary be left to the Bishop 
for his own decision upon his return to the Diocese. 

A communication was received from the Diocesan Board of Religious 
Education nominating for the position of Lecturer in ‘Ecclesiastical History”’ 
in the De Lancey Divinity School the following: The Reverend Pierre Cush- 
ing, the Reverend D. L. Ferris, the Reverend Cameron J. Davis. On motion, 
the Reverend Pierre Cushing was appointed Lecturer in ‘‘Ecclesiastical 
History” in the De Lancey Divinity School. 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted: ~ 


RESOLVED, That the Secretary of the Diocese be and is hereby directed 
to send out hereafter together with the form for parochial reports, a separate 
form for a report including the items designated under the head of ‘“‘Current 
Expenses,’’ upon which the Diocesan assessments are based, with a request 
made to the treasurer of the parishes that this report be made out and returned 
to the Secretary of the Diocese not later than the 15th of January. 

Bills to the amount of $205.27, incurred in connection with the service of 
receiving and acknowledging of the Right Reverend Charles H. Brent, D.D., 
as Bishop of the Diocese, held in Buffalo on Thursday, February 6th, and also 
in connection with the citizen’s meeting of reception to Bishop Brent, held in 
Buffalo on the evening of the same day, were ordered paid by the Treasurer 
of the Diocese. 
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JUNE 2, 1919.—A resolution was adopted that the Standing Committee 
recommend to the Council that the sum of $326.60 be included in the budget 
of the Diocese for the Joint Commission on Social Service of the Protestant. 
Episcopal Church. 

The annual budget of the Diocese, for 1919, carrying $13,096.95 was. 
adopted and ordered presented to the Council. 


Canonical consent was given to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor for 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia on the ground of extent of work. 


On motion of the Chancellor the following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New 
York declines to approve of the election of the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Thomson, 
D.D., as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, on the ground 
that his election was not in accordance with sub-section [1] of section II of 
Canon 9 of the General Canons of the Church, in that said election was made 
before canonical consent for the election of a coadjutor had been obtained 
therefor. 


Canonical consent was given to the consecrtaion of the Rev. Troy Beatty, 
D.D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Tennessee, and the members 
of the Standing Committee present signed the certificate of consent. 


JUNE 3, 1919.—The Standing Committee, acting as the Bishop’s Council 
of Advice, gave their hearty approval of the Bishop’s plan for using the balance 
of the salary due him, which the Bishop declines to accept for his personal use. 


The retiring allowance provided by Canon 17 of the Diocese was granted. 
to the Rev. James W. Ashton, D.D., said allowance to begin July 1, 1919.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN 


To the Bishop and the Board of Religious Education: 


The Warden assumed office November 25, 1918. For some months 
previous to that date the De Lancey Divinity School had been under the 
supervision of the Rey. Philip W. Mosher and the Rey. G. F. J. Sherwood; 
the former having been requested by the late Warden, the Rev. Dr. Berry, 
to look after its affairs during his illness, and the latter having been appointed 
by the Board of Religious Education. This report, accordingly, while pre- 
pared by the present Warden, includes a period of management of the School 
antecedent to his taking charge. He therefore takes this opportunity to 
express the appreciation of the School of the most able and acceptable over- 
sight afforded by the Reverend brethern who superintended it during the 
aS of the former Warden and the interval of vacancy succeeding his 

eath. 

_ Although the School has thus, without lapse of supervision, been supplied 
with administration, it has, of necessity, lacked that more official oversight 
and management which a Bishop and a Warden alone can give. It was with- 
out either, it is now to have both; and we look forward to days of increased 
ministry and usefulness. 

_ _ Not only has the School been without a Bishop and a Warden the past year, 
it has also been without a part of its teaching force; the post of Ecclesiastical 
History having been made vacant by the decease of the Rev. Dr. Berry, and 
the post of Dogmatics by the absence in Europe of the Rev. Mr. Ashley. 
The Rev. Mr. Mosher, on request of the Board of Religious Education, has 
acted as supply lecturer in the former department; the Warden in the latter. 
The Rev. Mr. Ashley is expected to return to his duties in the fall. The 
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position in Ecclesiastical History remains to be filled. Nominations for 
the place are in the hands of the Bishop. 

The annual examinations of the School were held in June; and two of the 
students, the Rev. F. W. Goldsmith and the Rev. C. A. Dowdell, were gradu- 
ated. They were, very soon after the completion of their Divinity Course, 
ordained to the Diaconate by the Rt. Rev. Frederick Courtney, D.D., acting 
by request of the Standing Committee and in the absence of the Bishop. 
The Rev. Mr. Goldsmith is now curate of St. James’ Church, Buffalo; the Rev. 
Mr. Dowdell is minister-in-charge at Dansville. 

At the time of the opening of the School in October, and until the Warden 
began his official duties, the number of students was four. They were, in the 
Senior class, the Rev. W. E. Nixon; and, in the Middle class, the Revs. 
Squire Schofield and E. S. Tabor, and Mr. C. E. Sutton. In December, 
Mr. A. C. Bussingham, and, insMarch, Mr. H. L. Henderson, former students 
in the School, resimed their studies in the Junior Class. In March, three new 
students began preliminary work with a view to beginning the Divinity 
Course next October. They are Messrs. Charles J. Burton, Edwin Holt, 
and Robert W. Fegan. A Mr. Murray, of the Diocese of Central New York, 
with his Bishop’s permission, is pursuing studies privately in the hopes of 
being able to begin the course in the Fall. 


The Rev. Mr. Mosher reports that he received for the expenses of the School

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We here record our indebtedness to the lecturers for their most efficient 
services in their respective departments; and to the Rectors of St. Mary’s 
Church and Trinity Church, Buffalo, and Trinity Church, Geneva, for the use 
of their parish houses. 

' The Warden desires to express his personal appreciation of the cordial 
support he is receiving from the trustees, the faculty and the students of the 
School; and the very considerable encouragement he feels because of the 
bright outlook the future seems to hold. He, with the Board and the lecturers, 
rejoices in the coming of our Bishop to his place in our work, and welcome his 
influence and counsel and guidance.

REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF BUFFALO 


For the year ending January 1, 1919 


To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese of Western 
New York and Brethern of the Clergy and Laity: 


In January, 1918, the present Archdeacon was asked, by the Missionary 
Board, to take charge of the work of the Archdeaconry, until a successor 
should be elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Rev. G. W.5S. Ayres, 
who died on the 11th of December, 1917. 

The work was begun on the 13th of January, 1918 and continued under 
this plan, until the first of October, when the resignation of the present Arch- 
deacon, from the Rectorship of St. Mark’s Parish, Buffalo, took effect, he hav- 
ing been unanimously elected Archdeacon by the Standing Committee, of 
the Diocese, on the 17th of June and formally accepted the office, at the 
Missionary Board meeting, held in Trinity Parish House, on the 9th of July. 
On account of connection with a parish, for the greater part of 1918 and be- 
cause of the ban on the Churches, caused by the influenza, in many places 
during October and November, most of the work done in the Archdeaconry, 
for the past year has been confined to services held on week days. 

The following parishes and missions looked after by Clergy previous to 
the war, have been vacant for the whole, or a part of the year. Angelica, 
Beifast, Warsaw, Attica, Belmont, Ellicottville, Springville, Hamburg, May- 
ville, Chautauqua, Angola, Allentown, Silver Creek and Forestville. These 
vacancies together with the missions at Darien Center, Franklinville, Bolivar, 
Hinsdale, Sinclairville, Depew, and Williamsville and two missions at Irving, 
49 places in number, have been given regular ministrations by the Arch- 

eacon. 

Missionaries of the Board have during the year ministered to the places 
now mentioned. Rev. E. R. Bennett at Lackawanna, Rev. J. G. Wilson, at 
Friendship and Belvidere, Rev. J. H. Sheppard at Youngstown and Lewis- 
ton, Rev. Percy Isherwood at Perry, Rev. T. H. Delbridge at Randolph, 
East Randolph and Little Valley, Rev. Frank Marchant at Orchard Park, 
Rev. W.E. Nixon at Gowanda and Newtown, Rev. H. VanAllen of the Diocese 
of Central New York has had spiritual oversight of the Deaf Mute congrega- 
tions of the Archdeaconry. 

The Laymen’s League has maintained regular services in all vacant mis- 
sions, where the conditions were such that it could be done. Want of fuel 
for heating and gas for lighting the places of worship, and the increased cost 
of travel during the year interfered with the work, in a serious way. The 


64 Diocese of Western New York 


League has for 28 years been most loyal to the missionary work, and have 
stood ready ‘‘to spend and be spent.’’ The report of the Superintendent of 
the League will show this to be so. 


Mr. T. H. Clough, a member of the League has been a most remarkable 
example to the Church, of indefatigable service during the entire existence of 
the organization. Nearly every Sunday in the year he holds a service at the 
Good Shepherd Church, for the Indians, and another, at St. Andrew’s Church 
at Irving, New York, for the white people. 


The acting Archdeacon was assisted in Lent 1918 by Rev. G. H. Gaviller, 
Rey. John L. Short, Rev. Francis Ransom, Rev. F. W. Abbott, Rev. Walter 
North, D.D., Rev. Edmund Sills and Rev. J. G. Wilson, Jr., all of whom held 
one or more services, for which he takes this opportunity to thank them, on 
behalf of himself, and the missions they served. 


At Chautauqua services were regularly maintained during July and August 
by Rev. G. S. Burrows, Rev. F. W. Abbott and the Archdeacon. On the 27th 
of August a business meeting was held by the Church people at Chautauqua, 
and it was decided to purchase the Person Cottage facing the Plaza, opposite 
the Post Office. The price for the cottage with twelve sleeping rooms com- 
pletely furnished, was $4,200. The Archdeacon bought the property, as 
Trustee. All parties interested in the project, hope through the generosity. 
of the Church people, who spend a whole, or part of the summer at Chautauqua, 
to raise money, to pay for the cottage. 

There has been a desire for a Church Headquarters, at Chautauqua, for 
the last fifteen years, and this year the building bought will be used for that 
purpose. It is expected that Church people visiting Chautauqua will apply 
for, and keep the rooms rented, during the whole season. 

The Archdeacon has found the work, in more than 25 parishes and missions 
very attractive. It might become still more efficient with better facilities for 
getting to the places where services are held. An automobile would bea great 
factor in the work.

Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 
(For the year 1918) 


To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of Western New York: 


In making this his fifteenth annual report of the work of Diocesan Mis- 
sions in the Archdeaconry of Rochester, your general missionary stands at 
the completion of his fifth term of office. On such an occasion one is tempted 
to indulge in retrospections extending over not only the twelve months which 
this report is scheduled to cover, but over that longer period running back 
to the year 1904 when first I assumed the duties of the office of Archdeacon. 
But to dwell on the past is an evident token of old age and failing power and 
so I refrain lest I accentuate that to which many of my brethern is doubtless 
already tooapparent. Or again, with the accumulated experience and wisdom 
of fifteen years to one’s credit, one might be permitted to speak of things as 
they should be, and of conquests yet to be made. But here again I refrain 
lest the optimism of youth lead me astray. I shall therefore confine my 
report to brief statements concerning present conditions in the nine counties 
in which I have been called to serve, leaving to my successor in office the 
fruits of the past; and the opportunities of the future. 

In the face of the changed conditions under which we must now labor, 
there has come a realization of the fact that socially, politically, religiously 
and geographically, the world can never again be as it was before the recent 
great catastrophe fell upon it; while with a period of reconstruction before us 
there is a growing conviction that there must be a readjustment of our methods 
if the church is to take advantage of the opportunities now before her. 

But with every great opportunity there comes a corresponding great 
temptation, and so, with the kingdoms of the world spread out before us we 
find today the tempter at our side saying, ‘“‘All these things will I give thee 
if thou wilt fall down and worship me.’’ And so in many of the propositions 
set before us at the present time we find a tendency to conform to the world, 
rather than to transform it. A tendency to force the Kingdom into an un- 
timely fruitage, and cry ‘‘Peace, peace, when there is no peace.” 

One of the greatest hindrances to the work of the church in her evangeliza- 
tion of the world is her unhappy divisions. This evil is more manifest in our 
smaller towns and rural communities than in the larger centers of population. 
At least its realization is more acute there and each year it is becoming more 
and more difficult to maintain any form of church activity. This is specially 
true of our own communion, for, as a rule, the ritual and services of the church 
are not adapted to the character of the population to be found in rural districts, 
and it is only by a slow process of education that a favored few are secured, 
while these in turn are almost invariably the first to depart for places of greater 
advantages and larger opportunities. Then too Episcopalians are not prolific 
and our Sunday Schools in the smaller towns, and in the larger ones too for 
that matter, are meager affairs except as “‘lambs’”’ are stolen from other Christ- 
ian folds. If my brethern of the cities are experiencing difficulties in main- 
taining their work, I wonder what they would do if they had to sit up nights 
with the missions in our smaller towns? I am nota prophet and it is with 
ro intention to deceive that I wear a rough garment, there are other reasons 
for that. But it is my deep conviction that unless some plan of co-operation 
is soon found protestantism is doomed to perish from the earth. 

But I would not give a wrong impression as to the relative importance 
of our common work, neither would I have any one infer that the work in the 
smaller places is not of a joyous character. We get very close and are drawn 
very near to each other, and during the past year especially, I have had some 
of the most helpful and deeply spiritual services of my entire ministry. 

I have not attempted a multiplicity of services, I long ago gave up that 
fallacy, but I have tried to spend more time in a given community, holding one 
service in the morning in the church, and then preaching from house to house 
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as I go among the people. In some instances I have thus preached four and 
five times ina day. Ordinary conversation can readily be turned into more 
serious and interesting channels if one has a mind so to turn it. 

There is much therefore of a joyous character in the work which your 
general missionary has to perform. 

During the past year services have been regularly maintained at Shorts- 
ville, Fairport, East Rochester, Caledonia, Holcomb, Holley, Montour Falls, 
Charlotte, Hunts, Dalton, Dresden and Himrod. Occasional services have 
been given at Dundee, Wolcott, Sodus Point and Bradford. 

The Rev. Mr. Van Allen has continued his acceptable services to the deaf 
in this and in other dioceses. 

Personally I have held 119 services. Have baptized 10 and officiated at 
three marriages and eight funerals. 

In the Archdeaconry there have been 39 baptized, 12 confirmed, 11 mar- 
riages and 42 burials. This unusual number of burials was one result of the 
epidemic which prevailed during the fall and winter months. 

Financially we have fared some better than in the previous year, but 
there is still room for improvement. A summary of our treasurer’s report 
is here given as supplementary to this. is

Report of Missionary to Beaf Mutes 


To the Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


I beg leave to submit the following report of my work as missionary among 
the deaf of the diocese for the year January to December, 1918: 

The year has been a peculiarly difficult and disappointing one. The war 
conditons, the excessive cost of living and of travel, the unprecedented severity 
of the winter—all tended to make the work more than usually difficult; and 
added to these was the fact that I was obliged to spend the entire month of 
January at San Antonio, Texas, at the bedside of my soldier son, who barely 
survived an illness contracted in the service. On my return I was myself 
seriously ill and incapacitated from work for a considerable time, and was 
obliged to go away early in the summer for a complete rest. Finally, in 
October all work was rendered impossible by the influenza quarantine. This 
report, therefore, covers little more than six months of actual work. 

Services were held as follows: At Rochester, eight; at Buffalo, eight; 
at Geneva, four; total twenty. Of these services eight were public celebra- 
tions of the Holy Communion. The Corning people have attended the 
services in the neighboring city of Elmira, and in this way they have been 
taken care of. At practically all of the services in Rochester and Buffalo 
people have come a considerable distance to attend, so that a much larger 
territory has been served than the above figures would at first sight indicate. 

The Rochester mission has held nine social and literary meetings, at 
most of which I have been present and at one of which I gave an illustrated 
lecture. I have begun meetings along the same lines in connection with the 
Buffalo mission, with excellent prospects of success. I gave one stereopticon 
lecture at Geneva, and visited Batavia and Pittsford. I was present at 
one meeting of the Archdeaconry of Rochester and was given an opportunity 
to say a few words to the members. I have taken a special interest in the 
large school for the deaf in Rochester, have visited it a number of times, and 
in June attended the annual reunion of the graduates. The school has recently 
suffered a serious loss in the death of its founder and first superintendent, Dr. 
Z. F. Westervelt. His successor, Mr. T. C. Forrester, is an able and energetic 
educator, and under him the school will continue its excellent work. In July 
the Rochester mission held its annual outing, at which about fifty were present. 
I have done as much pastoral visiting as my limited time would permit, and 
have made a number of calls on the sick in various city hospitals. 

The offerings of the deaf by Archdeaconries have been as follows: Roches- 
ter, $24.23; Buffalo, $19.98; special from Rochester (from a hearing friend) 
$10; total receipts, $44.21. My expenditures have been: For travel: 
Rochester, 101.23; Buffalo, 62.48; total, $163.66; for postage, stationery, etc. 
Rochester, $7.06; Buffalo, $6.84; total, $13.90; grand total of expenditures 
ee There has thus been an excess of expenditures over receipts of 

Fully one-half of this deficit is attributable to war conditions. The cost 
of travel has been fully double what it was in previous years—it should be 
remembered that the clerical half-fare privilege was not in force during 1918. 
As I was convinced that these conditions were abnormal and temporary, I 
have cheerfully met the deficit out of my slender stipend of $460. But, after 
making all allowances for these unprecedented conditions, the fact remains 
that the situation is most unsatisfactory and that it is possible for me to do 
the work in Western New York only because of the generosity of the Dioceses 
of Albany and Central New York. I think that the very figures given above 
show that there is something wrong about the present arrangement, and I can 
only repeat, but with added emphasis, my suggestion of last year that a com- 
mittee of the Diocesan Council be appointed to look into the matter, with power 
to take such action as may be necessary and proper. ; 

My experience in the Diocese only convinces me more and more that there 
is much that the Church can and ought to do for these sorely handicapped 
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people. Our work is the only organized effort in their behalf in this part of 
the state. There is some denominational opposition, but in the main the 
Church is everywhere recognized as the traditional friend of the deaf, and it 
exercises an influence upon them which no other Church can claim. But our 
work among them is wholly missionary, leadership among the laity is woe- 
fully lacking, and the missionary has not the means for more than the most 
hurried and superficial work. If the means adequately to reach these people 
eas at hand, I have not the slightest doubt of the response which they would 
make. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Archdeacons and the clergy generally 
for their many kindnesses to me. My thanks are also due to Mrs. Mathews, 
of Christ Church, Rochester, for a generous gift.

The Trustees of DeVeaux School, respectfully submit herewith their report 
for the year ending December 31, 1918, in compliance with the terms of the 
charter of the corporation. 

During the year the Trustees held nine meetings, with the following record 
of attendance:

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The main items of this report are two: 1, the school; 2, the books of 
account. 

1. Inthe school boys only are taken. 

During the year 1918 there were received on the foundation thirty-two 
boys. The average number maintained during the year was twenty-four. 
The greatest number in attendance at any one time was twenty-four and the 
least number was twenty-four. Theage of the youngest boy on the foundation 
was 12 years; that of the oldest 18 years. 

During the year the total number of pay pupils received was sixty-five, 
of whom twenty-four were day pupils. The greatest number in attendance 
at any one time was forty-eight and the least number thirty-six. 

The course of study is that published in the Register and is based on the 
Elementary and the Academic Syllabus of the New York State Education 
Department. 


2. Inthe matter of accounts the annexed schedules show: 

(a) The balance sheet; (b) Interest Bearing Endowment with a list of 
loans paid and made during the year, Land Contracts and the amount of 
special endowment funds with the investments of the same; (c) Income Cash 
Account, Receipts and Disbursements; (d) a list of bonds and mortgages 
of the General Fund; (e) Strickland Fund; (f) Guarantee Fund; (g) Charles 
Kennedy Scholarship; (h) Lewis Fund; (1) Land Contracts; (j) list of real 
estate owned by the corporation. 

During the year 1918 the Treasurer, Rev. E. J. Babcock, and Mr. Porter 
Norton were removed by death. 

On January 18, 1918, the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., was elected to 
fill the unexpired term of Bishop Walker. This election was ratified and 
confirmed by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

Upon the death of Mr. Porter Norton, Mr. Francis F. Baker was elected a 
Trustee and this election was ratified and confirmed by the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Diocese. Mr. Baker became a Trustee on February 11, 1918. 

On February 11, 1918, Rev. David L. Ferris was elected a Trustee to fill 
the unexpired term of the late General Henry C. Hodges. This election was 
ratified and confirmed by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

Upon the resignation of Mr. W. I. Keep, Mr. William C. Wallace was 
elected a Trustee on September 12, 1918. This election was ratified and 
confirmed by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. Mr. Wallace became 
a Trustee on December 18, 1918. 

The income of the School for the year 1918 was $57,953.47; the largest 
income that the school has had in its history.

(1) Church Pension Hund 


The Bishop and the Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Diocesan Committee of the Church Pension Fund has held only one 
meeting during the year, at which all the members were present; but has 
been decidedly active by way of correspondence both between the members 
and in conducting the business of the Committee with various parishes and 
missions of the Diocese, and with headquarters in New York. 

The Committee regrets to report the very serious illness of its Treasurer, 
Mr. George T. Ballachey, who hasbeen amost indefatigable and conscientious 
worker and upon whom has rested the vast amount of bookkeeping required 
for the management of the Fund within our borders. He has secured ter po- 
rary assistance for the making of the necessary records but is not able at pre- 
sent, to furnish the usual summary for the Committees’ annual report. We 
feel certain we express the sentiments of not only the Committee but of all 
the members of this Council when we say we wish him a speedy recovery 
both on his own account and our own. 

The Committee was somewhat dismayed to receive word from head- 
quarters, in October, saying that the Diocese of Western New York was among 
those most delinquent in the number of parishes and missions acting under 
the Church Pension plan. We began inquiries and, after much correspon- 
dence and many conferences, succeeded in inducing most of the parishes not 
already co-operating with the Church Pension Fund to begin to do so. The 
result is that this day a letter was received from the Secretary of the Fund, in 
New York, saying,—‘‘That the Diocese of Western New York, while not one 
of the sixteen dioceses having 100 per cent assessments paid, for all practical 
purposes, comes close to that record.’ This is a most encouraging condition. 
However, Mr. Sayre goes on to say, “‘that there are two or three places that 
do not yet understand that the canonical law provides for the payment of 
these assessments and that either plead lack of interest in covering the rector 
and his family with pension protection, or lack of ability.”’ 

Your Committee asks, ‘‘Why the two or three places?’”’ and is not content 
that there should be any place not working in accord with the Pension Fund 
and the Pension law. The Fund is a great blessing which no parish should 
ask its clergyman to forego; and the Law is a legal enactment which it cannot 
be suffered to ignore. The Committee feels that every parish and mission 
making arrangement for the services of a clergyman should provide for his 
premium when providing for his salary. That is the canon and it recognizes. 
no exceptions. 

Information furnished by Mr. Sayre indicates that there are three clergy- 
men in the Diocese receiving Age Allowances, and four’ widows receiving 
widows’ pensions. The total of these grants is $2820.00. 

We understand that the First Annual Report of the Church Pension Fund 
is about ready for distribution and is, or will be, available for all of the Clergy 
and Lay Delegates present at the Council; also, that it will show the Pension. 
Fund is working with very great success, ‘‘pension assessments having been 
paid throughout the country up to arate of about 99 per cent.’’ Such a 
situation is occasion for mutual congratulations. 

The Committee desires to call the attention of the members of the Council 
to the following considerations and regulations: 

1. That no clergyman nor parish should seek special privileges nor 
favors from the Church Pension Fund. The Fund operates under the very 
strict insurance laws of the State and is not permitted to vary its terms. 

2. That as soon as a clergyman is ordained, the Pension assessments 
should begin to be paid on his behalf, in order that he and his family may be 
covered with pension protection. The assessment, until he has a church 
and beginning from the day on which he was ordained, is at the rate of $90.00 
per year, or $7.50 per month, provided he was ordained before the age of 
thirty-six. If he is ordained after that age, there is, under a recent change of 
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rules, a separate rate for each age, of which the Church will be officially noti- 
fied as soon as the consulting actuary has it ready for publication. He should 
also make out the required filing card, for record. 
The same requirement as to card and assessment applies to the case of a 
clergyman received into the diocese from another National Church. 
3. That in all cases the assessments for a preceding year must be in the 
hands of the Fund before the close of business on February 28. 
4. That the vacancy assessment requirment, formerly in force, has been 
abolished.

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Rules of Order 


I. On the first day of the Council there shall be brief devotions at 1:30 
F.M. Immediately after the Council shall be organized according to the 
Diocesan canons and proceed to business in the following order: 

(1) Calling of the roll. 

(2) Election of a Secretary. 

(3) Appointment of the following Standing Committees by the President: 

1. On the Constitution, Canons, and Rules of Order. 

2: On the Admission of Churches into Union with the Council; 
to consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

3. On Finance, to which shall be referred the reports and accounts 
of the Trustees of the Christmas Fund, of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese and of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund; to consist 
of two Clergymen and three Laymen. 

4. On the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of 
the Episcopate; to consist of three Laymen. 

5. On the Reports of the Board of Education, and Boards of Diocesan 
Missions; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 

6. On the Report of the Trustees of DeVeaux School; to consist 
of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

7. On non-reporting Clergy and Parishes; to consist of three 
Clergymen. 

8. On the General Theological Seminary, and the Society for the 
Promotion of Religion and Learning in the State of New 
York; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 

9. On Urgent and Unfinished Business. 

10. On Reports and Reporters. 

11. On Christian Unity. 

12. On Clergy Relief: to consist of three Clergymen and two Laymen. 

13. On the State of the Church: to consist of two Clergymen and 
one Layman. 

14. On Credentials of Delegates: to consist of two Clergymen and 
one Layman, to serve from the close of the Current Council 
until the close of the next Annual Council. 

15. On Missions, to consist of ten Clergymen and ten Laymen, 
including the delegates to the Missionary Council, with 
the right to add other Clergymen and Laymen of the Diocese 
to be named at the close of the Current Council, and to serve 
until the close of the next Annual Council. 

(4) Nomination for offices. 

(5) Presentation and reference of reports of Officers and Committees 

of the Diocese. 

II. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion 
of the Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist of 
such members as the Bishop may direct: 
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(1) On Church Propsrty, Parsonages and Clerical Support. 

(2) Archives and Annals. 

(3) The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 

(4) Beneficience and Works of Piety. 

(5) Sunday Schools. 

(6) The Episcopal Library. 

(7) State Legislation. 

III. All Committees shall sit and deliberate in private, and the same 
rule shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for printing 
unless so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Committee recom- 
mend some legislation in regard thereto. 


IV. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the Council 
may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Committees, 
and called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. But the 
Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any time. 

V. The Evening Session on the first day shall open at 7:30 with Evening 
Prayer or the Litany; then shall follow the Bishop’s address, if he so desires. 


VI. On the second day—After a celebration of the Holy Communion at 
an hour fixed by the Bishop—the order of business shall be as follows, beginn- 
ing at 9:00 A. M.: 

(1) Reading of minutes, 

(2) Elections. 

(3) Reports of Standing Committees of the Council. 

(4) Reports of Special Committees. 

(5) Unfinished business, motions, resolutions and miscellaneous business. 

The Council shall take a recess from 12:30 to 2:00 P. M., and from 6:00 to 
7:30 P.M. 

VII. On the third or other subsequent day—the order of business shall be 
as directed by the Council. 

VIII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 

IX. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


X. Ifa question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 
they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several motions. 


XI. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to 
postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit ir, or (5) to amend; and motions 
for these purposes shall have predecence in the order thus named. 


XII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negative, it shall 
not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIII. <A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 
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XIV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by 
the sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; 
or previous to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas 
and nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the Clerical 
members ,and the names of the Churches and Missions represented; and the 
vote shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken 
by order on the call of any five members, and when so taken shall be recorded 
in like manner. 

XV. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the 
Same question without leave of the House. 

XVI. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the 
same session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, 
nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority 
on said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 

XVII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the chair. 

XVIII. Except by the vote of two-thirds of the persons present entitled 
to vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded. 

XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 

XX. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside; 
or the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the 
preceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or 
Senior Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until 
the Council has been organized. Thena President pro tempore shall be elected 
from among the Presbyters present, who shall make the appointments ordi- 
narily assigned to the Bishop, or under his direction.

Served 
on the Texas border as Chaplain of the 74th Infantry Regiment, 
New York National Guard. Mustered into the federal service 
with that regiment. Transferred to the 105th Machine Gun 
Battalion and went overseas with them; then to the 107th Infantry; 
then to the 108th Infantry, 27th Division. With the last named 
Regiment in action in Flanders before Mt. Kemmel, and in 
France on the Hindenburg Line and the La Selle River. Wounded 
in the back on October 12, 1918, at the La Selle River, near Cam- 
brai. Discharged with the rank of Captain. 

Right Rev. C. H. Brent, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., Bishop of West- 
ern New York. Chaplain-General of the American Expeditionary 
Forces, and member of the General Staff. Discharged with the 
rank of Major.

Rev. Murray Bartlett, D.D., received the Croix de Guerre 
with the following citation from Marshall Petain: 


“With the approval of the commander-in-chief of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France the commander-in-chief of the French army of the 
West front confers the citation of the brigade to Dr. Murray Bartlett, Y. M. 
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C. A. secretary, attached to one of the best regiments during the entire duration 
of the campaign. He has extended his action to the first lines giving his 
moral and material help to the soldiers. He has been wounded during the 
offensive of Soissons.’’ 


Dr. Bartlett has also received two American citations for 
bravery; one at Cantigny, May 27, 1918, and one at Soissons, 
July<18 to 227:r0Trs: 


Rev. John C. Ward received the British Military Cross, and, 
by command of General Pershing, the American Distinguished 


Service Cross with the following citation: . 

“Chaplain John C. Ward, 108th Infantry. For extraordinary heroism 
in action east of Ronssoy September 29. During the operations against 
the Hindenburg line he voluntarily and at great risk to himself went forward 
under heavy shell and machine-gun fire to care for the wounded and to search 
for the dead. Twice he was ordered off the field of battle by officers, being 
told each time that it was sure death to remain. During the entire time his 
regiment was engaged he remained on the field under fire, displaying a fine 
example of bravery and courage which was an inspiration to all.” 


Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., was given the medal of 
the American Society of Social Sciences, made Commander of 
the Order of Leopold by King Albert of Belgium, and given the 
Distinguished Service Medal by command of General Pershing. 

The following letter informed the Bishop of his appointment 
to the Order of Leopold:

The Kine, Albert I, of Belgium, has given me instructions to inform you

His Majesty desires that his honorary distinction be conveyed to you asa 
token of His esteem and in recognition of the valuable services you have 
rendered the common cause.

As Senior Headquarters Chaplain, he organized the Chaplains’ School, 
and established a schematic system of religious effort, enablirg all chaplains 
throughout France to further those excellent results which have marked their 
duties amongst the troops. By his loyal spirit of co-operation, his marked 
ability and by his masterful attainments, he has rendered services of most 
conspicuous merit and lasting value to the American Government.”

“He has represented the Church with prophetic vision, Christlike sim- 
plicity and apostolic zeal and he has given his great heart with unwearied 
patience to his difficult and many-sided task. 

“In this great work of administration, comradeship and inspiration 
he has won the unwavering loyalty and admiration of every Chaplain in the 
oes 

“His religious statesmanship has commended itself to those in command 
from the Commander-in-chief to regimental commanders. You may well 
be proud of his brilliant military record as a Christian leader. 

“His is a master spirit. Every Chaplain has found in him a wise counsel- 
lor and a sympathetic friend, indeed a brother. Wearesure that you love him 
as we have so easily learned to do, and we trust that you will accept these 
simple words as only hints of what we deeply feel and cannot fully write.

The Eighty-third Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New 
York, convened at the above time and place in accordance with Con- 
stitutional requirement, preliminary devotional services having been 
conducted by the Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry 
Brent, D.D., $.T.D., LL.D., as follows: the service of Compline on 
the evening of Monday, May 17, at eight o’clock; the Holy Com- 
munion this morning at 7:00 o’clock, the Bishop being assisted by the 
Rector of the parish and by the Rev. C. A. Jessup, D.D., and the Rev. 
B.S. Sanderson; Morning Prayer and address, at 9:00 o’clock, the 
Bishop being assisted by the Rector, and by the Rev. Jerome Kates 
and the Rev. W. C. Compton; Intercessions and address, at 11:00 
o'clock. 

Tuesday, 1:30 Pp. M. 


The Council assembled for business, the Bishop presdiing. 
The Bishop led in brief devotions. 


The Secretary announced that more than the canonical number of 
delegates, of Each Order, entitled to seats, had reported themselves 
present. There were, in all, eighty-seven Clerical delegates, and one 
hundred eleven Lay delegates representing fifty-three parishes and 
missions in attendance upon the sessions of the Council. The chan- 
cellor of the Diocese also was present. 


The President of the Council declared the Council duly organized 
and ready for business. 


By unanimous consent of the Council the Assistant Secretary was 
authorized to cast one ballot for the Rev. G. S. Burrows, D.D., for 
Secretary of the Council. The ballot being cast, the Rev. Dr. 
Burrows was declared duly elected.

REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN COMMITTEE OF THE NATION 
WIDE CAMPAIGN TO THE 83RD ANNUAL COUNCIL 
OF THE DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Council: 


The committee appointed by the Bishop under resolution of the 82d Annual 
Council with power to act to assist the Bishop in making the National Wide Cam- 
paign a success in this Diocese, was organized as follows: the Bishop, chairman 
ex-officio; Rev. Cameron J. Davis; chairman; Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, chairman 
for the Rochester Archdeaconry; Mr. William A. Morgan, Treasurer of the 
Expense Account; Rev. H. F. Zwicker, Secretary. One member of the Commit- 
tee, Mrs. Kingman Robins, was subsequently obliged to resign, and Mrs. Willard 
E. Moore was elected in her place. The committee added to its number by the 
election of Rev. J. W. D. Cooper, Rev. Samuel Tyler, Messrs. Frank B. Baird, 
Willard E. Moore and Shepard Kimberly.

It was determined at the outset of the Campaign that the money necessary for 
expenses should be raised by subscription, and a sub-committee taking this in 
charge obtained a total amount of $7,492 for this purpose. 


In October, Mr. Horace S. Peck, appointed by the Bishop under resolution 
of the Council as Financial Secretary of the Diocese, reported for work, and was 
assigned by the Bishop to be Business Manager of the Campaign, his salary to 
be an expense of the Campaign. His report is attached to this. 


The work of your committee may be briefly summarized as follows: 


_ A complete survey was obtained from practically every parish, mission and 
institution in the Diocese, from the Board of Religious Education, and the Com- 
mission on Social Service. These reports on forms provided by the Central Com- 
mittee of the Campaign gave a clear picture of the condition and needs of the 
Church in the Diocese. They are on file for reference. 


From these reports a list of projects was compiled with estimates of their 
cost as a preliminary budget. Sub-committees made further investigation of 
these, and hearings were given to parishes which had causes to plead. The final 
result is to be found in the printed ‘‘Diocesan Survey and Budget’”’ which was thor- 
oughly circulated in the Diocese during Lent, a copy of which is attached. 


Preliminary to parochial organization a Speakers’ Committee was formed in 
each Archdeaconry, and well attended meetings were held in Geneva, Rochester 
and Buffalo at which two gentlemen sent by New York Headquarters explained 
the object and organization of the Campaign. The members of the Speakers’ 
Committees subsequently visited many parishes and missions and gave invaluable 
help in stimulating and guiding the organization of the Campaign. 


For this reason your committee proposes the following action by this Council: 


Resolved that this Council does now recommend the perpetuation of the 
Speakers’ Committees by such organization and under such designation as the 
Bishop may decide. 


Your committee, in December, compiled a program for the Campaign which 
was printed and circulated. It outlined the organization to be created in every 
parish and the steps to be taken to realize the educational] and inspirational as well 
as the financial objects of the Campaign. Supplementing this, a course of outline 
lessons for study classes based upon the Surveys of the General Church and the 
Diocese were printed and distributed, and from time to time, in accordance with 
rhe program, literature bearing upon the Campaign and issued by the New York 
Headquarters, the Bishop, and the Diocesan Committee, was sent to the parishes 
in sufficient amount to supply every family in the diocese with a copy of each. 
publication. The parochial organization recommended was a division of each 
parish into groups with one person in charge of each group. These groups formed 
the study classes and each person in charge distributed literature by personal 
visitation to the members of his group. The remarkable results obtained in every 
parish which adopted this method have led your committee to recommend most 
strongly to the parishes the continuation of this organization. 


Your committee is unable at this time to report as to the pledges for service 
obtained through the Campaign. It recommends that the securing of these statis- 
tics be made a duty of the Eexcutive Council if that body is created. 

The financial results up to April 30th are given in the report of the Business 
Manager. Briefly summarized, with 31 parishes still to hear from we have 
secured pledges amounting to $780,944.58. 

Your committee wishes to express its gratitude for the loyal and able coopera- 
tion of the clergy and laity without which nothing could have been accomplished, 
and especially to those gentlemen who assisted so materially in the Church School 
work, and in the preparation of charts and outline lessons. 

But now that the initial canvass of the N. W. C. has been completed in the 
Diocese the Campaign Committee feels that to carry on the Campaign in its 
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other aspects, a more permanent organization and one wider in its powers is 
necessary. 

The object of the Campaign was not primarily to raise a sum of money; it was 
and is to quicken the spiritual life of the Church and to bring that increased life to 
bear more effectively upon the social body. To obtain such an object is the work 
of anindefinite future. It requires not only money, but the enlistment of workers, 
the creation of an esprit de corps,a church consciousness, which in the Diocese will 
do away with parochialism, and which will bring to bear upon the work of the 
diocese, in education, in social service and in church extension the interest and 
strength and effort of every parish, so that opportunities may be seized when 
they are presented and strategic centres may be efficiently occupied, as they can be 
only when the diocese can act as a whole with the power of the whole. 


Such an object demands a greater centralization of executive authority than 
the Diocese at present possesses. There must be both a unified policy and a uni- 
fied execution of that policy. Your committee even in order to carry out the 
N. W. C. to this point has been obliged to construct tentatively such a unified 
policy to a certain extent. It has been constructed on the basis of the surveys 
which have been made. Where an agency has reported a great opportunity, for 
example, to seize which better equipment is necessary; where certain mission 
stations reveal the need of better service, your committee has made an appropria- 
tion in the budget for such work and has also considered in making such appropria- 
tion what changes in machinery should be made to use such appropriation most 
effectively. There have been revealed as probable necessities, changes in our 
policy as regards Diocesan Missions and City Missions, and new policies as regards 
education, social service and many functions of the organization. 

Moreover there is now pledged to the Diocese, a large sum of money which 
is to be disbursed for certain objects the details of which were purposely left 
undefined in the Budget. The responsibility of such disbursement cannot be 
undertaken except it be accompanied by a certain amount of discretionary power 
as to the definition of such objects. 

All this leads your Committee to make certain further recommendations in 
the form of the following preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, under resolution of the Diocesan Council of 1919 a committee was 
appointed by the Bishop, with power to act, to assist the Bishop in co-operation 
with the N. W. C. Eexcutive Committee in making this campaign a success in 
this Diocese.

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On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin the report of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign Committee, together with its recommendations, was 
adopted as a whole. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin it was 


Resolved, that the Council expresses to the Rev. Cameron J. Davis, who acted 
as the efficient chairman of the Nation Wide Campaign Committee in Hate) Diocese, 
its expression of sincere thanks and appreciation. 


The Rev. Mr. Cushing, for the Special Committee on the Revision 
of the Constitution, and Canons presented the following report, which, 
on motion, was received: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONS AND CANONS 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Council: 


Pursuant to the report of the Diocesan Committee of the Nation-Wide-Cam- 
paign and at the request of the Bishop, the special committee on the revision of the 
Constitutions and Canons submits the following report: 


First, it recommends that present Canon Seven be stricken out and the follow- 
ing inserted in its place: 


CANON SEVEN 


I. There shall be an Executive Council of the Diocese which with the Bishop 
shall initiate, stimulate and administer the missionary, educational and social 
work of the Diocese. 


II. The Bishop and Executive Council shall exercise all the powers of the 
Diocesan Council between the meetings thereof, in connection with the unification, 
development and prosecution of the work of Missions and Church Extension, 
Religious Education and Christian Social Service, for the performance of such 
work as may be committed to them by the Diocesan Council and for the initiation 
and dveelopment of such new work between said meetings as they may deem 
necessary, subject, however, to the provisions of the Constitution and Canons and 
other directions of the Diocesan Council. 


III. The Bishop shall be ex-officio a member and chairman of the Executive 
Council, and ex-officio the chairman of each of the departments hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 


IV. The Executive Council shall be composed of fifteen members besides 
the Bishop, of whom six shall be clergymen, six laymen and three women, com- 
municants of the church in this diocese. They shall be elected as follows: at the 
Diocesan Council of 1920 two clergymen, two laymen and one woman shall be 
elected for a term of one year; two clergymen, two laymen, and one woman for a 
term of two years; and two clergymen, two laymen, and one woman for a term 
of three years. At each council thereafter two clergymen, two laymen and one 
woman shall be elected for a term of three years to fill the places of those whose 
terms then expire. After serving three years no member of the Executive Council 
shall be eligible for re-election until at least one year shall have elapsed. The 
Council shall have power to fill a vacancy in its own number until the meeting 
of the Diocesan Council next after the vacancy occurs, when the vacancy shall be 
filled for the remainder of the term by the Diocesan Council. 


V..1. The Executive Committee shall elect from its own number at its dis- 
cretion a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary anda Treasurer; shall organize from its own 
membership the following Departments, and shaJ]l determine the scope of the work 
of each Department: 


First: A Department of Missions and Church Extension. 
Second: A Department of Religious Education. 
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Third: A Department of Christian Social Service. 
Fourth: A Department of Finance. 
Fifth: A Department of Publicity and Personnel. 


2. The Executive Council shall have power to organize such other department 
ments as may be necessary and shall have charge of the disbursements of all 
moneys received by its Treasurer. 


3. Each Department shall have power, subject to confirmation by the Execu- 
tive Council, to appoint additional members of the Department, who, however, 
shall have no seat or vote in the Executive Council. 


4. Each Department shall have power, subject to the approval of the Execu- 
tive Council, to create such organizations in the Diocese as may be necessary to 
carry on its work, but such organizations shall in every case be subject to the 
direction of the Executive Council. 


5. Each Department shall make a report of the work under its direction to 
the Bishop and Executive Council annually, and at such other times as the Bishop 
may require. 

VI. 1. The Bishop and Executive Council shall submit to each Diocesan 
Council a report of the work done under their supervision during the preceding 
year, which report shall include a report of their Treasurer. They shall also 
submit to the Diocesan Council for its approval and adoption a budget for all the 
work they propose to carry on during the succeeding year. This budget shall not 
include the items mentioned in subsection 2 of this section Upon approval by the 
Diocesan Council, the Executive Council shall apportion the total amount of this 
Budget amongst the Parishes of the Diocese, and it shall be the duty of every 
Parish and Mission to pay to the Treasurer of the Executive Council such annual 
apportionment in quarterly installments. 


2. In addition to the budget for the work of the Eexcutive Council, said 
Council shall submit a separate budget consisting of these items, namely, salary of 
the Bishop, salaries of other officers of the Diocesan Council, Church Pension Fund 
Premiums for Diocesan officers, Retiring Allowances, expenses of the Diocesan 
Council and the Diocese’s share of the expenses of the General Convention. The 
amount of these items together with such other expenses as shall be approved by 
the Diocesan Council shall be assessed upon the several parishes of the Diocese. 
And it shall be the duty of each parish to pay the amount of its annual assessment 
for these objects to the Treasurer of the Executive Council in quarterly install- 
ments before the end of each year; and upon the payment of such assessments 
shall hang the right of lay representation in the Diocesan Council in accordance 
with Title III, Section 3, subsection 2 of the Constitution of the Diocese. 


VII. The Department of Finance shall, within twenty days after the adjourn- 
ment of each Annual Diocesan Council, file with the Secretary of the Executive 
Council a tentative assessment and apportionment on the parishes, congregations 
and missions of the Diocese for the total amount to be provided under each budget, 
finally approved by such Diocesan Council; the Secretary of the Executive Coun- 
cil shall thereafter promptly mail a copy of such tentative assessment and appor- 
tionment to the corporate authorities of every parish, congregation and mission 
in the Diocese, together with a notice inviting the several parishes, congregations 
and missions to appear before the Executive Council at date and place fixed in 
said notice to file and present objections, if any, to the said tentative assessment 
or apportionment. It shall be the duty of the Executive Council to hear and con- 
sider all objections against and all petitions and requests filed with it regarding the 
said tentative assessment and apportionment, and it shall have power after due 
consideration to fix the same in such manner as it shall deem fair and equitable. 


VIII. The Executive Council shall have power to ask for such reports and 
statements from every parish and mission as it may deem necessary, and it shall 
be the duty of every parish and mission to give such information when and in 
whatever form required. 

IX. Themembers of the Department of Religious Education of the Executive 
Council shall be the successors of the present members of the Board of Religious 
Education and shall be ex-officio the trustees of the De Lancey Divinity School. 
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_ X. Nothing in this Canon shall be considered or taken to interfere with or 
hinder the City Church Extension Society of Rochester and City Church Exten- 
sion Society of Buffzlo in conducting the work for which they are incorporated, 
but these Societies shall be responsible and amenable to the direction of the Execu- 
tive Council. 

XI. Any society, institution or other organization for Missions, Education 
or Social Service, in order to be organized as Diocesan and to receive appropria- 
tions from Diocesan Funds must comply with such regulations as are or may be 
prescribed from time to time by the Executive Council between meetings of the 
Diocesan Council. A 

XII. The Executive Committee shall have power to adopt such by-laws as 
are necessary for its own government. 

Second. The Committee further recommends that Canon two be amended 
by striking out in section VI, subsection [2], all after the words “will pay its ’ 
rector” and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘at least such salary as may be 
fixed by the Executive Council of the Diocese as the minimum salary which must 
be paid to the rector of an organized parish in this Diocese.” 

That Canon Eight be amended. 

(a) by striking out in the title the words ‘‘and the Financial Board’’, 

(b) by changing the words ‘‘Financial Board’’ to ‘‘Executive Council’’ wherever 
they occur in the Canon, 

(c) by striking out sections V, VI and VII. 

That Canon Nine be stricken out. 

That Canon Ten be stricken out. 

That Canon Twelve be amended, 

(a) by striking out in section III, subsection [6], the words ‘‘Trustees of the Christ- 
mas Fund” and inserting in place thereof the words ‘“‘the Executive Council’, 

(b) by striking out in section III, subsections [11] and [12], and by substituting for 
the numerals 10 and 13 in subsections [10] and [13], the numerals 9 and 10. 

That Canon Fifteen be amended, 

(a) by striking out in section I, subsection [1], the words ‘‘to make the regular 
canonical offerings for other objects’’ and inserting in place thereof ‘‘to pay the 
canonical assessments”’, 

(b) by striking out in Section I, subsection [4], the words ‘‘Missionary Board” and 
substituting therefor ‘‘Executive Council’, 

(c) by striking out in Section 1, subsection [7], the parenthetical letter, (a) and 
all after the words ‘‘a seat and vote therein’’, and 

(d) by striking out in section II, subsection [5], the words ‘“‘the Missionary Board’’ 
and substituting therefor the words ‘“‘the Executive Council.” 

That Canon Seventeen be amended, 

(a) by striking out in section II the words ‘‘Standing Committee’’ and inserting 
therefor the words ‘‘Executive Council’ and by striking out the words ‘‘Assess- 
ment under Title I, Canon Six, section I,” and inserting in place thereof the words 
“Budget to be assessed upon the parishes,”’ 

(b) by striking out in section III the words ‘‘Standing Committee” and inserting 
therefor the words ‘‘Executive Council.” 

That Canon Eighteen be stricken out. 

That Canon Nineteen be amended 

(a) by striking out in section III, subsection [1], all after the words “Bishop of 
the Diocese”’ and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘and other clerical officers 
of the Diocese’’, 
(b) by striking out in subsection [2], the words ‘“‘Board of Missions of the Arch- 
deaconry of Buffalo’’ and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘Executive Council’”’ 
(c) by striking out in subsection [2], the last word of the subsection and inserting 
in place thereof the word “Council”, 
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(d) by striking out subsection [3] and numbering subsection [4], [3]. 
That Canon Twenty be repealed. 


That such changes in the numbering of the Canons as are made necessary by 
these amendments be made. 


Third: The Committee further recommends in the interest of simplicity and 
convenience of reference that the Canons be revised by the discontinuance of the 
use of the word, ‘‘Title’”’ as designating groups of different Canons and that the 
same be numbered continuously, and that the word ‘‘Title’”’ only appear as a cap- 
tion to a dumerical list of the Canons with their appropriate names immediately 
preceding the Canons themselves. 


Fourth: The Committee further recommends the following revision to the 
Constitution and Canons, the same to be ratified by the next Council of the Dio- 
cese: first, that the word ‘‘Convention’”’ be substituted for the word ‘‘Council’’ 
wherever the latter occurs in the Constitution and Canons as designating the 
deliberative and legislative body of the Diocese; second, that the word ‘‘Article’”’ 
be substituted for the word ‘‘Title’’ wherever it occurs in the Constitution as desig- 
nating the different parts thereof, so that the same would read, ‘‘Article First,’’ 
‘Article Second’’ and so on, instead of ‘‘Title First’’, ‘‘Title Second,” and so on.

On motion of the Rev. W. S. Barrows, Section IV of the proposed 
Canon was amended by substituting for the word “‘ communicants,” in 
the third line, the words, confirmed persons and regular communicants. 
(Clerical vote: Aye, 85; Nay, 19: Lay vote; Aye, 25; Nay 2m) 

On motion of the Rev. K. A. Bray, Section VII was amended by 
adding after the word ‘‘apportionment,’’ at the end of the first sen- 
tence, the words, or file the same for consideration by the Executive Com- 
mittee. (Clerical vote: Aye, 47, Nay, 2. Lay vote: Aye, 35; 
Nay, 0). 

On motion of the Rev. R. N. Willcox, Section IV of the proposed 
Canon, was amended so as to read, with the amendment adopted 
above, as follows: 


IV. The Executive Council shall be composed of eighteen members besides 
the Bishop, of whom nine shall be clergymen and nine laymen, confirmed persons 
and regular communicants of the Church in this Diocese. (The members for the 
first Diocesan year, or until the election of their successors, to be those named by 
this Council and their names inserted at this place in this canon.) They shall be 
elected as follows: at the Diocesan Council of 1921 three clergymen and three 
laymen shall be elected for a term of one year; three clergymen and three laymen 
for a term of two years; and three clergymen and three laymen for a term of three 
years. At each Council thereafter three clergymen and three laymen shall be 
elected for a term of three years to fill the places of those whose terms then expire. 
After serving three years no member of the Executive Council shall be eligible for 
re-election until at least one year shall have elapsed. The Council shall have 
power to fill a vacancy in itsown number until the meeting of the Diocesan Council 
next after the vacancy occurs, when the vacancy shall be filled for the remainder 
of the term by the Diocesan Council. 
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On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin it was unanimously resolved 
that Section IV, of Canon Seven, be so amended that the members of 
the Executive Council for the first year shall be nominated by the 
Bishop and confirmed by this Council at its present session. 


On motion, the old Canon Seven was stricken out and the new 
Canon Seven adopted, as amended, unanimously by both Orders. 
(Clerical vote: Aye, 65; Nay,0. Lay vote: Aye, 22; Nay, 0). 

On motion, the Committee on the revision of the Constitution and 
Canons was instructed to put Canon Seven into proper form, accord- 
ing to adoption, for presentation to this council. 


On motion, Canon Nine was stricken out. (Clerical vote: Aye, 
50; Nay, 0. Lay vote: Aye, 44; Nay, 0). 

On motion, Canon Ten was stricken out. (Clerical vote: Aye, 
28; Nay, 0. Lay vote: Aye, 21; Nay, 0.) 

On motion, Canon Eighteen was stricken out. (Clerical vote: 
Aye, 60; Nay, 0. Lay vote: Aye, 48; Nay, 0). 

On motion, Canon Twenty was stricken out. (Clerical vote: 
Aye, 53; Nay, 0. Lay vote: Aye, 38; Nay, 0).

The Secretary presented, in printed form, the reports of the Stand- 
ing Committee, the Treasurer of the Diocese, the Archdeacon of 
Buffalo, the Treasurer of the Archdeaconry of Buffalo, the Archdeacon 
of Rochester, the Treasurer of the Archdeaconry of Rochester, the 
Deaf-Mute Missionary, the Board of Education, the Treasurer of the 
Board of Education, the Warden of De Lancey Divinity School, 
Trustees of De Veaux School, Trustees of the Parochial Fund, Trus- 
tees of the Christmas Fund, Church Pension Fund, President of the 
Laymen’s League, and Trustees of the Episcopate Fund; which, on 
motion, were referred to their proper committees. 

On motion, the special committee on the ‘“‘ Minute’”’ presented by 


the Rev. C. J. Davis last year, was continued, with instructions to 
report to the next Council. 
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The Rev. Dr. Goodwin reported for the Committee on the Two 
Hundred Thousand Dolla: Fund, and, on motion, the committee was 
discharged. 

The Bishop called attention to the communication from the Secre- 
tary of the House of Deputies, of the General Convention, setting 
forth (1) Amendments of the Constitution proposed at the Conven- 
tion of 1919, and to be finally acted upon at the Convention of 1922, 
and (2) Amendments to the Book of Common Prayer proposed at the 
Convention of 1919 and to be finally acted upon at the Convention of 
1922. He recommended that they be carefully studied and con- 
sidered. 


The Bishop appointed as a committee on the Revision of the rules 
of Order so far as they govern the appointment of Standing Com- 
mittees, the following: 


Rev. B. S. Sanderson, Rev. D. L. Ferris, Rev. W. R. Lord, Messrs. M. D: 
Mann, M.D., J. M. Prophet. 


On the request of the Bishop the report of a special committee 
appointed by him to present a plan for coordination and unification of 
the educational work of the Diocese was made an order of business for 
to-morrow morning. 


The Rev. J W. D. Cooper presented the following report, which, 
on motion, was received: 


REPORT OF DIOCESAN SECRETARY OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Council: 

_ One of the most difficult things that your Secretary has to do in the course of 
the year is to prepare his annual report to this body. It is difficult because of the 
impossibility of estimating results and of giving you any adequate idea of the 
progress of Religious Education even within the bounds of the Diocese. I think 
you will agree with me that never in the history of the Church in this country has 
the sense of responsibility for the education of the people, young and old, been so 
keenly realized and never has the effort been greater to measure up to this respon- 
sibility. The Nation-Wide Campaign has given us the opportunity of bringing 
the need and possibilities of Religious Education before our people, they have been 
receptive and everywhere foundations have been laid upon which we may build 
in the days to come. Our people have very largely come to see that Religious 
Education does not simply mean the Church School and very young children but 
embraces all the people of whatever age. A desire for knowledge and training in 
religion has been generated and there is a demand that the educational processes 
of the Campaign be continued, that the child be followed through his preparatory 
and college days, into business and professional life and so on through every stage. 
The adult members of the church, too, have come to realize their own need in this 
direction, and, we believe, are ready to respond to whatever leading the educa- 
tional forces of the diocese may offer. The harvest truly is great and it is for us to 
pray the Lord of the Harvest to send laborers into his Harvest. 


During the past year an ever increasing number of calls has been made upon 
your Secretary for help and advice. These have been answered as desired either 
by correspondence, personal visitation of parishes or conferences with rectors and 
leaders. We believe that the Nation-Wide Campaign has given a new impetus 
to Religious Education and the desire for information and better organization is 
being voiced on every hand. Parishes have come to recognize the deficiencies of 
the local system, teachers are asking for training and information is being sought 
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whereby not only the children and youth but the adults of the church may be the 
better educated in religion. We believe too that a larger sense of parochial respon- 
sibility in education has developed as a result of the campaign. From its begin- 
ning your Secretary by correspondence and otherwise has urged the clergy to 
write the support of the church school and the educational program of the parish 
into the parish budget. 


The campaign also is helping very materially in the endeavor to obtain a more 
adequate training of teachers. Christian Nurture Normal Schools have been 
maintained in Buffalo and Rochester and more than ever before parish training 
has been done both in city and in country. 


We believe the Life Work Conferences held in connection with the Nation- 
Wide Campaign together with a continued emphasis in this direction will result 
later on in an offering for the ministry and other forms of church work such as our 
diocese has never seen. In his visitations and consultations your Secretary has 
had this continually on his mind and urged it upon the people. 


The details of the Church School Nation-Wide Campaign Program were faith- 
fully carried out in many parishes and should result in the deepening of the loyalty 
of our scholars and a substantial increase in school membership. In this connec- 
tion it might be well to state that in the investigations of the losses in Church 
School enrollment conducted by representatives in 19 different dioceses: 


“Much testimony was given in actual figures to show that Schools which had 
adopted the Christian Nurture plans under competent leadership had stood the 
strain of the times with surprising success. The Chicago Conference stated its 
convictions as follows: 


Whereas, the Church Schools have been through a period of extreme difficulty: 
it is our opinion, drawn from a study of definite instances that Christian Nurture 
Schools have suffered less in morale and loss of membership, and have exhibited a 
better leadership.”’ 


This is sufficient testimony to warrant the efforts of your Secretary towards 
making Christian Nurture principles those that should maintain in our diocesan 
schools. He would say that about 50% of the schools in the diocese come under 
such category. 


With this endeavor has gone that of fostering the inauguration of the Church 
School Service League. Here we believe is a wonderful plan for enlisting in the 
five fields of service our entire body of childhood and youth. In Christian Nurture 
principles backed by the Church School Service League we have means for the 
development of a well rounded Christian citizenry. 


At the last meeting of the Diocesan Board of Education your Secretary pre- 
sented ‘‘A plan of Work for Diocesan Boards,” framed by educational leaders 
under the direction of the Educational Department of the Presiding Bishop and 
Council. This will be placed in your hands and we hope that it will be the basis 
a future action for whatever body that may carry on the educational work of the 

iocese. 


Your Secretary would like to mention a number of other things which he hopes 
will have the consideration and promotion of such body. 


1. A persistent endeavor to introduce Christian Nurture principles and the 
Church School Service League into all schools of the diocese irrespective of size. 


2. The development of a plan of rural extension by: 
a. Establishing church schools in non-church sections. 
b. Providing for the religious training of isolated children and adults— 
this to be done by correspondence and occasional visitation. 
ce. Developing a corps of teaching Missioners and Missions. 


3. Close observation of the plan of Week-Day Instruction in Religion, to be 
conducted by St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, and a consideration of other fields for 
such work. 


4. The compiling of lists of church students in Preparatory Schools, Colleges 
and Normal Schools. Encouraging rectors to maintain a correspondence with the 
same and tying up such students to church agencies in the school or college town. 
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Your Secretary would urge upon the Council the consideration of giving the 
Educational Secretary increased powers of visitation. Making it possible for him 
to arrange a definite itinerary and not having to depend entirely upon invitation 
from the clergy to make such visitation. In the Diocese of Massachusetts such 
powers, we believe, are conferred by Canon. As showing the need of such action 
your Secretary would state that during his term of office he has advised 100 parishes 
and missions out of the number listed in the Diocesan Journal, of these 60 were by 
direct visitation. Many of these have been visited several times but there 


remains a large number to which he has not been invited and he can only go where 
he is asked. 


Your Secretary would once more call attention to the Geneva Summer School 
to be held at Hobart College, July 5th to 16th, and beg that you send students to 
the school in the interests of religious education, if necessary paying the expenses 
of such student. He does this knowing of how great value the school has been to 
many parishes in the diocese. The governing board of the school has placed two 
scholarships in the Secretary’s hands to be awarded in the Diocese in the interests 
of Religious Education.

The Rev. Mr. Zwicker, for the Committee on the Sustentation 
Fund, presented the following, which, on motion, was received and 
ordered filed: 


The Sustentation Fund Committee met in Rochester in September and, in 
accordance with regulations governing the Committee, apportioned the sum of 
5 1,459.96 to those eligible for apportionment. A balance of $447.90 now remains 
in the Fund. 


The Rev. Mr. Zwicker, for the Financial Board, recommended that 
the Church of the Holy Apostles, Perry, be relieved from the obliga- 
tion of indebtedness to the Diocese in reference to canonical assess- 


ments on the payment of $12.00; which recommendation, on motion, 
was adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin presented the following report which, on 
motion, was received and the committee discharged: 


The Joint Diocesan Commission of Dioceses in the State of New York to con- 
sider the question of the rearrangement of Diocesan lines and the possible creation 
of new Dioceses having considered the question and found it impossible, or at least 
inexpedient, to arrive at any conclusion in the matter; we ask that the committee 
from this Diocese be discharged from further consideration of the question. 


The Bishop called attenton to the need of some Diocesan organ, or 
Diocesan Church paper, through which the Bishop and Executive 
Council may express themselves to the Diocese. On motion, the 
matter was referred to the Executive Council. 

The Bishop reported that the Rev. H. E. Robbins is in a serious 
condition of health and commended him to the prayers of the Council. 

On motion, the Bishop was requested to appoint a committee to 
prepare testimonials of sympathy and to send them to the Dev. Dr.

The Bishop led in brief devotions. 


The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read and, on motion, 
adopted.

Your Committee to whom was referred the suggestion of the Bishop relating to 
‘fa possible revision of the Rules of Order concerning the Standing Committees of 
the Council to be appointed by the President’’ would respectfully report that they 
have given the matter careful consideration and are of the opinion that, in view 
of changed conditions, such a revision is called for at this time. They therefore 
recommend that hereafter the RULES OF ORDER (vid. P. 125, JouRNAL OF

On the General Theological Seminary; to consist of two Clergymen 
and one Layman. 
On the Dispatch of Business; to consist of two Clergymen and one 
Laymen; to arrange the Calendar for the sessions of the Council. 
On Publicity, to consist of two Clergymen and one layman; to pre- 
pare official reports (with the approval of the Bishop) for the press 
and Church papers. . 
10. On Credentials of Delegates; to consist of two Clergymen and one 
laymen; to serve from the close of the current Council to the close 
of the next annual Council.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE COORDINA- 
TION OF EDUCATIONAL WORK IN THE DIOCESE 


Rev. Dr. TYLER, Mrs. KINGMAN ROBINS,

The Rev. D. L. Ferris presented the following report which on 
motion, was received and ordered printed in the JOURNAL. 
To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of Western New York: 


The Coordination Committee on Educational work in the Diocese named in 
your letter of April 6th, 1920, has held three specially called meetings, one in 
Buffalo and two in Rochester. Each member of the Committee has been present 
at one or more of these, and made valuable contributions which are incorporated 
in the following report: 


We would first note the fact that the subject is so large, involving as it does the 
entire educational work being done and being contemplated in the Diocese, while 
the method of approach is over territory practically uncharted, so that the time 
permitted in which to formulate a report is too short to do more than outline some 
general considerations. 
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In the scope of the Committee as named by you five fields of service are out- 
lined in which you felt it desirable for:the committee to function, viz.: Religious 
Education, Missions and Social Service, Personal Religion and Bible Study. The 
Committee would recommend that these five subjects be coordinated into three, 
so as to bring the work of the Committee into line with the general plan to be 
followed by the Church at large, as adopted at the last General Convention, viz.: 
Religious Education, Missions and Social Service; and that the effort to coordin- 
ate the work of Personal Religion nd Bible Study should be considered within 
the scope of the Department of Religious Education. 


The Committee advises that a general coordination of these fields of work 
could be accomplished first by providing a definite Diocesan programme of Educa- 
tion; and second a parish program along similar lines including the three Depart- 
ments to carry. out the Diocesan program according to the individual needs of the 
parish. The coordination of this three-fold programme of work will involve a 
recognition of the necessary shading off into one another of the different kinds of 
work. In the last analysis all the work of Religious Education means the educa- 
tion of both Clergy and Laity; so the question arises: Where shall the work of 
the Department of Religious Education end, and the other Departments begin? 
Under the enlarged conception of the Missionary responsibilities of the Church, 
there is at present no clearly defined line as between the more broadly conceived 
Missionary work and Social Service. So that a thoroughgoing coordination must 
keep in mind constantly this fundamental and intimate relationship between the 
different aspects of the Church’s one and single Mission. 


Only a superficial survey of the educational work of the Diocese as at present 
conducted is required to make one realize the fact that there is constant over- 
lapping, decreased efficiency, and no unified goal. The present, ill-assorted, plan 
finds each Department working independently as an individual unit without 
coordination with the other Departments, not even in the underlying principles 
and needs. This over-lapping expresses itself in the spirit of rivalry among 
existing organizations to win into their membership as many individuals as possi- 
ble, without due regard for the needs of the individual, with no definite vlan by 
which the whole religious nature may be reached and trained, and with a wasteful 
limitation of the ability of the best teeachers to do the larger work where the sup- 
ply itself of such teachers is necessarily limited in any one parish. The Committee 
therefore advises that the coordinated program first for the Diocese and then for 
the Parish should be considered a very important duty of the Bishop’s Council if 
such should be created at the next Diocesan Convention. And we further suggest 
that this important matter of coordination would be set forward by the creation 
within the Council of a small committee consisting for example of the heads of the 
different Departments, and the Departmental Secretaries if there be such. 


Because of its general bearing on the principles of coordination we urge the 
adoption in each parish of the formation of the two Service Leagues: “The 
Church Service League,’’ and ‘The Church School Service League.” And that 
instruction in the formation and conduct of these Leagues be given a place on the 
programmes of all institutes and interparochial meetings, such as the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, the Girls’ Friendly Society, etc. Opposition to the idea of the ‘Service 
League’’ which has heretofore existed in different organizations, would easily be 
removed if there might always be kept in the foreground the fact that the opera- 
tion of the ‘‘League’’ either Senior or Junior, does not mean the creation of 
another organization with Constitution and By-Laws, which all existing organiza 
tions are to be required by vote to join, but the adoption of a program which the 
existing organizations are to be asked to assist in carrying out. It isin the nature 
of federation and not a merger. The success of the ‘“‘League’’ consists in its 
coordination for both Religious Education and definite methods of self-expression. 


The Committee is of the opinion that no plan of coordination should be 
regarded as meeting the needs of the situation until the teaching function of the 
Church is visualized into its wider Boone so as to include the Adult Life of the 
parish. 


We believe it is important that the aeieHine agencies should be used in the wid- 
est possible manner in carrying out the parish programme such as the Nation- 
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Wide Campaign Groups, Service Leagues, and all other organizations and associa- 
tions where religious instruction can properly be given, instead of endeavoring to 
create new organizations for the work and so continuing to multiply parochial 
machinery. And further, that emphasis should be given by the Council to the 
need of working towards the goal of a parish programme which recognizes the 
Parish as the Unit, and not as at present, the individual organization. 


We recognize the difficulty of combining into any single program the coordina- 
tion of an opportunity for self-expression as well as for instruction through the 
different Groups of the three-fold plan. But we are of the opinion that such a cor- 
relation of (1) Study and (2) Activity should be coordinated into one general 
method of approach and resulting programme.

At the request of the Bishop a survey of the Social Service needs of 
the diocese was made and the results of this survey were incorporated in a state- 
ment concerning a Social Service policy, and the Social Service needs of the diocese, 
which was presented to the diocesan Nation Wide Campaign Committee, and 
which formed the basis of the Committee’s action in regard to Social Service 
matters. 


The Secretary of the Commission represented the Social Service interests of 
the diocese on the diocesan Nation Wide Campaign committee, and attended 
numerous meetings of the committee in chis capacity. 

The Commission regrets that the demands of the Nation-Wide Campaign 
upon the time of its members were so heavy that the Commission’s work did not 
go beyond its Nation Wide Campaign ayy

Resolved that Subsection (2) of Section VI of Canon Two, Title First, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


(2) There shall also be submitted a certificate of the Bishop that the incor- 
poration of such church had received his approbation before such act of incorpora- 
tion and that such church is duly aud satisfactorily established; and that he has 
received satisfactory evidence that such church will pay its Rector at least such 
salary as may be fixed by the Executive Council of the Diocese as the minimum 
salary which must he paid to the rector of an organized parish in this diocese. 


Resolved that Canon Eight, Title First, be amended so as to read as follows: 


CANON EIGHT 


Of Finances 


I. The fiscal year of this Diocese and of each Parish thereof shall begin Jan- 
uary first. 


II. All accounts having to do with the receipt and expenditures or invest- 
ments of money of all parishes and church organizations shall be audited at the 
close of each year by a certified public accountant provided however that if the 
amount of income for the year as shown by the account. shall be less than $3 000 
or if a certified public accountant is not available the auditing may be made by 
an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected with the subject matter of the 
account. 


III. Onor before the Ist day of January 1918 all trust and permanent funds 
belonging to this Diocese or any parish thereof shall if the same can lawfully be 
done be deposited in trust and thereafter left with one or more trust companies or 
banks organized under the laws of the United States or of this State and authorized 
to receive the same or in the event that a corporation shall be organized for that 
purpose by the Diocese with such corporation and a full and detailed statement 
of all such trusts or permanent funds shall be presented annually to this Council 
upon a form to be prescribed by the Executive Council. 


IV. Allreal property belonging to the Diocese or to any parish thereof shall 
be adequately insured against fire the amount thereof to be determined in the 
first instance by the proper officers of the Diocese or parish owning such property 
but subiect thereafter to the direction of the Executive Council and to that end 
the Executive Council is hereby vested with general authority to compel the ade- 
quate insurance of such real property by the Diocese or any parish thereof and 
the amount of such insurance the companies carrying the same and the character 
of the policies shall be determined by said Executive Council. 


Resolved that Subsection (1) of Section III of Canon Twelve of Title First be 
amended so as to read as follows:

This application shall be signed by all the adults, not less than six in number, 
who propose to be members of the Mission. 


(2) If the Bishop consent to the organization of a Mission, he shall appoint, 
on consultation with the Missionary, the following officers, to serve for the first 
year, after which they shall be elected annually on the Monday next after the First 
Sunday in Advent, by the people: a Warden—who shall be a communicant of 
the Church,—a Treasurer, and a Clerk; or, if it be deemed expedient by the 
Bishop, a Warden only, or a Warden and Treasurer only, shall be appointed. 


(3) It shall be the duty of the Warden to procure a room or house, to be used 
as a place of public worship; to see that the same be kept clean and in good repair, 
and that it be provided with all things necessary for conducting the services of the 
Church decently and in order. He shall also provide the Bread and Wine for the 
Holy Communion; take charge of the Communion Service, the linen, books, etc., 
belonging to the Mission; and shall endeavour, in the absence of the Missionary, 
to keep up regular services. In case there be no Clerk or Treasurer, the Warden 
shall perform the duties of those offices. 


_ (4) _ It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect or receive all moneys con- 
tributed by the Mission, and to remit or disburse them in accordance with the 
rules of the Executive Council. 


(5) It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a record of events of importance 
to the Mission, and a list of its families and members; and in case the Missionary 
be non-resident, to have the custody of the Register of Baptisms, etc., but not to 
make entries therein, except by the Missionary’s request, or in his absence; and 
to attend to any correspondence required by or for the Mission. 


(6) The Missionary, in consultation with the officers, shall appoint the Sex- 
ton, Organist, Precentor, Sunday-School Superintendent, and any helper he may 
find necessary; but in his absence, the right of such appointment shall rest with 
the officers previously named. 


(7) Every organization of a Mission in accordance with this Canon, shall 
be reported by the Bishop to the next Annual Council of the Diocese, which may 
declare by vote its approval of the organization; and a Mission thus approved 
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shall be entitled to representation in the Diocesan Council by its Warden, who 
shall have, ex-officio, a seat and vote therein. 


II. (1) The title of real estate given to or purchased by the Missionfor Church 
purposes, shall be vested in the Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of 
Western New York, to be held by them until such time as the Mission shall become 
a duly incorporated Parish, or longer, if the parishioners shall so elect. 


(2) An organized Mission may be incorporated and admitted as a Parish, 
when, first, there shall be a sufficient number of male persons, members of the 
Mission, in good standing, duly qualified to act as Wardens and Vestrymen; and 
when, secondly, the station is provided with a church, and is able to support a 
Rector without Missionary Aid. 


(3) Missions duly organized shall report annually to the Bishop through their 
Missionaries, or, if there be none in charge, through their Warden, or Clerk. And 
in these reports, in their own records, in all Diocesan statistics and accounts, and 
in the action of the Diocesan Council, they shall be held and treated as Parishes, 
with the obvious exceptions resulting from their having no legal incorporation. 


(4) The failure of the people of the Mission to fulfil their stipulation shall 
warrant the Bishop in withdrawing his Miossinary, and, with the consent of the 
Diocesan Council, dissolving the organization. 


(5) In addition to the Annual Report to the Bishop, a full report of the condi- 
tion of the Mission shall be made to the Executive Council by the Missionary, or in 
his absence by the Warden, at such times as the rules of the Executive Council 
may require. 


Resolved, that, Canon Seventeen of Title First is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 


CANON SEVENTEEN 
Of Retiring Allowance 


1. Any Clergyman of this Diocese who shall have been resident and at work 
in the Diocese for twenty-five years, and shall have reached the age of sixty-five, 
shall be entitled to, and on his application to the Bishop stating his desire to retire 
from the active duties of his ministry, shall receive a Retiring Allowance of four 
hundred dollars a year. The Bishop shall communicate the application to the 
Executive Council within two weeks after receiving the same. Retirement from 
the active duties of a ministery shall in no wise be construed as prohibiting the 
clergyman so retiring, and benefiting from the above named allowance, from 
occasionally officiating within the Diocese as opportunity may offer. 


II. The amount needed for such Retiring Allowance, and all arrears thereof, 
shall be estimated annually by the Executive Council, and included in the Budget 
to be assessed upon the parishes. 


III. Incase the funds on hand at any time shall be insufficient to pay allow- 
ances to which such clergymen shall have become entitled, the Executive Council 
shall borrow or otherwise obtain the money necessary to pay such allowance 
promptly to every clergyman from the date on which he shall have become entitled 
to the same, and shall pay the same promptly. 


Resolved, that Section III of Canon Nineteen of Title First is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 


III. (1) It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee of the Diocese to 
authorize the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay to the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund the premiums payable on behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese and 
also of the Coadjutor Bishop and the Bishop Suffragan, if there be such, and other 
clerical officers of the Diocese. 


(2) Tt shall be the duty of the Executive Council to pay, monthly or quar- 
terly, to the Treasurer of the said Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable on behalf of all clergymen receiving stipends from said Execu- 
tive Council. 
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The Chancellor also presented a copy of the Constitution of the 
Diocese in which the word Article was substituted for the word “‘ Title’ 
wherever the latter occurs as the heading for a section; and the word 
Convention was substituted for the word ‘Council’? wherever the 
latter designates the legislative body of the Diocese; moving that the 
Constitution be amended so as to read as presented. The amend- 
ments were approved, unanimously. 


_ On motion of Mr. Hoskins the amendment to the Constitution 
(First sentence of subdivision 2, Sec. 3, Title III, — pg. 39 of the 
JOURNAL of 1919) approved last year was finally adopted: the Secre- 
tary being authorized to cast one ballot each for each Order. 


On motion of the Chancellor approval was given to the substituting 
for the word ‘‘Council’’ wherever it appears in amendments to the 
Constitution, the word Convention. 


On motion of the Rev. Mr. Zwicker, for the Financial Board, it was 
resolved that St. Peter’s Memorial Church, Dansville, be admitted to 
a seat in the Council on the payment of one-half of its arrears in the 
matter of Diocesan assessments, or the sum of twenty-three dollars. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin addressed the Council on behalf of the Pre- 
siding Bishop and the Executive Council of the General Church, deal- 
ing specially with matters of the Nation-Wide Campaign within the 
Diocese of Western New York. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin the following resolution was 
adopted: 


Resolved, that the Executive Council of this Diocese be and is hereby instructed 
to take under its care and direction the continuation of the Nation-Wide Campaign 
and to co-operate with the Presiding Bishop and Council of the Church in carrying 
forward the plan and program of the Nation-Wide Campaign, in order that this 
Diocese may endeavor to fulfill every reasonable responsibility which may becom- 
mitted by the General Church to the Church in this Diocese and which may, by 
our Executive Council, be acknowledged and accepted as our fair and equitable 
share of the common responsibility of the Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Jessup presented the supplementary report of the 

Standing Committee, which, on motion, was adopted unanimously, 
together with its Budget. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Cooper the Council adopted the 

following: 

Resolved, that the Bishop and Executive Council be instructed to appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to the Summer Schools of Church Workers of the Province of 
New York and New Jersey—that being the amount called for from this Diocese 
by the Board of Governors of the Summer Schools of the Province. 

The Rev. Mr. Cushing, for the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons recommended the following, to be the new Canon Eleven; 
which, on motion, was unanimously adopted: 

Of the Christmas Offering 


In every parish there shall be made annually, on or about Christmas Day, an 
offering for the Bishop’s Discretionary Fund as far as it applies to the relief of 
Clergymen and their dependents; and it shall be the duty of every clergyman of 
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the Diocese to give due notice of such offering to his congregation, and of the parish 
Treasurer immediately to forward the same to the Treasurer of the Diocese to be 
held by him subject to the order of the Bishop. 


The Bishop referred to the presence of the Deaf-Mute Missionary, 
the Rev. H. C. Merrill, and called attention to his work and its 
necessities. 


The Bishop requested that all parochial reports be placed in the 
hands of the Secretary by one week from today. 


The Bishop called attention to the General Convention regulation 
for Provincial Boards of Examining Chaplains. 


The Rev. Mr. Mosher presented the following, which, on motion, 
was adopted: 


REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


This Committee to whom was referred the Financial Reports of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, of the Christmas Fund and of the Parochial Fund respectfully 
reports: That it has examined these reports, that they are in due form, that the 
Christmas Fund and the Parochial Fund Reports have been audited by W. Salvin 
Taylor, & Co., Public Accountants. That the Report Treasurer of the Diocese 
has not been audited. Again the Committee urges that all Financial Reports be 
audited by an Auditing Co. or a certified accountant.

The Bishop called the Council to order and, a quorum of each Order 
being present, declared it duly organized and ready for business. 


The Bishop read the Diocesan Canon appertaining to the election 
of a Bishop. 


The Bishop inquired if any desired to make a nomination for the 
office of Suffragan Bishop. Such a desire was expressed. 


On motion, the members present of the Department of Finance, of 
the Executive Council, were requested to meet at once and, as soon as 
possible, report recommendations as to the salary of a Suffragan 
Bishop. 

The Bishop made a report on the resolution of the Rev. Mr. Hatch 
referred to him for revision and action. He presented a revised form 
of the resolution which, on motion, was adopted as follows: 


Whereas, it has been the accepted policy of our Government in company with 
other civilized nations, at the close of the Wars in which the country has been 
engaged, to care for and safeguard the welfare of the men who fought in them and 
their dependents, and 


Whereas, Congress after acknowledging the justice of the ex-service man’s 
claim on the Nation to secure for him equal opportunity with his fellow citizens 
upon his return to civil life, has long delayed adequate action. 


Therefore be it resolved, that the Diocesan Council in the name of fairness and 
honor, enter a protest against protracted delay by Congress and put itself on 
record as advocating suitable legislation which will provide opportunity for estab- 
lishing the ex-service man on a farm, which will give him equitable aid in securing 
a home, and arrange for vocational training for such as may require it with special 
reference to the needs of the mained and those whose education has been inter- 
rupted by their service to the country. 


Be 1t yurther resolved that a copy of this resolution be transmitted to the Sena- 
tors of our State and Representatives of our District, and that the Publicity 
Committee appointed by this Council be directed to transmit it to the Press. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin proposed that the Rules of Order be so 
amended as to provide for the appointment of a Standing Committee 
on Resolutions. On motion, the motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin was 
laid on the table. 

The Department of Finance recommended that the salary of the 
Suffragan Bishop be $6,000.00, with $1,500.00 per annum for ex- 
penses; and without allowance for house rent. On motion, the 
recommendation was adopted. 

On motion the Council resolved itself into Committee of the Whole. 


The Committee of the Whole, on rising, reported that two nomina- 
tions had been made for the office of Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese 
of Western New York, namely, The Rev. John C. Ward and the Rev. 
David L. Ferris. 


On motion the Council proceeded to ballot for Suffragan Bishop..: 
The Bishop led in saying the Venz Creator. 


The Bishop appointed the following tellers: 


For the Clerical Vote: The Rev. John Borton, Mr. E. B. Pattison. 
For the Lay Vote: The Rev. P. B. Hoffman, Mr. G. Lewis. 
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The votes having been cast the ballot was declared closed. 
On motion, the Council adjourned until 2:30 P. M. 


Thursday, 2:35 Pp. M. 
The Council came to order, the Bishop presiding. 


The tellers made report, as follows: 


For the Clerical vote: Total number of votes cast, 74. Necessary to a choice 
38. The Rev. D. L. Ferris received 41; the Rev. J. C. Ward, 31; the Rev. C. J. 
Davis, 1; the Rev. C. R. Allison, 1. 

For the Lay vote: Total number of votes cast, 41. Necessary to a choice, 21. 
The Rev. D. L. Ferris received 25; the Rev. J. C. Ward, 15; the Rev. C. R. 
Allison, 1. 


On motion of the Rev. John C. Ward, seconded by the Rev. Dr. 
Hubbs, the election of the Rev. D. L. Ferris was made unanimous. 


The Rev. David Lincoln Ferris was declared duly elected Suffragan 
Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York. 


The Council joined in the Te Deum. 


On motion, the Rev. C. A. Jessup, D.D., and the Rev. J. B. Hubbs, 
D.D., were appointed a committee to present the Rev. D. L. Ferris 
before the chair. This being done, the Bishop greeted the Suffragan 
Bishop-elect in most gracious terms, to which the Suffragan Bishop- 
elect responded appreciatively and feelingly. 


The Testimonial required by the canons of the General Church 
were duly signed by the Clerical and Lay Delegates present. 


The Rev. Mr. Cushing proposed amendments to the new Canon 
Seven, Section IV, making it read as follows: 


IV. The Executive Council shall be composed of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
the Bishop Coadjutor (if there be one) and the Suffragan Bishop or Bishops (if 
there be any), and of eighteen other members of whom nine shall be clergymen and 
nine laymen, who shall be confirmed persons and regular communicants of the 
Church in this diocese. Until the Diocesan Council of 1921, it shall be composed 
of the following persons: 


The Rev. J. W. D. Cooper, the Rev. Cameron J. Davis, the Rev. Charles A. 
Jessup, D.D., the Rev. Nathan W. Stanton, the Rev. George Frederic Williams, 
The Rev. David L. Ferris, the Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D., The Rev. Samuel 
Tyler, D.D., the Rev. C. Morton Sills, D.D., and Messrs. William A. Morgan, 
F. B. Baird, Shepard Kimberley, Harper Sibley, the Hon. Nathaniel Foote, E. C. 
Denton, J. M. Prophet, Myron M. Ludlow, Jr., and Julian G. Buckley. 


At the Diocesan Council of 1921, three clergymen and three laymen shall be 
elected for a term of one year: three clergymen and three laymen for the term of 
two years; and three clergymen and three laymen for the term of three years. At 
each Diocesan Council thereafter, three clergymen and three laymen shall be 
elected for the term of three years to fill the places of those whose terms then 
expire. After serving three years, no member of the Executive Council shall be 
eligible for re-election until at least one year shall have elapsed. The Executive 
Council shall have the power to fill a vacancy in its own number until the meeting 
‘of the Diocesan Council next after the vacancy occurs, when the vacancy shall be 
filled for the remainder of the term by the Diocesan Council.’ 


On motion, the amendments were adopted by concurrent vote of 
both Orders: Clerical vote: Aye, 48; Nay, 0. Lay vote, Aye, 24; 
Nay, 0. 
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The Bishop announced that the new Financial Secretary, Mr. 
A. F. Freeman, has assumed his office at 660 Ellicott Square, Buffalo. 

The Bishop gave notice of the meetings of the Lambeth Conference 
and the Conference on Faith and Order. 


Mr. E. C. Denton, for the Cathedral Chapter, announced that the 
Chapter had taken over from the Rev. C. J. Davis title to the See 
House, Buffalo. On motion, the Standing Committee was authorized 
to spend for repairs a sum not exceeding $1,000.00. 

On motion, the thanks of the Council were extended the Rector 
and people of St. Paul’s parish for hospitality enjoyed. 

On motion, the sum of $10.00 was appropriated to the Sexton of 
St. Paul’s. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Sills it was, 


Resolved, The Council of the Diocese of Western New York, having heard from 
the Bishop of his intended absence from the Diocese to attend the Lambeth Con- 
ference, express to him the hope that he may have a prosperous journey and a safe 
return. 


The Bishop responded to the resolution in becoming words. 
The minutes were read and, on motion, adopted. 
On motion, the Council, after prayer, adjourned, szne die.

APPENDIX I 
(A) 
Bishop's Annual Address 


Dear Friends and Brothers: 


At the close of my first year of active work in our Diocese, I take 
this occasion to thank God in your presence for His manifest support 
and guidance, and to repledge myself to loyalty to Him and the affairs 
of His Kingdom. Second only to gratitude to Him stands my grati- 
tude to you, my brethren of the clergy and the laity, for your trustful 
friendship, your ready response to my leadership and your faithful 
labor as pastors of the flock and stewards of God’s mysteries. Let us 
together set our faces toward the future with hope and confidence. 

Hope and confidence !—these are two qualities from which you and 
I, neither as men nor as Christians can ever be absolved. They are 
sworn companions and the one cannot well move without linking arms 
with the other. Those of us who even in a small way are leaders of 
thought and life, and, for that reason, specially responsible for the 
development of character in others, will be failures if we are not hope- 
ful and confident. Gloom and uncertainty contradict and smother 
growth. 

The situation today in every department of life, moral, spiritual, 
social and political, is very bad—perhaps never worse on so large a 
scale. It would be dishonest to ignore the fact. It would be foolish 
and culpable to sit down in idle lamentation before it. It would be 
cruel and futile to join the too numerous crowd who lift acid voices of 
accusation and criticism, and who never make any sustained contribu- 
tion to remedy the case, or give any substantial evidence of their own 
sincerity. Of all cheap and unsavoury things there are few more 
nauseous than the lamentations of the drone and the criticisms of the 
captious. Let us resolve to keep free of all such harmful habits of 
mind and action. Just because the outlook is gloomy and the world 
a mass of confusion, we must be sure that we are winged with hope and 
confidence. It is chiefly when the way is dark and rough that these 
virtues have their best opportunity. 

Of course we must be sure of the grounds of our hope and confi- 
dence. These are to be found in the fixed purpose of God and the 
commission bestowed upon the Church to play a high part in putting 
it into effect. God has His share of the situation in hand. This is 
His world. Heis responsible for everything in it dark or bright, rough 
or smooth, excepting in the small area controlled by man’s will. He 
is neither inactive nor indifferent. It is His unalterable will to put 
through His scheme for the salvation of mankind. The whole pro- 
blem resolves itself into this—that He is doing His part, and that one 
chief thing which delays and hinders the triumph of His purpose is 
lack of hope on our part that sees and expects, and of confidence that

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perseveres and triumphs. That there are those who, through weak- 
ness, ignorance and deliberate selfishness, are thwarting and opposing 
God, is shockingly true. But even they can do little more than 
exclude themselves from the pale of God’s mercy and expose them- 
selves to unspeakable misery. The knowledge that there are such 
makes it all the more necessary for us who rejoice in superior oppor- 
tunity and privilege not to assassinate our ideals by treating them 
lightly or disloyally, but to square our lives with the best we know. 

Hope is an artist and paints upon our imaginations the sure glory 
of the future until the present is radiant with its color and light. It 
gives us buoyancy so that, when the seas run high, we are lifted and 
not submerged by their violence. It makes us expectant of good 
things and enables us to work hardest when the prospect of immediate 
results is least. Hope is never pannicky and never visionary. It 
neither hurries nor dawdles. It weighs facts as they are with steady 
hand and then shapes its course toward life as it should be according 
to the Divine pattern. Hope is peaceloving and therefore is always 
ready to fight for peace. The creative cause of hope is not a comet: 
it may be only a star but it is the Pole Star. It is God’s beckoning 
hand cheering us on to an end so triumphant and final as to combine in 
itself the sum total and more of all the deepest desires of the race. 

The hopeful man becomes the confident man. He knows both 
where and how he is going. He cannot recognize anything to be fail- 
ure excepting his own deficiencies as measured by His ideals. He 
learns to treat life as being what it is—endless. Death is but an 
incident which so far from interfering with his ultimate purpose affords 
heightened opportunity to effect it. 

During the strain of the War we discovered in ourselves a power to 
be intense which surprised us, and many have never descended from 
the high plain reached at that time. We learned to centre our atten- 
tion on a few great things and loved them better than our lives. We 
were sure of our cause, and the confidence bred by our convictions 
made us strong and sure-footed. We counted ourselves commis- 
sioned by God and mankind. The commission has not been lifted or 
abated. Our task now can be attacked with confidence because God 
has clothed His Church to deal effectively with sin—that is with 
selfishness in ourselves and others. That is the fight that is before us 
and the issue is sure. Even if there are within the Church of Christ 
those who are fickle and inconsistent and disloyal, there remain that 
increasing number of faithful ones whose devout and righteous lives 
form the foundation of the past and the hope of the future. A Bishop 
cannot go in and out among his people as I have done during the year 
past without discovering everywhere those who are the salt of the 
earth and the light of their generation. Let others mourn the weak- 
ness of the Church. I rejoice in her strength. 

What staggers some people is the colossal scale on which modern 
life seems to be constructed. There are several things to consider in 
this connection. In the first place, we must remember that the bulk

of life is neither greater nor less than it has been hitherto. It is 
merely that we are standing in a fuller light so that we see the whole 
instead of a part. We have been suddenly emancipated from ignor- 
ance and discover to our amazement that mankind is really a single 
structure. In thesecond place, our problems are no graver than those 
of our predecessors. They are exactly the same in substance varying 
only in accidental features and externals. We have this advantage 
over our forbears. We havea clearer view of the entire problem and 
consequently a better chance of arriving at asolution. A great leader 
of men was once described to me as having no sense of magnitude, and 
that he would tackle an undertaking involving continents and nations 
with the same quietness and confidence as when managing his own 
household. The explanation is found in his habit of always discover- 
ing and applying universal principles which hold equally good for the 
matter in hand whether small or large It is an illustration of our 
Lord’s assurance that he who is faithful in a very little is thereby 
qualifying himself to rule over many cities. 

Is it not mainly because we have deceived outselves into believing 
that life is incapable of simple, radical treatment that we expect sal- 
vation from novelties and order from a multiplicity of devices? Our 
Lord contends that life is one and can be effectively treated by only 
one thing—the Gospel of God’s Love as revealed in Himself. In spite 
of our Christian profession the multiplex aspect of life is still accepted. 
The air is vibrant with voices appealing for aid, each of them claiming 
to represent a vitalinterest. Every new cause scrambles for organiza- 
tion and the mail bag groans under its burden of journals and adver- 
tisements and circulars. Were the contents of the Post Office capable 
of expressing their antagonisms in terms of destruction, there would 
be such a war of mutual hatred and extermination in second class 
matter as would reduce the amount to be distributed daily to a small 
remnant. It is indeed time to call a halt and to simplify, co- -ordinate 
and unify wherever we can. 

So far as our own household of faith is concerned we have taken a 
step in the right direction by the action of the last General Conven- 
tion. Canon 60 provides that ‘‘the Presiding Bishop and Council 
shall administer and carry on the Missionary, Educational and Social 
work of the Church.’’ They “shall exercise all the powers of The 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society—and have charge of the 
unification, development and prosecution of the work of Missions, 
Church Extension, Religious Education and Christian Social Service; 
of the performance of such work as may be committed to them by the 
General Convention, and of the initiation and development of such 
new work between the sessions of the General Convention as they 
may deem necessary.’’ Under the direction of the Presiding Bishop 
and Council there are Departments covering the above mentioned 
interests as well as a Department of Finance and a Department of 
Publicity. Further Departments may be added as need arises. 
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Of course this radical change at the centre requires corresponding 
action on the part of the Diocese, action which has already been taken 
on the basis of the Report of a committee appointed by me in anticipa- 
tion of the need. 

A change in our system of Diocesan Missions seems advisable, if 
not necessary, by which there shall be a realignment of missions in 
relation to strong Church centres, the abandonment of the present 
Archdeaconry methods and the appointment of a Suffragan Bishop 
who will act as Archdeacon of the entire Diocese, a position of such 
vital importance as to warrant the service of a life term. <A year’s 
experience convinces me that additional Episcopal aid is required for 
both economy and effectiveness, and that this method of employing it 
is likely to be the most serviceable at this time. I hope you will give 
this matter careful attention and that you will be favorably disposed 
toward it. I have exerted honest effort to meet the demands of the 
Diocese and must frankly recognize my inability to do the work justice 
without assistance. 

Conformably to the movement in the direction of co-ordination the 
Church Service League and the Church School Service League aim to 
relate all Church societies to one another. The societies will not lose 
their identity but will act in close fellowship with one another, thereby 
reducing overlapping and increasing effectiveness. I can understand 
and sympathize with the reluctance of organizations with a great past, 
increasingly strong from year to year, as in the case of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions and the Girls’ Friendly Society, to 
change well tried methods and abandon familiar ways, but I am con- 
vinced that such change as is contemplated will only make them more 
competent in their service of the Church which is the sole end of their 
existence. 

Again as I review the methods that obtain in relation to the whole 
problem of imparting religious knowledge to both adults and children, 
it is clear that we must simplify and unify our scattered efforts into a 
single, sensible system. In my perplexity I have turned for advice to 
a voluntary committee whose report I shall take the liberty of asking 
the Chairman to present in full during our session, hoping for free dis- 
cussion and such farther light as will enable us to proceed with intelli- 
gence and wisdom. 

Once again, in the interest of economy and unification, with the 
approval of the Board of Religious Education and the Chancellor’s 
nihil obstat, I recommend the removal of the Wardenry of the 
DeLancey Divinity School to Buffalo and its relation to the newly 
organized Church Extension Society in that city. There will be 
economy in having the Warden living in the place where the lectures 
are delivered and the School definitely associated with our City 
Mission work. 

The Nation-Wide Campaign has claimed much of our attention 
since General Convention. The Committee of this Diocese from the 
first recognized the value of the movement and gave hearty backing to 
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it. In our judgment, the chief flaw was the time elment. As an 
educational enterprise aiming to instruct people in the mission and 
opportunity of the Church and to stimulate to heightened devotion 
and personal service, too much was crowded into small space. It was 
perilously like the discredited cramming system. For this reason we 
prolonged our programme as long as was permissible. Even so we 
crowded into a few months what should have covered at least a full 
year. The money canvass came at the conclusion. This has been 
called the ‘‘acid test.’? It ought to be so. A man’s valuation of 
anything can be determined by the proportion of his income he puts 
into it. In this instance, however, incomplete education could not 
hope for other than incomplete results. Premature tests are to say 
the least unfortunate. They are unfair to the people and are in 
danger of arresting development, though it has not been the case with 
our Diocese. The financial showing has been presented in the Report 
of the Diocesan Commttee, whose thoroughness and painstaking 
industry under the clear-headed leadership of the Rev. Cameron J. 
Davis, was above praise. Fifty per cent and more of the quota for 
the General Church is pledged and our entire Immediate Budget has 
already been exceeded. This is so far beyond anything in the history 
of the Diocese that we cannot be other than gratified and encouraged. 
With 31 parishes yet to hear from, it represents a per capita of $8.26 
a year for every communicant of our 31,481. Westand fourteenth on 
the roll of sixty-six Dioceses that have reported up to date, at the top 
being Virginia with a per capita of $18.07. We stand second in 
Dioceses of more than 18,000 Communicants, and first in Dioceses of 
more than 28,000 communicants. I think I speak your mind in say- 
ing that when the Dioceses of 20,000 communicants and above reach 
50% of their quotas we are prepared to march pari passu with them 
beyond that figure. Our ideal is our Regular Budget which repre- 
sents the requirements of progress, and I am confident that we can 
reach it as our vision of opportunity and duty and privilege becomes 
clearer and more compelling. It is not a matter of solicitation but of 
steady education. Good fruitage is dependent upon good fertiliza- 
tion. What we are looking for is the voluntary gift of the loyal church 
man, and an equitable distribution of responsibility. 

Mr. Horace S. Peck, our Financial Secretary who proved himself 
invaluable as Campaign Manager, has left us and I have appointed as 
his successor, Mr. Arthur F. Freeman. 

During the year three of our clergy have entered into rest, the Rev. 
F. W. Beecher, the Rev. F. W. Feary and the Rev. W. H. Goss, after 
protracted and cruel illness. Among the faithful laity who have gone 
are numbered the Hon. George A. Davis of Lancaster, Mr. J. E. 
Brown of Geneva, Mr. John A. Van Ingen of Rochester, Judge Hooker 
of Fredonia, Miss Martha Williams and Mrs. W. Bowen Moore of 
Buffalo. Mrs. Moore’s long and loyal service as an officer of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary is a noble monument to her memory. She was 
one of my earliest personal friends in this Diocese. Eternal rest grant 
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unto these thy servants, O Lord, and let light perpetual shine upon 
them! 

My official acts for the year ending 31 December, 1919, are epi- 
tomised as follows: Confirmations, 1290; Postulants received, 3; 
Candidate admitted for Holy Orders, 1; Changes by Letters Dimis- 
sory, 3 transferred, 7 received; Ordinations to the Priesthood, 3. 
My journal is appended to this address. 

In conclusion, my firends, let me say that we have now had, you 
and I, a working experience of one another. I pray God that we may 
continue as we have begun—with a common purpose to be imitators 
of God as beloved children, with loyalty to His Church and with for- 
bearance and good will toward one another.

To the Eighty-third Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts for the diocesan 
year 1919-1920. 


June 25, 1919.—The Committee met at the Surrogate’s office, Rochester, 
New York. 


Present, Rev. C. Morton Sills, D.D., Rev. Doctor Goodwin, Rev. Cameron J. 
Davis, Messrs. Selden S. Brown, A. C. Walker, Rev. Doctor Jessup. 


Messrs. deL. Rankine and J. M. Prophet absent. The Committee organized 
by the election of Rev. C. Morton Sills, D.D., President, Mr. deLancey Rankine, 
Secretary, his term of office to begin when he accepts his election, the Rev. Doctor 
Jessup to continue as Secretary of the Committee until that time. 


The Rev. Squire Scofield, the Rev. F. W. G. Goldsmith, and the Rev. Charles 
A. Dowdell, Deacons, were recommended to the Bishop of the Diocese for ordina- 
tion to the Priesthood. 


Canonical consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Ernst Vincent 
Shayler to be Bishop of the Diocese of Nebraska. 


The committee voted to concur in the consent of the election of the Rt. Rev. 
Arthur Conover Thomson, D.D., to be Bishop Co-Adjutor of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia.

Paris, France, April 26, 1919. 
To the Diocese of Western New York: 


Upon departure for America of our beloved Senior Chaplain, General Head- 
quarters, Bishop Charles H. Brent, we the undersigned Senior Chaplains, a 
committee representing all the Chaplains in the A. E. F. who have served under 
his inspiring and efficient leadership, desire to thank the Diocese for its generosity 
and sacrifice in loaning their Bishop so cheerfully and for such a long period.

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September 22d, 1919.—Canonical consent was given to the consecration of 
the Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, D.D., to be Bishop Co-adjutor of the Diocese 
of California. 

Canonical consent was given to the election of a Bishop Co-adjutor for the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. 

It was resolved that Mr. Raymond H. Fuller of Saint Luke’s Parish, Rochester, 
be recommended to the Bishop of the Diocese to be admitted a candidate for Holy 
Orders. 


The resignation of Mr. DeLancey Rankine as a member of the Standing 
Committee was accepted with regret. 


The application of St. Simons Parish, Buffalo, N. Y., for leave to sell certain 
property belonging to the parish was presented. The Secretary was directed to 
return said application as it did not conform to the requirements of the statutes 
of the State of New York and the Canons of the church. 


The application of the Rev. James W. Ashton, D.D., of Olean, for back pay- 
ments on the retiring allowance, provided by Canon XVII was referred to the 
Bishop of the Diocese and the Chancellor for further investigation and report to 
this Committee. 


Mr. George Faulkner Plimpton of Buffalo was elected a member of the Stand- 
ing Committee. 


October 2d, r919.—The Secretary informed the Standing Committee that 
Mr. George F. Plimpton had accepted his election as a member of the Com- 
mittee. 


The Standing Committee nominated to the Bishop Horace S. Peck as Financial 
Secretary of the Diocese at a salary of four thousand five hundred dollars for 
one year. The Bishop thereupon signified that he would appoint Mr. Peck to this 
position. 

A petition was received from Saint Simons Church, Buffalo, for leave to sell 
certain described real estate belonging to the Parish. All papers accompanying 
this petition were found to be in due form and on motion the petition was granted. 


January 7th, 1920.—The petition of St. Stephen’s Church, Rochester, for the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee to mortgage certain described 
real estate was received. The papers in connection with this transaction were 
referred to a special committee consisting of the Chancellor of the Diocese, Rev. 
Doctor Goodwin and Mr. Prophet, for investigation and report to a subsequent 
meeting of the Standing Committee. 


The Standing Committee gave unanimous consent to the remission of the 
sentence of deposition in the case of Charles Mason Goss. 


Canonical consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Robert Carter 
Jett, D.D., to be the first Bishop of the newly created Diocese of Southwestern 
Virginia. 

The bill of the Charles Mann Printing Co., of Rochester, for the sum of $21.29 
was ordered paid. 


A certificate signed by a majority of the members of the Vestry of St. Paul’s 
Church, Buffalo, certifying that Robert Warren Fegan was duly qualified to be 
admitted a candidate for Holy Orders, the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
was authorized to certify to the Bishop that the above certificate has been recieved 
and that the Standing Committee gave consent to the admission of Robert Warren 
Fegan as candidate for Holy Orders. 

The payment by the Treasurer of the Diocese of the office expenses of the 
Bishop was duly authorized and approved. 

The Standing Committee requested the Budget Committee of the Nation 
Wide Campaign of the Diocese to include in their budget the items ‘Support 
of the Episcopate and Diocesan Expenses.”’ 


March 12, 1920.—An amended petition was received from St. Stephen’s Church, 
Rochester, for consent to mortgage certain described real estate belonging to the 
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parish. All papers accompanying this petition were found to be in due form, 
and on motion the petition was granted. 


The nomination of Mr. Russell J. H. Hutton of Buffalo to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Francis F. Baker, as a trustee of DeVeaux School, was approved. 


The matter of suggesting to the Diocesan Council an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Diocese, providing for a change of the time of the meeting of the 
Council to late January or early February, was referred to a special committee, 


The Bishop of the Diocese having asked for the advice of the Standing Com- 
mittee on the subject of the revision of the Constitution and Canons of this 
Diocese, to bring them into accord with the Constitution and Canons of the 
General Church, and to provide for other contingencies, on motion, the Standing 
Committee, acting as the Bishop’s Council of Advice, advised the Bishop to 
appoint a committee to prepare such a revision of the Constitution and Canons 
of the Diocese in order that such amendments might be submitted to the Diocesan 
Council of 1920. 


The Bishop notified the Standing Committee of the resignation of Mr. Horace 
S. Peck as financial secretary of the Diocese. 


April 16, 1920.—A petition from the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of 
Saint Paul’s Church, Buffalo, for leave to sell certain described real estate belong- 
ing to the parish was received. All papers accompanying this petition were found 
to be in due form, and on motion the petition was granted. 


The Standing Committee nominated to the Bishop of the Diocese for the office 
of financial secretary, made vacant by the resignation of Mr. Horace S. Peck, the 
following persons: Mr. Arthur F. Freeman of Geneva, Mr. Ernest W. Leslie of 
Buffalo, Mr. Clarence W. Stowell of Washington, D. C. 


May 18, 1920.—A meeting of the Standing Committee was held at St. James’ 
Parish House, Batavia. All the members were present, and also the Bishop of 
the Diocese. 


The Diocesan Budget for 1920 was presented, and adopted after being 
amended. 


The Chancellor was requested to present to the Diocesan Council a resolution 
making the salary of the Bishop $10,000.00, and appropriating $2,000.00 per 
annum for the Bishop’s expenses. The Bishop presented to the Standing Com- 
mittee, as his council of advice, the subject of providing additional Episcopal aid 
for the work of the Diocese by the election of a Suffragan Bishop. On motion the 
suggestion of the Bishop, as contained in his Annual Address, was approved. 


The bill of the city of Buffalo for the sum of $25.98 for cleaning the sidewalks 
on Elmwood Ave. at the residence of the Bishop was ordered paid. 


Report of the Committee on the Budget 


_ The Committee appointed to draw up the budget for the Annual Council begs 
leave to submit the following as the report to be made by the Standing Committee 
to the Diocesan Council: In view of the probable changes in the Canons and of 
the fund raised by the Nation-Wide Campaign, the Sub-Committee has included 
an explanation of the budget and a recommendation which if the Standing Com- 
mittee approves, should be approved by the Diocesan Council. 


I. The Standing Committee submits a budget for the Diocese this year, not- 
withstanding the fact that the quotas for the N. W. C. included all assessments 
upon the parishes for three years. It does this for three reasons, 1. A canon 
requires it. 2. Some parishes raised only a portion of their quotas and there must 
be some way by which it can be determined whether such parishes have fulfilled 
their canonical duties to the Diocese. 3. Some parishes have not made a canvass 
for the Campaign and these parishes must know and bear their share of the running 
expenses of the Diocese. 
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II. The budget includes increases in certain items, notably in the Support of 
the Episcopate. These increases are recommended by the Diocesan Committee 
of the N. W. C., but it is for the Council to accept them. The other items of the 
budget have been authorized by the Council with the exception of the rental of 
the Diocesan offices. They are all included in the budget of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign, but two of them namely the assessment for the General Board of 
Religious Education and for the Joint Commission on Social Service are under the 
new organization of the General Church, included in the item ‘‘General Church’’ 
in the budget of the N. W. C. They are preserved under the old form in our 
Diocesan budget because it seems only fair that those parishes which have not 
participated in the N. W. C. should bear their share of these General Church 
assessments which have been approved by the Diocese. Why the Council in 
time past has given to the apportionments for these objects the force of assess- 
ments by including them in its budget and yet has never included even a part of 
the apportionment for General Missions, the Committee does not understand. 
It recommends however that a sum be included in the Diocesan budget large 
enough at least to include these items and the former apportionment for General 
Missions under the head ‘General Church”’ and that these items be no longer 
specifically named. 


III. The assessment of this total budget upon the parishes, upon payment of 
which assessment lay representation in the Council depends can not be made until 
the budget is approved by this Council; but taking the Parochial Reports which 
are in and the reports for 1918 in cases where those for 1919 are not in, the rates 
of assessment will be approxiamtely 4% for Support of the Episcopate, 134% for 
Diocesan Expenses, 4 of 1% for Extra Diocesan Expenses and % of 1% for the 
Sustentation Fund. 


IV. The Standing Committee notes with approval that the Diocesan Com- 
mittee of the N. W. C. permits any parish which will increase the salary of its 
rector to a certain minimum to receive credit on its N. W. C. quota, by the 
amount of such increase’ but in order that every parish may also bear its share of 
responsibility for Diocesan and General Church Support, the Standing Committee 
recommends to the Council that this ruling of the Diocesan Committee of the 
Nation-Wide Campaign be amended by the addition of the words, “‘save that in 
no case shall such credit exceed 50% of the total raisings for the Immediate Quota 
in such parish.”’

(C) Report of the Board of Religious Cducation 


Four meetings of the Board of Religious Education were held during the year. 


At a meeting held in November, 1919, the Warden of DeLancey Divinity 
School reported that the Rev. A. S. Ashley had returned and resumed his chair 
in Dogmatic Theology. That the Rev. D. L. Ferris had assumed the chair in 
Ecclesiastical History, upon appointment by the Bishop of the Diocese. That a 
new course on ‘‘Problems of the State and Church”’ is being given by the Warden. 
At this meeting the Warden presented a letter from the Rev. Philip W. Mosher 
urging the co-operation of the clergy in establishing a Lending Library for the 
use of the clergy of the Diocese, using the DeLancey Library for that purpose. 
The Warden was given permission to make repairs on the water heater of his 
house, and the treasurer was instructed to pay for same. The Warden reported 
five men as taking lectures in the School. Officers for the year were elected as 
follows: President, Mr. A. B. Houghton; vice-president, Mr. Harper Sibley; 
treasurer, Rev. Alfred Brittain; treasurer of the DeLancey Divinity School 
Fund, Mr. E. H. Boynton; secretary, Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper. 

mils Secretary was given permission to purchase a mimeograph for use in his 
office. 

On motion the Board endorsed the Church School Service League and recom- 
mended its adoption by the parishes of the Diocese. 

At a meeting held in December, 1919,on motion the degelates to the Provin- 
cial Synod were requested to bring before that body the subject of the advisibility 
of publishing an Official Weekly Church Paper. The Warden of the DeLancey 
Divinity School reported a letter of inquiry from a Baptist minister seeking the 
ministry of the Church, and that one student had been dropped from the roll for 
inefficiency . 

An additional appropriation of $100 was made to the Warden for special work 
with students in the School. 

At this meeting a set of by-laws for the operation of your Board was presented 
and accepted as follows: 


BY-LAWS 


1 
Officers 


THE OFFICERS of this Board shall be a president, vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, to hold office for 
one year or until their successors are elected. 


There shall, be a treasurer of the Income Fund of the DeLancey Divinity 
School, elected in the above manner, who shall receive said income from the 
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treasurer of the Parochial Fund and other sources, and disburse the same upon 
the order of this Board, he shall also render a statement of accounts in his care 
at each regular meeting. 


These officers shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting and shall hold 
office for one year, or until their successors be elected.

Meetings 


Regular meetings of this Board shall be held monthly, with the exception of 
July, August, and September, on the first Monday at a time and place to be 
designated by this Board, or at the call of the president.

These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
at any regular meeting.

Five members present at any meeting duly called shall constitute a quorum. 


The secretary reported the formation of a Normal Training School for the 
teachers (of Buffalo and vicinity) in Buffalo. 


The National Wide Campaign Committee was requested to circularize th® 
Diocese in the interests of ‘‘Teacher Training,” and the ‘‘Church School Cam- 
paign.”’ 

At the February meeting, a delegation was received from the Junior Auxiliary 
which presented the subject of the Church School Service League, and asked 
for the appointment of a committee from this Board to act with the Juniors in 
the matter of propagating the League idea, and encouraging its adoption by the 
parishes of the Diocese. A request was also made by the Juniors for a place on 
the program of the Annual Conference of the Church Schools. The above request 
was acceded to. 


Bishop Brent presented to the Board the question of the removal of the head- 
quarters of the DeLancey Divinity School and Wardenry to Buffalo. This was 
considered desirable on the grounds that it would prevent unnecessary travel on 
the part of the Warden and lecturers. That the city would present a larger sphere 
for students desiring to engage in secular work. That in view of the establish- 
ment of the Church Extension Society in Buffalo, the students would therein 
obtain an opportunity for direct contact and work. The Bishop stated that it 
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would be economy both of means and vital force, and would afford an opportunity 
for Mission experimentation. He expressed his desire that something be done 
in the matter before the meeting of the Council. 


On motion a committee was appointed with power to act, the legality of such 
action being duly considered. The Board also approved of the plan of moving 
the school to Buffalo. 


The date of the annual Conference of Church Schools of the Diocese was set 
for May 4th and 5th. 


On motion a request was presented to the Budget Committee of the Nation 
Wide Campaign of the Diocese for support for the Geneva Summer School. 


At a meeting in May the treasurer of the Parochial Fund was instructed to 
request the treasurer of the DeLancey Divinity School Funds for a memorandum 
of investments of the Funds of the School, together with a description of the charac- 
ter of the investments and rates of interests. 


A special committee reported relative to the change of location of the DeLancey 
Divinity School headquarters, that apparently there are no legal difficulties in 
the way nor any terms in any bequests that prevent the removal of such head- 
quarters. That there are also no legal difficulties in the way of disposal of the 
house inhabited by the Warden. The Board therefore approved of the sugges- 
tion of the removal of the headquarters of the School from Geneva to Buffalo 
upon approval of the Bishop of the Diocese, and agreed to defray expenses inci- 
dent to such removal. 


The secretary presented for consideration a plan of work for Diocesan Boards, 
furnished by a group of leaders conferring under the direction of the General Board 
of Religious Education. The plan was approved and is to be made a basis for 
further dicsussion and action by your Board. 


At this meeting the secretary was instructed to communicate with rectors 
and vestries of parishes and missions in the Diocese, urging them to send delegates 
to the Summer School, of the Second Province, to be held at Hobart College, 
Geneva, July 5th to 16th, 1920.

De Lancey Dibinitp School 


REPORT OF THE WARDEN 


To the Bishop and the Trustees: 


The Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School reports a most active and, in 
many respects, a most satisfactory year. All offices and positions have been 
filled and the lecture courses have been pursued, for the most part, regularly and 
faithfully. The Rev. Mr. Ashley, returning from his war duties abroad resumed 
his work as lecturer in Dogmatic Theology in October. On nomination by the 
Trustees and by appointment of the Bishop, the Rev. Mr. Ferris assumed the post 
of lecturer in Ecclesiastical History at the beginning of the school year. Courses 
have been provided in each of the two departments,—the Preparatory and the 
Theological. 


The students undertaking work in the School during the year have been eight 
in number: three of them preparing to become Candidates for Holy Orders, 
and five of them pursuing regular divinity studies. The three doing preliminary 
work are Messrs Charles J. Burton, Alfred C. Busingham and Arthur Gaylord. 
They are studying under the immediate supervision of the Warden who meets 
with them singly and in groups several times each month. The five pursuing 
theological studies are the Revs. W. Edward Nixon, Squire Schofield, and Wm. A. 
Brown, and Messrs. Clarence E. Sutton and Robert W. Fegan. The Rev. Mr. 
Nixon and the Rev. Mr. Brown expect to finish the course this year. Mr. Sutton 
has been obliged to discontinue for a time his studies on account of severe ill- 
ness. Mr. Fegan has been temporarily interrupted in his work, by reason of 
changes in his business relationships. Both Mr. Sutton and Mr. Fegan plan to 
return to the School in the fall. The Warden is corresponding with two denomi- 
national clergymen, with good promise they will enter the School, the Bishop 
consenting. 


The number of students, including those of the Preparatory Department, is 
the largest in recent years and possibly in the School’s history. If we consider 
that the School is limited in its field of service to the two Dioceses of Western 
New York and Central New York, and if we compare the number above indicated 
with the number enrolled in the larger and more general seminaries of the Church, 
we find occasion for gratification. If we add to the present number of students 
the long list of those who have prepared for the Sacred Ministry by aid of the 
School in the past and who have held, or hold, positions of prominence and influ- 
ence in the Church, we have reason to rejoice in the very useful and very necessary 
work the School does. It fills an important place in Church history. Its record 
fully justifies the wisdom of its founder, Bishop DeLancey, in establishing it; and 
the interest and support, moral and financial, of those who have contributed to its 
organization and development. 


The Warden has received many inquiries for catalogues and other information 
from men beyond our Diocesan boundaries, who are seeking a way to the Ministry 
of the Church. Their number indicates the far reaching opportunity there is for 
a theological institution of general jurisdiction, which will do the particular kind 
of work for which the DeLancey Divinity School is founded. Because of the 
terms of its organization and the limitations of its funds DeLancey Divinity 
School is a purely diocesan institution. A movement to broaden the field of the 
School, making it a general seminary of the Church, was inaugurated by a former 
Warden, the Rev. Dr. Rankine, and was approved, we believe by the Bishop and 
the Diocesan Council, and was carried to the General Convention, but met with 
little or no success. Whatever regret may be felt that the movement was a fail- 
ure, there is satisfaction in the knowledge that as a purely diocesan institution 
the School meets a great need here in Western New York.

Report of the Archdeacon of Buffalo 


For the year ending January 1, 1920 


To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., S.T.D., LL.D., Bishop of the Diocese of 
Western New York and Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


This is the second report of your Archdeacon since taking up the work of the 
Archdeanconry of Buffalo. 


The following parishes and missions, for the whole, or part of the year have 
had the ministrations of the Archdeacon: Angelica, Belfast, Warsaw, Attica, 
Belmont, Hamburg, Ellicottville, Springville, Hamburg, Mayville, Angola, 
Chautauqua, Allentown, Silver Creek, Forestville, Darien Center, Middleport, 
Franklinville, Hinsdale, Bolivar, Sinclairville, Depew, Williamsville, Brocton, 
Ee oe Ripley, Belvidere, Indian Reservation and Irving. Twenty-nine 
- places. 


Missionaries of the Board have during the whole or part of the year, ministered 
to the places now mentioned. Rev. E. R. Bennett at Lackawanna, Rev. J. G. 
Wilson, Jr., at Friendship and Belvidere, Rev. J. H. Sheppard at Youngstown 
and Lewiston, Rev. Percy Isherwood at Perry, Rev. T. H. Delbridge at Ran- 
dolph, East Randolph and Little Valley, Rev. Frank Marchant at Orchard Park 
and Hamburg, Rev. W. E. Nixon at Gowanda and Newtown, Rev. Frederick W. 
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Burge at Ripley, Brocton, Attica and Darien Center. Rev. H. C. Merrill has 
during the later part of the year taken charge of the Deaf Mute congregations. 


The Laymen’s League have been most faithful in supplying services, to every 
parish and mission, that has called for their assistance. 

The Superintendent, Mr. Charles J. Burton ,has shown great interest in the 
work and has had the co-operation of the President, Dr. H. H. Glosser and other 
members of the League, as his report will show. 

Mr. T. H. Clough, a member of the League, has given personal supervision 
and rendered services every Sunday during the year, at the church of the Good 
Shepherd, for the Indians, and at St. Andrews Church, Irving, for the church 
people of that place. The past year was his twenty- -seventh year of continuous. 
service to the places mentioned. 

The Archdeacon desires in this report to thank Rev. Walter North, D.D., 
Rev. John L. Short, Rev. J. H. Herendeen, Rev. F. W. Abbott, Rev. Francis A. 
Ransom, Rev. H. Dow, Rev. W. E. Nixon, Rev. G. H. Gaviller, Rev. E. W. 
Stevens, Rev. Henry Mesier and Rev. Edmund Sills, for their great assistance in 
the Lenten services of 1919. The minsitrations were well received. 

Two services were held each Sunday during July and August, at Chautauqua, 
under the direction of the Archdeacon. He was assisted in this work by Rev. 
F. W. Abbott and Rev. T. H. Delbridge of the Diocese and by Rev. James T. 
Lodge, Rev. Albert Broadhurst and Rev. W. H. Overs, Ph.D., of the Diocese of 
Erie and the Diocese of Newark. 

The first payment of the $700 toward the debt, on the Church Cottage, bought 
the year before, for a Church Headquarters, was made September 1, 1919. Three 
thousand five hundred dollars is still needed to complete the payment for the 
property. 

There should be a revenue each year from the rent to church people, of the 
twelve rooms in the Cottage. 

Rooms may be rented from $4 to $15 per week. Church people desiring rooms 
for the whole, or part of the season, should correspond with Miss Anna Farwell, 
Box No. 694, Chautauqua, New York. 

A committee consisting of Rev. Walter North, D.D., and Dr. Matthew D. 
Mann was appointed, at the annual meeting of the Archdeaconry last April, to 
secure funds to purchase an automobile to help the Archdeacon in his work. 
This committee, supplemented by the work of the Archdeacon and others, secured 
funds from nearly every vacant parish and mission in the Archdeaconry, minis- 
tered to by the Archdeacon, and from most of the city parishes. Many personal 
friends showed their interest in the Archdeacon’s work by making personal gifts. 

A Buick coupe was ordered the 12th of July, 1919, but was not delivered 
until the 22d of March, 1920. 

The Archdeacon, at this time, wishes to thank all, who have had a part in this 
enterprise, and assure them, that he believes they will never have cause to regret 
their action.

Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 
For the year ending December 31, 1919 


To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese and Brethren of 
the Clergy and Laity: 


In presenting this his sixteenth annual report, your general missionary is 
able to state that at no time have the twenty-three missions under his jurisdiction 
been so well provided for as during the past year. Thirteen have had regular 
Sunday services and five have had monthly ministrations. 


Of the others, two have had occasional services and the remaining three, i.e., 
Allen’s Hill, Union Hill and Victor, have had no services with the exception of one 
held at Allen’s Hill by the Rev. Mr. Mellen who visited there last summer. 


Manchester has been merged with its more prosperous neighbor, Shortsville, 
the towns being practically one, and St. Andrew’s Church, Rochester, has taken 
the oversight of the Spencerport mission. 


From our working force we have lost three, and two have been added to the 
same. 


The Rev. Mr. Schofield relinquished the work at Nunda, Hunts and Dalton 
the first of December, and these places are once again under my personal care. 


The Rev. Mr. Burrill having resigned the rectorship of Brockport the asso- 
ciated mission at Holley is left temporarily unprovided for. 


The Rev. Mr. Van Allen, our missionary to the deaf mutes, after having 
served most acceptably his widely scattered people in this and two other dioceses 
for the past three years, was called last August to lay aside his earthly ministra- 
tions and enter upon ‘‘The rest that remaineth for the people of God.’’ The — 
Rev. Mr. Merrill of Frankfort, N. Y., on the first of November took up the work 
which Mr. Van Allen laid down. 


The Rev. Mr. Hatch has entered upon the work at East Rochester in succes- 
sion to the Rev. Mr. Gibson who found that his larger field at Pittsford claimed 
the major portion of his attention. Mr. Hatch has, with his family, taken up 
his residence in East Rochester, and, at his own request, is engaged in secular 
work during the week, thereby bringing himself more closely in touch with 
manual workers, and, at the same time, augmenting the financial support given 
him by the mission. It is needless to add that Mr. Hatch has been well received 
by those to whom. he ministers. 


At other points in our mission field the work is cared for as it was at the time 
of our last report. We may add that it is hoped that the Rev. Dr. Rogers having 
accepted the rectorship of Brockport, will find it possible to care for the mission 
at Holley also. 

The Rev. Mr. Hoffman has charge of the missions at Dresden and Himrod. 
The Rev. Mr. Herendeen ministers to the people at Holcomb. The Rev. Mr. 
Woodard cares for the work at Caledonia. The Rev. Mr. McCoy has charge of 
the mission at Charlotte which is now part of the city of Rochester. This mission 
is showing progress, and has courageously undertaken the enlargement of its 
place of worship. Like Mr. Hatch, Mr. McCoy has for some time supplemented 
his salary by engaging in secular work. 

The Rev. Mr. Sommerville looks after the work at Bradford and Wayne, 
and the Rev. Mr. Kates has continued his acceptable work at Fairport. 

Personally I have ministered to Dundee, Hunts, Dalton, Nunda, Shortsville, 
Manchester, Sodus Point, Sodus Center and Wolcott. 

At Shortsville I have had most acceptable help from Mr. Theodore Odell, a 
lay-reader from Hobart College, which has made possible regular Sunday services. 

Mr. Edward Holt of Rochester, has also given very efficient service as lay- 
reader at various points in the field.

Personally I have held 134 services, have baptized six, and officiated at two 
marriages and four funerals, and presented one candidate for confirmation. 
This is the smallest number of official acts of any of my years in office, and in a 
measure it can be attributed to the fact that many of the places which here- 
tofore I have served personally, are now served by others, and partly to the further 
fact, that there is little increase in population, either by birth or emigration, in 
the smaller places of the archdeaconry. I presume, however, that in the aggre- 
gate the number of baptisms in the field is equal to that of any previous year. 


I have also held ten meetings in the interests of the work, and made numerous 
calls of which no record has been kept. 


The distances between the missions to which your general missionary gives 
his personal attention is so great he finds it impossible - to serve more than one 
town in a given day. Sodus Point and Sodus Center, Hunts and Nunda being 
the only exceptions. 


Few of our buildings are equipped with a lighting system for an evening service, 
but it is hoped to hold more week-night cottage services, especially during Lenten 
seasons. Our ministrations are well received at all places, and we believe that our 
labor is not in vain. 


The needs of the field are manifest. At Wolcott we have a neat building, 
and a goodly number of earnest, and loyal members. The town is an attractive 
and prosperous one, and we are hoping to be able to put a man in residence there. 


Sodus Point is primarily a summer resort, and last year enjoyed the most 
prosperous period of its existence. Clergy in residence at the ‘‘Clergy Rest 
House”’ supply the services in the local church during July and August, and at 
other times your general missionary ministers to the people. A large and well 
arranged Guild Hall provides the chief attraction during the winter. A man 
should be placed in residence at the ‘Clergy House’’ to care for it, and for the 
work at Sodus Point and Sodus Center. At Sodus Center the work has been 
revived and considerable interest manifested. It is a small community but we 
have a number of members who appreciate the services to whom it is a joy to 
minister. 


At Dundee we have one of the most attractive of the smaller buildings of the 
diocese. The town is a well built place. Of the twenty-four communicants 
which constitute our membership in Dundee, from twenty to our full number can 
be counted upon for attendance upon the services. 


At Nunda, in Livingston County, our church building is in need of complete 
renovation to make it habitable. We can hope to do little aggressive work with 
the property in its present condition. Although our membership is small, the 
town is a prosperous one, and the recent establishment of two new factories 
within its borders makes it imperative that we put our house in order. 


We have in Nunda a comfortable rectory recently put in complete repair, 
and a man located there could, with an automobile, serve also Hunts and Dalton 
and the surrounding country. 


During my terms in office many of our. mission buildings have either been 
rebuilt or renovated, and I should like to have the privilege of rejuvenating the 
church building in Nunda ere my present term of office expires. 


At Shortsville we have an interesting work, and our small and well furnished 
building is frequently filled to its capacity. In connection with Manchester, 
where a Sunday School should be established, Shortsville presents an inviting 
field and a man of the right caliber could do a good work there. 


If men can be placed at Wolcott, Dundee, Sodus Point and Shortsville, your 
general missionary will be left free to open up and develop new fields but at 
present he feels that it is better to hold positions now occupied rather than dissi- 
pate his energies. If in such places as Allens Hill, Victor and Union Hill—places 
which long ago should have been stricken from the list of the living—we could 
turn our buildings into Community Houses, reserving the right to use them 
occasionally for religious services, it would, I believe, redound to the glory of 
the church, and to the uplift of neighboring. people. I believe further that such 
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centers would be locally supported and our Board thus be relieved of a constant 
financial burden. It might also get the people into the notion of frequenting 
the buildings so that when we did hold a service they would attend. Our property 
at Allens Hill and Union Hill must undergo extensive repairs or soon be abandoned 
and I offer the above as a possible solution of our difficulty. 

There are few if any of the smaller towns in the Archdeaconry which are not 
over churched and before we undertake any further aggressive work we must 
determine whether we have a message to deliver which warrants our intrusion. 
If we have, then it should be delivered in a way to claim the respect of the com- 
munity, and in keeping with the dignity of the church. To continue our present 
policy is suicidal. 

Not many places outside of our great centers can show any advance in popula- 
tion during the past twenty years; the tendency is towards the cities, and it is 
there, in the judgment of your general missionary, that the church should con- 
centrate her energies. 

A summary of the report of the treasurer of the Archdeaconry is given as 
supplementary to this.

Report of Deaf Mute Missionary 


To the Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


As recorded in the Journal of the last Council, the Rev. Harry J. Van Allen, 
Missionary to the Deaf in the Diocese of Western New York for a number 
of years, and also in the Dioceses of Central New York and Albany, died 
April 15, 1919. In October last the undersigned began work as his successor 
but continued to give some attention to the work among the deaf in his former 
field, the Dioceses of Washington, Virginia, Southern Virginia, and West Virginia, 
until the end of 1919. Thus the deaf of the Diocese were without a missionary 
for approximately six months of the year. Records kept by Mr. Van Allen and 
compiled from his notes show that he officiated at three services in Buffalo and 
three in Rochester, including two celebrations of the Holy Communion in each 
Archdeaconry; a total of six services. The undersigned held two services in 
Buffalo and two in Rochester, including one celebration of the Holy Communion 
in Rochester, a total of four services. In the past services were held occasionally 
in Geneva, but for various reasons none were held there in 1919. Mr. Van 
Allen’s records show that there were five social meetings during his incumbency, 
two in Buffalo and three in Rochester, one of the latter being an illustrated lecture 
by Mr. Forrester, Principal of the Western New York School for the Deaf. The 
undersigned attended four social meetings, two in Buffalo and two in Rochester; 
at one in Buffalo on December 10 he gave a lecture on the life and work of Thomas 
H. Gallaudet, the pioneer in deaf-mute education in this country, which was 
well received. There were doubtless other social meetings of various kinds 
during the year of which we have no record. 


During August the undersigned visited several cities in the state for consulta- 
tion with the Bishops, clergy, and others before deciding to accept the call to 
succeed the Rev. Mr. Van Allen. He attended a convention of the Empire 
State Association of the Deaf in Elmira at this time, acting as chaplain of the 
Convention, and meeting people from all over the State of New York, thereby 
obtaining some insight into conditions, etc. 


It is rather too soon for the undersigned to make plans for the conduct of the 
work, other than to continue under the lines followed by his predecessor, whose 
work was just beginning to bear fruit when he was called to his reward. What 
Mr. Van Allen said in his last report still holds good: * * * ‘there is much 
that the Church can and ought to do for these sorely handicapped people [the deaf] 
our work, is the only organized effort in their behalf in this part of the State. 
There is some denominational opposition, but in the main the Church is every- 
where recognized as the traditional friend of the deaf, and it exercises an influence 
among them which no other Church can claim.’’

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Report of the Laymen’s Missionary League of Buttalo 


To the Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of Western New York: 


The Layman’s Missionary League of Buffalo was organized twenty-nine years 
ago for the purposes of establishing and maintaining mission services and Sunday 
Schools in the vicinity of Buffalo under the direction of the Bishop, in such 
parishes or missions where the services of a priest were not available. It con- 
tinues its work through changed present day conditions. 


During the early years of the oganization, the smaller country parishes and 
missions, to which the League ministered, were almost wholly dependent upon 
layreaders for the reading of services, there being no archdeacon at that time. 
The sacraments of the Church were administered only as the Bishop or some 
priest was able to reach the station. 


As the work developed and grew, it became evident that the services of a 
priest who could travel from station to station was needed, and the office of arch- 
deacon was created and filled. The country parishes and missions were thus 
able to secure the benefits of the Church’s sacraments; the League supplied 
readers who read the services on those Sundays when the archdeacon could not 
be present. 

The League wishes to congratulate you, Sir, upon the putting into practiceof an 
improvement upon the two steps already taken, namely the coupling of the small 
country parishes or missions under the care of a priest. As a result of this step 
there must follow a spiritual awakening in these communities. 


In the Layman’s Missionary League of Buffalo there are 37 duly licensed lay- 
readers, 32 of them being actively engaged in the work; there are many other 
layreaders i in Buffalo doing work in their own parishes who are not included in the 
above number. 


During the year 1919, services were read by League members in seven country 
stations on days when the services of a priest were not available; during the same 
period, five city institutions were cared for in the same way. In this way, 168 
services were held in city institutions and 260 services in country stations by 
members of the League, ministering to a congregation the grand total of which 
reached the figure of 12,978. 


Layreaders are appointed to read at a given service by the Superintendent of 
the League, Mr. Charles Burton, a most efficient and conscientious officer, and 
no reader has authority to take a service until so appointed. 

The League has held its regular quarterly meetings through the year, some 
being social gatherings with short talks on matters pertaining to the work, others 
being instruction services with a group of readers taking the service, a clergyman 
acting as critic.

1. In the school boys only are taken. 


During the year 1919 there were received on the foundation twenty-nine boys. 
The average number maintained during the year was twenty-four. The greatest 
number in attendance at any one time was twenty-four and the least number was 
twenty-four. The age of the youngest boy on the foundation was 12 years; that 
of the oldest 18 years. 

During the year the total number of pay pupils received was eighty-six, of 
whom twenty-seven were day pupils. The greatest number in attendance at 
any one time was sixty and the least number forty-seven. 


The course of study is that published in the Register and is based on the Ele- 
mentary and the Academic Syllabus of the New York, State Education Depart- 
ment. 


2. Inthe matter of accounts the annexed schedules show: 


(a) The balance sheet; (b) Interest Bearing Endowment with a list of loans 
paid and made during the year, Land Contracts and the amount of special endow- 
ment funds with the investments of the same; (c) Income Cash Account, Receipts 
and Disbursements; (d) a list of bonds and mortgages of the General Fund; 
(e) Strickland Fund; (f) Guarantee Fund; (g) Charles Kennedy Scholarship; 
(h) Lewis Fund; (1) list of real estate owned by the corporation. 


During the year 1919, Mr. Francis F. Baker was removed by death. 
Upon the death of Mr. Baker, Mr. Russell J. H. Hutton was elected a Trustee. 


The income of the School for the year 1919 was $53,476.93; the largest income 
that the school has had in its history. 


The following resolution was passed by the Board of Trustees: 


Whereas, because of the high cost of living, the Trustees are unable to maintain 
the school on its present basis without incurring debts, they intend for the year 
1920-21 to increase the tuition for day pupils and boarders to such an extent 
and to reduce the number of foundationers to such an extent as will in their judg- 
ment allow the school to run without incurring any further indebtedness.

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(J) Chureh Pension Fund 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Church Pension Fund continues to operate in the Diocese with about 
98 per cent. of the parishes co-operating. This proportion, though better than the 
average of 95 per cent. in the country, is not the 100 per cent. it should be. There 
are twenty Dioceses whose parishes and missions are all enrolled in the Pension 
Fund System and who paid their assessments in fullin 1919. Western New York 
was not one of them. 


However, taking into consideration that the Pension Fund has no way of 
compelling a Church organization to comply with the requirements fixed by duty. 
and by canon, and that relationship to the Fund, because of lack of power to 
compel, is practically voluntary, there is ground for gratification that so large a 
number—almost all—of the parishes and missions of the Church possess such a 
high sense of organization consciousness and obligation, and such esprit de corps, 
as to make co-operation with the Fund general. It is only in a very few cases, 
either within or without the Diocese, that a parish declines to join in pension work. 
Instead of 30 per cent. of support (which, it is said, is the average for a plan of 
voluntary pension) the support given the Church Pension Fund by the Episcopal 
Church is nearly 100 per cent. 


The Committee regrets that it is not able to present, with this report, a state- 
ment from its treasurer, Mr. George Ballachey, who since the beginning of the 
Fund has rendered exceptional service, has been obliged by reason of ill health 
to relinquish most of his duties in connection with it. While remaining, for the 
time, the nominal treasurer, the accounts are kept by an accountant in the office 
of the Financial Secretary of the Diocese. We are assured the books are in good 
hands. 


There were within the Diocese, as of December 31, 1919, eight beneficiaries 
of the Fund; three of whom were aged clergymen, one a disabled clergyman, and 
four widows. The clergyman drawing disability benefit has since died and his 
widow and son draw pension allowances. 


It will be a matter of much satisfaction to all concerned to know that the Fund 
which by terms of incorporation comes under the Insurance Department of the 
State of New York was, in October, subjected to its first inspection; and that the 
result showed “‘that the Fund was conforming exactly to the original actuarial 
estimates.”’ 


It will be of interest to the clergy coming within the provisions of the Fund 
to learn that last May “‘the Trustees decided that they would issue annually a 
certificate to those clergy whose assessments were fully paid, the first one to be 
issued in 1920.‘’ Weare informed that the first one is in the hands of the printers 
now and will be ready soon. 


There are a few regulations adopted by the Fund about which it is well to be 
informed, some of which are: 


1. Those entitled to Pension Fund privileges are:— 
a. Clergymen ordained since March 1, 1917. 
b. Clergymen ordained before March 1, 1917, and in active service at 
that time. 
ce. Clergymen ordained before March 1, 1917, and on the non-parochial 
list at that time, being temporarily without charges. 


2. Clergymen retired before March 1, 1917, have no rights in the Church 
Pension Fund except through funds amalgamated with it, of which they may have 
been, or may become beneficiaries. There is, we understand, a special sum 
formerly belonging to the General Clergy Relief Fund, available for use in such 
cases. It is in the hands of an administrative board appointed by the Church 
Pension Fund; Bishop Reese, of Southern Ohio, being the chairman. 
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3. Clergymen ordained at 36 years, or later, are divided into two classes: 
a. Those ordained before March 1,1917. They receive, as beneficiaries, 
the amount earned by the assessments paid by their parishes, plus 
$15 per year for each year of service. In case of disability they 
receive the amount received by clergy ordained before 36 years old. 
Their widows receive the same amount as other widows. 


b. Those ordained on or since March 1, 1917. Their parishes are 
asked to pay ‘“‘the same proportion of assessment as if a per cent, is 
for a clergyman ordained before the age of thirty-six.’’ The solution 
of such cases is tentative and likely to be revised. The problem 
obtains also in reference to those transferred late in life from the 
Church of England. 


4. Disability allowances are for total and permanent eek not for partial 
nor temporary. Examination is had by physicians appointed by the Trustees. 


5. A clergyman may not have charge of a cure or engage in other permanent 
work of the Church when in receipt of a pension. He may relinquish his pension 
temporarily if he wishes to engage in such work and it will be automatically 
restored when he returns to retirement. 


It will assist in understanding the general principles of the administration 
of the Fund, if it is remembered that the purpose, primarily, is not to help indivi- 
duals but the Church. It is to enable clergy and their families to labor with less 
worry and more buoyancy, knowing that some provision is made for their old age; 
thereby increasing their efficiency in their spiritual ministrations. It is also to 
assist the Church in her responsibilities to them who give their lives to her work. 
The application of the benefits of the Fund is to the benefit of the Church as a 
whole.

Of the cash on hand in Rochester Trust & Safe Deposit Company on January 
1, 1919, $1,000 has been paid for balance of $2,000 subscription to Fourth Liberty 
Bonds, and $1,000 has been used for the purchase of Victory Bonds. Fifty-six 
dollars and sevenry-nine cents has been added from special collections taken up 
ar the time of the Bishop’s visit for the purpose of increasing the Endowment 
Fund, the total amount of that fund now being $2,843.17. 


Five thousand dollars has been paid on the principal of the Ingle mortgage 
and $1,500 on the principal of the Sumner mortgage. 


As recommended in our report of last year, $2,500 of the Income Account 
invested in Third Liberty Bonds has been transferred to the Principal Account. 


The DeLancey Fund of $1,709.55 is carried as a special fund on the books, 
and though not shown as a separate item on this report, will be restored on the 
next report if we have sufficient cash at that time to place this as a separate item.

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Rules of Order 


I. On the first day of the Council there shall be brief devotions at 1:30 P. M 
Immediately after the Council shall be organized according to the Diocesan 
canons and proceed to business in the following order: 


(1) Calling of the roll. 

(2) Election of a Secretary. 

(3) Appointment of the following Standing Committees by the President: 
1. On the Constitution and Canons: and Rules of Order. 


2. On Admission of Churches into Union with the Council; to consist 
of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

3. On Finance; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman; to 
whom shall be referred the Reports and Accounts of the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese, the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund 
(of the Diocese), the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund, the 
Treasurer of the Executive Council and the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund. 

4, On the State of the Church; to consist of five Clergymen and five 
Laymen; to whom shall be referred the Report of the Executive 
Council with a Report of its Treasurer; who shall formulate and 
submit to the diocesan Council for its consideration such recom- 
mendations as shall be suggested by the Executive Council. 

5. On the Report of the Trustees of DeVeaux School; to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen. 

6. On Non-reporting Clergy and parishes; to consist of one Clergy- 
man and one Layman. 

7. Onthe General Theological Seminary; to consist of two Clergymen 
and one Layman. 

8. On the Dispatch of Business; to consist of two Clergymen and one 
Laymen; to arrange the Calendar for the sessions of the Council. 

9. On Publicity, to consist of two Clergymen and one layman; to 
prepare official reports (with the approval of the Bishop) for the 
press and Church papers. 

10. On Credentials of Delegates; to consist of two Clergymen and one 
layman; to serve from the close of the current Council to the 
close of the next annual Council. 


(4) Nomination for offices. 


(5) Presentation and reference of reports of Officers and Committees of the 
Diocese. 


II. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion of the 
Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist of such members 
as the Bishop may direct: 
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(1) On Church Property, Parsonages and Clerical Support. 
(2) Archives and Annals. 

(3) The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 

(4) Beneficeince and Works of Piety. 

(5) Sunday Schools. 

(6) The Episcopal Library. 

(7) State Legislation. 


III. All Committees shall sit and deliberate in private, and the same rule 
shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for printing unless 
so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Committee recommend some 
legislation in regard thereto. 


IV. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the Council may 
be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Committees, and 
called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. But the Bishop’s 
Address shall take precedence of all other business at any time. 


V. The Evening Session on the first day shall open at 7:30 with Evening 
Prayer or the Litany; then shall follow the Bishop’s address, if he so desires. 


VI. On the second day—After a celebration of the Holy Communion at an 
hour fixed by the Bishop—the order of business shall be as follows, beginning at 
9:00 A. M.: 


(1) Reading of minutes. 

(2) Elections. 

(3) Reports of Standing Committees of the Council. 

(4) Reports of Special Committees. 

(5) Unfinished business, motions, resolutions and misceallaneous business. 

The Council shall take a recess from 12:30 to 2:00 p. M., and from 6:00 to 
7:30 P. M. 


VII. On the third or other subsequent day—The order of business shall be as 
directed by the Council. 


VIII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from the 
Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


IX. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


X. Ifa question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, they 
may be separated at the call of any member into so many several motions. 


XI. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except (1) 
to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (8) to postpone it to 
a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; and motions for these purposes 
shall have precedence in the order thus named. 


XII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is speak- 
ing, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negative, it shall not be 
renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 
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XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by the 
sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; or previous to 
a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas and nays to be taken, 
which shall be done by calling the names of the Clerical members, and the names 
of the Churches and Missions represented; and the vote shall be recorded in the 
Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken by order on the call of any five 
members, and when so taken shall be recorded in like manner. 


XV. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the same 
question without leave of the House. 


XVI. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on said decision. 
No qusetion shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the chair. 


XVIII. Except by the vote of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to 
vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded. 


XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the minutes 
of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XX. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside; or the 
Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the preceding 
Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior Presbyter 
of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the Council has been 
organized. Thena President pro tempore shall be elected from among the Presby- 
ters present, who shall make the appointments ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, 
or under his direction.

CHURCH OF THE ASCENSION, BUFFALO, N. Y., 
May 17, 1921 


The Eighty-fourth Annual Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York convened at the above time and place in accordance with 
Constitutional requirement, preliminary devotional services having 
been conducted by the Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. Charles 
Henry Brent, D.D.,S.T.D., LL.D., as follows: A Compline Service 
on the evening of Monday, May 16, at eight o’clock; the Holy 
Communion this morning at seven o’clock, the Bishop being 
assisted by the Bishop Suffragan, the Rector of the Parish, and 
the Rev. Drs. Tyler and Hubbs; Morning Prayer and Address at 
nine o’clock, the Rector of the Parish assisting: Intercessions and 
Address at eleven o’clock. 

Tuesday, 1:30 P. M. 

The Council assembled for business, the Bishop presiding. 

The Bishop led in brief devotions. 


The Secretary announced that more than the Canonical num- 
ber of Delegates, of each Order, entitled to seats, had reported 
themselves present. There were, in all, ninety-four Clerical Dele- 
gates, and one hundred one Lay Delegates representing fifty-one 
parishes and missions, in attendance upon the sessions of the 
Council. The Chancellor of the Diocese also was present. 

The President declared the Council duly organized and ready 
for business. 


By unanimous consent of the Council the Assistant Secretary 
was authorized to cast one ballot for the Rev. G. S. Burrows, D.D.., 
for Secretary of the Council.

On invitation of the Chair, the Rev. Dr. Goodwin addressed 
the Council on the subject of the Church’s Missions. 


Mr. F. B. Baird addressed the Council upon the work of the 
Department of Finance, and introduced other speakers associated 
with him in that work, as follows: Mr. W. A. Morgan, who, on 
behalf of the Finance Committee presented a statement (which will 
be found at the end of this paragraph): Mr. Sheppard Kimberly 
who spoke of the state of the treasury of the Diocesan N. W. C.; 
Mr. Harper Sibley who reported as to the business of the Depart- 
ments of the Nation Wide Campaign and of Religious Education, 
of the General Church; Hon. John Lord O’Brian who spoke of the 
increase of Clerical salaries; the Chancellor of the Diocese who 
spoke in behalf of the proposed Thank-offering; Mr. J. G. Buckley, 
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who spoke with respect to delinquent parishes which have failed to 
participate in the N. W. C.; Mr. E. C. Denton who referred to the 
honor of being on the Thank-offering Honor Roll. 

STATEMENT 


Inasmuch as it was stated positively at the time of the Nation Wide Campaign 
drive that no further appeals would be made for funds for the Church, for the 
period of three years, and inasmuch as this Diocese has had such success in 
raising a sufficient amount to take care of the immediate Budget, we believe it 
inadvisable to launch a general campaign for additional funds now. This in 
spite of the fact that the Emergency Fund is exhausted, and that there are many 
special and important matters to be taken care of which have not been specifically 
provided for in the Budget, some of which we are morally bound to take care of. 
The members of the Department of Finance agree that there are members of the 
Church in every parish who would be able and willing to make a thank offering, 
were the opportunity presented to them. With this in mind, we propose that 
the Rector and Vestry of each church, where there has been a campaign, should - 
appoint a committee of three laymen with whom the Department of Finance 
may communicate in order to give such as may desire the opportunity to make 
such a thank offering, provided that such givers be limited to not more than 
three persons in each parish. No amount should be stipulated, but if each Rector 
with his vestry will give this matter personal and earnest attention, we believe 
that out of the parishes which have already had a campaign we should be able to 
have between three and four hundred such offerings. These offerings are to cover 
but one year. But it can be readily seen that even with moderate sized gifts the 
total amount so raised may be a splendid and surprising one. Reports of any 
and all such offerings should be kept separate from the original subscriptions of 
each parish, and the Financial Secretary of the Diocese notified of full particulars. 
No thank offerings will be accepted from any parish in the Diocese that has failed 
to make a campaign, as it is not entitled to any part of the glory of victory. 


On motion of Mr. W. A. Morgan it was

to appoint a committee of three laymen to assist in enrolling on a Diocesan 
Honor List three individuals of the parish who shall have made themselves 
eligible by gifts of voluntary Thank-offering in recognition of the success of the 
Nation Wide Campaign in Western New York: the names of said committee to 
be forwarded immediately to the Department of Finance. 


RESOLVED, That the Chair appoint a committee to propose the objects 
to which the Thank-offering may be devoted. 


RESOLVED, That the Chair appoint a committee to audit the accounts 
of the N. W. C. for 1920.

after first-deducting (1) a sufficient subsidy for the paper Our Diocesan Fellow- 
ship, and (2) the sum of $1,525.00 for the De Lancey Divinity School. 


The referring to the Standing Committee on Constitution and Canons of a 
proposition to change the time of the meeting of the Annual Council to the 
Tuesday following the third Sunday in January each year, and that the budgets 
submitted to each Annual Council be for the current year. 


The adoption: That it be ordered that, after a parish has contributed to its 
full quota of the N. W. C. Immediate Budget, permission be given to said parish 
to designate special contributions to the General Church without incurring the 
obligation on the part of either the parish or the Diocese to contribute a cor- 
responding amount to the Diocese and that similar permission be given to parishes 
to make designated contributions to objects included in the Diocesan Emergency 
Fund, such contributions to be credited to the parish on its regular N. W. C. 
Budget without binding the parish or the Diocese to contribute a corresponding 
amount to the General Church, provided that an agreement can be made to this 
effect with the General Church. 


The adoption: That in cases where money is voted by the Executive Council 
for objects embraced in the Diocesan Emergency Fund, the expenditure of this 
money, in so far as it is to be devoted to purchase of property for building pur- 
poses, the selection of plans for building, and the construction of same, be under 
the direction of the vestry or other constituted authority in conference with 
and under the apporval of the Executive Council. 


The approval: The creation of a Building Fund up to $500,000.00 from 
which from time to time loans can be made to parishes for building purposes, it 
being understood that such parishes shall, in accepting such loan, be precluded 
from putting any additional mortgage upon the church property without the 
consent of the Executive Council. Interest on loans made from this fund to be 
at a rate of interest not over 3%. In making this recommendation, we suggest 
to the Executive Council that it authorize the Department of Missions to solicit 
contributions to this fund; with the adoption of the following: 


RESOLVED, That the resolution ($500,000) of the Executive Council be 
and is hereby approved, and that the Executive Council be requested and 
empowered to devise ways and means to provide for the establishment of this 
fund and for making the purpose of the resolution effective. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, the Report of the Bishop 
and Executive Council (excepting the Budget and the recommen- 
dation to change the date of the Annual Convention) was adopted. 


The Rev. Mr. Williams, for the Department of Publicity, 
addressed the Council in the interest of the paper, Our Diocesan 
Fellowship. 


The Rev. Mr. Mosher, for the Standing Committee on Finance, 
presented the following report which, on motion, was adopted: 


This committee to which has been referred the financial reports of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund (of the 
Diocese), the Treasurer of the Executive Council, and of the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund would respectfully report: that it has examined the same and that 
they are in due form.

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council be authorized to engage for this 
work and for such other field work as they may deem wise a full time Executive 
Secretary, provided the salary of such secretary be not an addition to the amount 
of the Budget as approved by this Convention.

Bishop's Annial Address 


Dear Friends and Brothers: 


The events of the year past have been so numerous and varied 
that I find it difficult to co-ordinate them or to pick out those upon 
which I should comment. The two outstanding happenings con- 
nected with the Church at large were the Lambeth Conference and 
the Preliminary Conference on Faith and Order. 

The Lambeth Conference of 1920 will always be remembered 
by the Appeal for Unity of which it was the author. The Appeal 
was the child of prayer and thought and sincerity and a great yearn- 
ing to satisfy the Church’s need for unity. Its effect on the Chris- 
tian Church has been salutary even in a short time. God grant it 
full fruitage. 

Likewise the Geneva Conference has left a deep impression on 
the thinking Christians of every land. If practical results are slow, 
we can afford to wait. Spiritual movements work in the spiritual 
sphere, silently, deeply and vitally. We have learned from exper- 
ience, as far as experience can teach, that force is capable of no good 
outside of its own sphere. More than that it purchases victory in 
its own sphere at horrible cost to the interests of higher spheres. 
To quote Lord Bryce: ‘Such victories as Christian principles have 
from time to time won in the unending strife of good and evil have 
been won by their inherent moral force, never through earthly 
weapons.’’ Since the War we have not reacted from reliance on 
brute force with any snap or confidence. We may take the ground 
that unless the whole world agrees to disarm nothing can be done. 
On the other hand mass movements of moment are created only by 
leadership and example. Let American citizens, small and great, 
unite in a demand for disarmament and our leadership will meet 
with response. 

The watchword of the day is conference, whether in diplomacy, 
industry, church affairs or what not. The method is sound and 
effective and irenic. It brings out the best in the conferees. It 
requires every Christian virtue for its practice. If it does not 
achieve quick success, it does that which is infinitely greater—it 
builds from the ground up and what it gains it gains for good. It 
is the handmaid of mutual understanding and friendliness without 
which there can be no advance toward that peace and unity which 
are as agreeable to Man as to God. It has disciplines as well as 
freedom —the disciplines of freedom. More and more must we 
resort to this simple method of meeting problems, settling differ- 
ences and creating fellowship. 

During the year past our Diocese has had many conferences on 
a variety of problems. Those who participated in our regional con- 
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ferences can testify as to their value. They will be continued next 
year. 

We must not abate our sense of responsibility for the work of 
the General Church, especially in relation to missions. Because 
other departments of the Church’s life have been given new prom- 
inence of late, it does not mean that missions are displaced from 
their regal position. In a world full of confusion and suspicion and 
unfriendliness between race and race, nation and nation, Christian 
missions pursue their course of goodwill to all men. They are the 
chief cement of unity, stronger than treaties, more powerful than 
diplomacy, making for a world at peace with itself. 

The Nation Wide Campaign in this Diocese was a living force 
from the outset. Itis, 1am happy to think, a growing force. Those 
parishes—all but ten—which have entered the movement are in it 
to stay. They have discovered that in blessing others they them- 
selves could not escape blessing. If I give short space to the story 
of the Nation Wide Campaign in this Diocese, it is because a willing 
horse needs no whip. 

Our Diocesan life has progressed. The Executive Council has 
faithfully endeavored to execute its trust. If at times it has appeared 
as though some appeal had been slighted or some problem over- 
looked, I am in a position to say that the Council has handled each 
separate question presented, with sympathy and a sincere desire to 
help, sparing no pains. But our resources are only the resources 
with which the Diocese provides us. We can give only’ so far as we 
have. All our actions and deliberations are open for the inspection 
of the Church, and I speak for the entire Council when I say we 
ask for suggestion and constructive criticism. 

The purchase as a Church Center of the property known as 
237 North Street, Buffalo, and comprising a large tract of land 
adjacent to the See House has met with the approval of the Diocese. 
It meant a comparatively small outlay for a large return. The 
Church House, which gives shelter to the various general organ- 
izations of the Diocese, the Wardenry and Library of the De 
Lancey Divinity School, and the residence of the Buffalo City 
Missionary, occupy only a small portion of the property. I hope 
that some one may be moved to erect, as a memorial or thank- 
offering, the Girls’ Friendly Lodge, as our next building. There is 
a mortgage of $25,000 at 5% on the Church Center to which we 
must give attention and wipe out as soon as may be. 

I shall broach the various topics I should like to discuss under 
the headings of the several Departments of our Diocesan Organ- 
ization. 


Missions 


In generous response to my request a year ago, the Right 
Reverend Dr. Ferris was elected Suffragan Bishop with special 
reference to the missionary needs of the Diocese. During the 
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interval since his consecration, he has gained a working knowledge 
of the whole field, and we are now prepared gradually to develop 
the plan which is to supersede the archdeaconry method. 

Our purpose is to endeavor to lift from isolation and loneliness 
smaller parishes and missions, grouping them into county or sim- 
ilar units wherever possible. Strong parishes should form the 
center of and be organically allied to the adjacent country. Thus 
in the Church Extension Societies of Buffalo and of Rochester, the 
unit is not the city but the county, Erie County and Monroe 
County respectively. We have been slow in inaugurating the two 
rural missions of Allegany County and Wayne County owing to 
inherent difficulties in the situation and the desire to secure the 
right leaders. The end in view is not only to preserve the identity 
of all existing parishes and missions but also to create a corporate 
responsibility for the whole county through a staff of clergy and 
other workers, and a church council composed of representatives of 
the parishes and missions included in the unit. 

In the absence of accurate statistics, such information as has 
come to me indicates a general lack of oversight of the farming 
population of the Diocese. Many of our clergy have expressed 
their desire to do this important pastoral work but means of trans- 
portation are wanting. Where it is possible automobiles should be 
provided from local funds, and where not, by a fund created for the 
purpose. | 


Religious Education 


Education without religion is education without a soul. We 
Americans have learned this by experience. Owing to our divided 
and competitive Christianity, religion is excluded from our public 
school system. The original fault lies at the door of the Church, 
not of the State. The effort of our public schools to be neutral has 
been honest but futile. Neutrality when great principles are in- 
volved must end in hostility. We are discovering this with alarm 
and the pendulum promises a back swing. It is seriously, and I 
think quite fairly, argued that our Government has it as a duty to 
see that religion plays its full part in the training of the young by 
competent teachers. Provision should be made in the schedule of 
the public schools for such teaching. The churches are left to 
determine by whom and in what places it can be given. 

This is only a beginning but should be put into execution in 
every community. 

The encouraging etal of this matter is that others than 
churchmen are deeply concerned over the situation. Mr. Herbert 
Croly of the New Republic claims that “if the secularisation of 
knowledge continues, it will ultimately wreck civilization. The 
integrity of the City of God can only be restored by the reunion 
of knowledge and religion.’”’ Mr. H. G. Wells writes in similar vein: 
‘Education is the preparation of the individual for the community, 
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and his religious training is the core of that preparation.’ Mr. 
Wells sees that the crux is our disunity and that our hopes can be 
consummated ‘‘only when a new Pentecost of unity blows through 
life again like a great wind, bursting the doors and flinging open 
the shutters of the individual life, and making many things possible 
and easy that in these present days of exhaustion seem almost too 
difficult to desire.’’ 

I beg of both the clergy and laity of this Diocese that they give 
their personal and intelligent support to our endeavors through 
the Department of Religious Education to afford the young that 
knowledge of God and the things of God which is their only secure 
foundation. The church school can do little unless parents become 
allies and helpers in religious education. As an American citizen I 
respect and support our public schools. As a Christian I applaud 
every religious school or college that comes into existence. It is 
immeasurably better to be sectarian, than to be without religious 
knowledge or convictions. 

We of this Diocese have a special and immediate responsibility 
in connection with Hobart College and its co-ordinate, William 
Smith. Responsibility for Hobart is of the first rank—prior even 
to that for colleges organically connected with the General Church 
and supported by its recognition, endorsement and encourage- 
ment. I would urge designated gifts for Hobart which at this time 
is signalizing its 100th anniversary by a campaign for $1,000,000, 
side by side with its sister college, Trinity, whose traditions and 
career run parallel with those of Hobart. 

The claim of Hobart on this Diocese and on churchmen through- 
out the country can be easily and briefly stated. It has furnished 
the church with 356 clergy; fifteen of whom were bishops. Four of 
the ten bishops consecrated in 1920, not the least of them our own 
Suffragan, were Hobart men. Last year fifteen per cent of our 
students were destined for the ministry of this Church. Professor 
Turk’s “Hobart, the Story of a Hundred Years” gives an account 
of the origin and life of the College. ‘‘The College at Geneva was 
designated originally to be an EPISCOPAL College.’ (1) In 
1820 the Diocesan Convention of New York instituted the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Theological Education Society. This society 
organized two schools, the principal one in New York City, the 
branch school in Geneva. In 1821, when the General Theological 
Seminary was moved to New York from New Haven, the branch 
school in Geneva became a branch of the General Theological Sem- 
inary. It was forthwith raised to the status of a college. From ~ 
that date to this the service rendered the Church has been con- 
stant through the lights and shadows of Hobart’s history. There 
has never been abatement of the traditions of loyalty to the Church 
which inspire Hobart and hold the College in its course. The free

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terms of the Charter have never been altered from the beginning, 
and no alteration is needed to inspire confidence in Hobart’s future. 
Hobart’s character is set, with as slim a likelihood of radical change 
as in any College of the Church. The fruits of the past will be 
matched by the fruits of the future. 

The Church Colleges of every sort, whether so organically, 
traditionally and avowedly, or traditionally and in settled character, 
are too few and inadequate to permit of distinctions and rivalries 
which, if persisted in, will surely split the Church and weaken a 
situation already pitifully weak. We must stand together with 
loyalty to one another and with the honest purpose of mutual 
helpfulness. 

The religious instruction in all our Colleges, whether or not 
under the direct authority of the General Church, needs attention 
and, in many if not most instances, improvement. 

The DeLancey Divinity School after a useful career in Geneva 
begins a new era in Buffalo. The change in the Canons on the 
Ministry open up new opportunities of service for the School. The 
large proportion of our students hitherto have been men coming 
from other ministries, or men of mature years unable to abandon 
their means of livelihood during the period required for study. 
Special provision has been made in the revised canons for men over 
thirty-two years of age. Even when such candidates are free to 
enter Seminary life, it is apt to be difficult for them to fitin. This 
fact gives our School added importance so that at the last Pro- 
vincial Synod a Committee was appointed to consider the possi- 
bility of making the DeLancey Divinity School a general instead 
of alocalinstitution. In the meantime we have under consideration 
the need of increasing the number of lectures given, and making 
the School a center for special courses of a more advanced nature or 
of immediate interest for the clergy of the Diocese. Owing to the 
cost-of purchasing and moving into the new property our funds 
have been rather heavily taxed. We shall need $600 at least in 
addition to our income this year to enable us to pursue our project 
which I hope we can secure through special gifts. 

Recruiting for the ministry can best be accomplished by the 
parochial clergy. At least this must be the foundation for all other 
efiorts. Every Embertide should be used as a season during which 
to present the claims of the ministry to our congregations, as well 
as to seek for individual conferences with our boys and young men. 
No Confirmation instructions are complete without the presenta- 
tion of this subject. My brother Bishop and I are using our oppor- 
tunities to keep the ministry and its claims before the people as 
we make our visitations. 


Christian Social Service 


The healing of social wounds is a corporate as well as an indi- 
vidual Christian duty. How to bring to bear our united strength 
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on social problems is as much our business as is our reaching after 
fellowship with God. Vagueness is useless, often cowardly. Defi- 
nite application of Christ’s principles to definite problems is a duty. 


There is one feature of our social condition which is causing 
widespread anxiety and distress, and to which I would refer. It is 
symptomatic of a disease rather than the disease itself. wo years 
ago the President of Harvard College prophesied that we were in 
for a period of materialism though, he added, it would probably be 
brief. The first part of his prophecy is true. There is a reaction 
from the disciplines imposed by war, evinced by reckless pursuit 
of pleasure and a disregard for what hitherto have been counted 
restraints imposed by decency and self respect. It is materialism, 
or putting things above persons, and whims and passions above 
ideals, which is the disease. When society is in decay the fact is 
most plainly discernible in the way people employ their leisure and 
seek recreation or amusement. The symptoms of the disease are 
found in the theatre, the club, the drawing room and the novel. 
They are widespread. But there is one encouraging note. Excesses 
have gone so far that men and women who can in no wise be classed 
among, prudes are beginning to revolt. The clergy can do their 
best work not in pulpit fulminations but in quiet personal influence 
and clear constructive teaching. It is good that the only persons 
who can handle the situation, the men and women who take the 
lead in social life, are wondering how they can scotch the snake. 
The way is simple. Every host or hostess is personally responsible 
for what goes on under his or her roof. If provision is deliberately 
made for guests to misconduct themselves, to break the laws, to 
wound their self-respect, to tempt others, then the sins of the guests 
are as much the sins of those who entertain as of those who are enter- 
tained, possibly more. Offences must needs come; but woe unto 
those by whom they come. This being so, let the men and women 
of this Diocese who are bemoaning the fact that their children are 
out of hand and going at a pace that cannot fail to end in disaster, 
let them, I say, get together and agree what shall be and what shall 
not be tolerated in home and club. We were solicitous enough for 
the moral well-being of our sons in France during the War. Now 
parents are weaving for sons and daughters with their own hands 
subtle temptations in the home itself. There are wiser restraints 
to-day in the recreative life of the American Army on the Rhine 
than in the polite society of America. Let me utter this solemn 
warning. The great masses of the people are looking with more 
intelligent eye than ever on the conduct and habits of us who hold 
privilege and place in the Nation. Those who are easily influenced 
ape us. Those who have a sense of propriety and fitness despise 
us. Those who, justly or unjustly, distrust us, are angered. They 
may be inarticulate but they hate and plot and plan. 

Another symptom of our materialism is the remote corner into 
which idealistic vocations, especially those of the ministry and of 
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teaching, are being steadily pushed. Quick material returns at 
the least possible cost of effort too often determine the occupation 
taken by our youths, both boys and girls. Vocational training has 
its place but the way it is frequently being used is such as to dis- 
credit and commercialize knowledge. 

Finance 


The Department of Finance has ably handled the affairs of a 
difficult year. Money has not been plentiful, appeals of an urgent 
nature have been more frequent than at any time in the past, and 
the needs both of the General Church and of the Diocese have been 
presented in an irresistible manner. Our income falls far short of 
our requirements. We have barely reached our immediate budget, 
as collections have fallen short of pledges. But allowing for all the 
legitimate explanations of our small income—small in comparison 
with our needs—I cannot conclude otherwise than that our Church 
people in this Diocese have resources equal to our maximum require- 
ments. Those who give most to the Church in proportion to their 
means are the poor and the people in moderate circumstances. A 
distinguished few men and women of wealth, or who are well-to-do, 
belong to the same class of cheerful, conscientious contributors. 
But they are relatively few. Of the balance, who form the majority, 
there are those who are generous givers to every cause but the 
Church. An annual pledge that would be considered by them quite 
unworthy for national, educational, or civic needs they do not 
hesitate to make for the Church. And then there are those, I wish 
I could think them few, who attach such small value and impor- 
tance to the Church as to place it on a lower level than idle pleasure 
and doubtful self-indulgence. This last class are hopeless until 
they are converted to believe that Jesus Christ was in earnest when 
He said “‘Seek ye first the Kingdom of God and His righteousness.”’ 
But the former class are open to approach. As has been pointed out 
recently, the principle of the quota has danger as well as value. A 
man will be content to give his share in a quota who otherwise 
would contribute according to his means. The quota system de- 
mocratizes giving to a common denominator which is more apt to 
be low than high. It needs to be supplemented. A special Com- 
mittee of our Department of Finance has been considering this mat- 
ter and a report and plan of action was presented this afternoon 
and accepted. 

Our Diocese desires to meet the requirements of the General 
Church and as I have already said, purposes todo so. But we may 
not neglect our own local needs. ‘Our clergy and their people have 
been patient and generous in holding in abeyance their own plans 
for the benefit of the General Church. For these plans we need a 
fund of not less than $300,000 for definite projects. It sounds large 
but it is within the resources of the church people of the Diocese 
and ought to be forthcoming. Among the requests on our priority 
list there is not one that has not been carefully examined before 
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endorsement. It must be remembered that during the War we 
were but marking time so far as diocesan and parochial life was 
concerned, so that in this sum asked we have the accumulation of 
four years. I should like to get people away from the quota idea 
to the old principle, than which none is superior, of giving according 
as God has prospered them. With due respect for organization and 
new methods to meet new needs, I find myself frequently running 
up against definitions that are too nice and methods that are too 
detailed. Organization which cramps freedom defeats its own end. 
Whenever we discover that organization is becoming our master 
rather than our servant, something is artificial and wrong. If the 
Church is still a living and divine organism, its life will work 
outward from within and succeed. If it is just one more human 
machine it will operate inward from without—and fail. 

Pubhety 

I hope that Our Diocesan Fellowship, which is the organ of the 
Bishop and Executive Council, will have wide reading. The Depart- 
ment of Publicity is endeavoring to make it a unifying factor in the 
Diocese. Nothing can take the place of personal touch but where 
this is impossible the printed page does fairly well in making neigh- 
bors of those who live far apart. Our magazine will present our 
ideals and plans and enable all of us to come under their unifying 
influence. During this session of the Diocesan Council, opportunity 
will be given to clerical and lay deputies to subscribe. 

As I said in the last issue of Our Diocesan Fellowship, we must 
not allow the shadows of religion to blind us to its substance. It 
is the substance that creates the shadow, not the shadow the sub- 
stance. The worst ritualists in the Church are they who put their 
main trust in buildings and facilities and machinery and organ- 
izations. Some of the finest spiritual fabrics in the Church are 
those where little else exists. The people are the spiritual house 
and there is none other. 

It is my ambition for the Diocese that this spiritual house should 
be our first and chief aim. Those who have the finest equipment 
and best facilities are charged with the greatest spiritual respon- 
sibility. Their society or fellowship in faith and in character should 
be the most exemplary. But all of us have the common responsi- 
bility to believe in Jesus Christ as our Saviour and to accept Him 
as our Example. The story of the Christian Church is one of 
changing accent. Sometimes chief emphasis is laid on faith and 
then we have a theological era. Sometimes it falls on life and con- 
duct and then we have a puritan era. It puzzles many in our day 
that seemingly so much attention should be paid to creed and 
relatively so little to character in admission to church fellowship 
and sacraments. Without discussing this matter, I would simply 
remark that judged by the standards of life and conduct given in 
our Lord’s Sermon on the Mount we fall short woefully. In saying 
this I speak first of all in terms of personal self-condemnation. It 
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would appear to me that the very first business of Christians to-day 
is to accept without reservations or excuses the Sermon on the 
Mount as the only adequate or safe guide to personal, business and 
social life. Supposing through this coming year you and I severally 
and together take Jesus Christ at His word, and study the Sermon 
on the Mount for the purpose of applying it to our daily, practical 
life. If we do so we are building securely and no storms, however 
severe, will harm or move us. No words ever spoken by Christ are 
spoken with a greater degree of finality than those of the Sermon on 
the Mount. 

In closing I wish to thank all of you present together with the 
parishes and missions you represent for your unbroken loyalty and 
generous support. The knowledge that I have an undivided body 
of clergy and laity to aid me in my task of spiritul leadership has 
been a comfort in moments of difficulty and darkness. I rely on 
you and look to you, praying God that our combined efforts may 
bear fruit. Bishop Ferris has already established a relationship with 
you that is happy and strong. What he has been to me, I alone can 
fully appreciate. I would use this opportunity to thank the retiring 
Archdeacons for their years of good service. 

During the past twelve months death has taken from us four 
priests: FrancisS. Dunham, Harry E. Robbins, Richard Warne and 
Francis F. Rice. Of the many faithful among the laity who have 
gone to their rest, two names are conspicuous: Bertha Bach Walker 
and Matthew D. Mann. Mrs. Walker was known throughout the 
Diocese. Her winsome personality, her loyal character and her 
conscientious service of the Church leave us happy memories and 
enduring benefit. Dr. Mann was a leader in life and service. 
Whether in his own parish church, the Laymen’s League, the 
Churchman’s Club, or in his place in the councils of the General 
Church he always made a contribution of value to right thinking 
and right living. 

To these, O Lord, and to all who have left us the past year for 
the world beyond this grant eternal rest and let light perpetual 
shine upon them. 


An outstanding character of the Diocese who holds a secure 
place in the affection of his fellows, is shortly to leave the work to 
which he is wedded for an untried and unsought field—the Rev. 
John Ward. When he becomes Bishop of Erie we shall still count 
him of our fellowship, congratulating ourselves that his Diocese 
touches ours in neighborly fashion.

Year, 1920-1921. . 


May 21, 1920—The Committee met at the office of the Surrogate, Rochester,

The meeting opened with devotional exercises conducted by the Rev. Doctor 
Sills. 

Reverend C. Morton Sills, D.D., was elected President, and the Reverend 
Doctor Jessup, Secretary. 

It was resolved that the rates for Diocesan Assessments and Apportionments 
be as follows: 
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It was resolved that a committee of three be appointed to prepare and send 
to the parishes the notice of assessment due from each parish in connection with 
the terms of the Budget adopted by the Diocesan Council of 1920. The chair 
appointed as such committee the Secretary, and Messrs. Ludlow and Plimpton. 


May 27, 1920—In view of the election by the Diocesan Council of the 
Reverend David Lincoln Ferris, Rector of Christ Church, Rochester, to the 
office of Bishop Suffragan in the Diocese, it was 


Resolved, That the required canonical notices of the aforesaid election be 
sent to the Bishops and Standing Committees of this Church, and that the 
Secretary of the Standing Committee be requested to take charge of this matter. 


July 7, 1920—It was resolved that the Standing Committee, acting in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the new Canon Seven, adopted at the Diocesan 
Council at Batavia, direct its Secretary to hand over to the Department of 
Finance of the Executive Council, all papers relating to the Diocesan Budget for 
1920. The Department of Finance, under the new Canon Seven, now having 
charge of the Diocesan Budget and all matters relating thereto. 


Mr. George Rutter was recommended to the Bishop of the Diocese to be 
admitted a candidate for Holy Orders. The members of the Standing Committee 
present signed the required recommendation. 


Consent was given to the election of a Bishop Co-adjutor for the Diocese of 
South Carolina. 


Consent was given to the consecration of the Reverend William Bertrand 
Stevens, Ph.D., as Bishop Co-adjutor for the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

Consent was given to the consecration of the Reverend Philip Cook, D.D., 
to be Bishop of the Diocese of Delaware; of the Reverend George William 
Davenport to be Bishop of the Diocese of Easton; of the Reverend Herbert 
Henry Heywood Fox to be Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of Montana. 


September 13, 1920—Canonical consent to the consecration of the Reverend 
Granville Gaylord Bennett to be Bishop Co-adjutor of the Diocese of Duluth was 


' granted.

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Consent was given to St. Luke’s Church, Genesee Falls, (St. Luke’s Church, 
Rochester) to sell certain lands to Sarah M. Stott for the sum of $14,000, said sum 
to be used for the purchase of a proper and suitablel Rectory.

I hereby tender my resignation as a member of the Standing Committee with 
the deepest appreciation of the privilege which has been mine in fellowship with 


you.

On motion the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, that the Standing Committee accept the resignation of the Rt. 
Rev. David Lincoln Ferris as a member of this Committee with sincere regret 
that we shall no longer have the benefit of his wise counsel in our deliberations, 
and with profound gratitude that, by his Consecration this day to be Suffragan 
Bishop of our Diocese, we enter into a new and more intimate relation with him 
both personally and officially. 


On motion the Reverend John C. Ward, rector of Grace Church, Buffalo, 
was unanimously elected a member of the Standing Committee to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Bishop Ferris. 


A communication was received from the Reverend Charles H. Boynton, 
Ph.D., inquiring what would be done about a sum of money standing unpaid 
from the Diocese of Western New York for Religious Education in the Second 
Province. On motion this question was referred to the Executive Council. 


On motion the suggestion made by Bishop Brent that the expenses of the 
four Bishops assisting at the consecration of Bishop Ferris be paid from Bishop 
Brent’s expense account was approved. Because of Bishop Brent’s léng absence 
from the Diocese during the past summer, the total appropriation for his travelling 
expenses would not be required for that purpose. 


On motion, Doctor Allen A. Jones of Buffalo was nominated to the Bishop 
of the Diocese for appointment as examining physician of postulants for Holy 
Orders in this Diocese. This nomination was made in accordance with the re- 
quirements of Canon 1, Sec. 1 (2) of the General Church. 


It was resolved, at the request of Bishop Brent, to recommend to the Execu- 
tive Council that an appropriation of three hundred sixty dollars per year be 
made for the support of the clergymen at Warsaw, to assist in bringing his salary 
up to the minimum standard, this appropriation to date from April 1, 1920. 
Similar resolutions were also adopted for the support of the clergymen at East 
Rochester in the sum of $500. Also an appropriation of $290 per year for the 
support of the clergymen at Silver Creek and Angola. 


On motion, duly seconded and carried, Mr. Plimpton and Mr. Ludlow were 
appointed a sub-committee to act in conjunction with Bishop Brent and the 
Financial Secretary of the Diocese in securing information with regard to all cases 
in which the Standing Committee was asked that grants be made for increase of 
salaries of the clergy af the Diocese. 


December 14, 1920—The sub-committee appointed at the meeting of October’ 
13th, 1920, for the purpose of securing information concerning certain grants to 
be made in bringing clerical salaries up to the minimum standard, as provided 
by the Nation-Wide Campaign, reported, that after carefully considering each 
case on its merits, makes the following recommendations, viz:

(c) Report of the Archdearon of Buifaln 


For the year ending December 31st, 1920. 


To the Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., S.T.D., L.L.D., Bishop of the Diocese of 
Western New York and Brethren of the Clergy and Laity. 


This is the third report of your Archdeacon since taking up the work of the 
Archdeaconry of Buffalo. 


The following parishes and missions for the whole or part of the year have 
had the ministrations of the Archdeacon: Angelica, Belfast, Belmont, Wellsville, 
Friendship, Belvidere, Ellicottville, Springville, Angola, Silver Creek, Chautau- 
qua, Allentown, Forestville, Franklinville, Hinsdale, Bolivar, Sinclairville, 
Depew, Williamsville, Brockton, Indian Reservation, Irving, Corfu, Akron and 
LaSalle, (twenty-five places.) 


Missionaries of the Board have during the whole or part of the year, min- 
istered to the places now mentioned: Rev. E. R. Bennett, at Lackawanna, Rev. 
J. G. Wilson, Jr., at Ripley, Westfield and Mayville, Rev. J. H. Sheppard at 
Youngstown and Lewiston, Rev. Percy Isherwood at Perry, Rev. T. H. Delbridge 
at Randolph, East Randolph and Little Valley, Rev. Frank Marchant at Orchard 
Park and Hamburg, Rev. W. E. Nixon at Gowanda and Newtown, Rev. Frederick 
W. Burge at Warsaw, Attica and Darien Center. Rev. H. C. Merrill has had 
charge of the Deaf Mute Work. 
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The Laymens’ Missionary League have faithfully supplied every place that 
has asked for their ministrations. The Superintendent, Mr. Charles J. Burton, 
has done most efficient work with the help, at all times, of the President, Dr. 
H. H. Glosser, and the active members of the league. 

Mr. T. H. Clough, a member of the League, has finished twenty-eight years 
of record breaking service among the Indians, who worship at the Church of the 
Good Shepherd located on the Reservation at Irving, and also has given a ser- 
vice every Sunday, at St. Andrews Church, Irving, for the white people. 


The Archdeacon and Mr. Clough provided a service every week at each place 
during Lent. The Indians love their church and the services. 

At Chautauqua two services were held each Sunday during July and August, 
under the direction of the Archdeacon. He was assisted in the work by visiting 
Priests. A payment of $500 was made toward the debt of $3,500 due on the 
Church Headquarters property. 

The automobile purchased for the Archdeacon by the gifts of parishes, 
missions and friends, who wished to help him to efficiently do his work was deliv- 
ered to him March 22nd, 1920, and up to December 31st, 1920, has been driven 
14000 miles. By the use of the automobile the Archdeacon, on some Sundays, 
has been able to hold as many as six services, and very often has held five. 


The Council did away with the Archdeaconry system last May, but the 
Archdeacon, having been elected for three years, has still continued to do the 
work, and has been most happy in the consciousness that he has kept the doors 
open, in so many parishes and missions, that otherwise, during the year, would 
have been closed. 

New work was started by the Archdeacon last August, at Akron, and also 
since that time services in Corfu have been revived, after the church ‘had been 
closed for nearly four years. The people in that place are now raising money to 
put the church building in good condition once more.

(D) Report of Deaf Mute Missionary 


To the Bishops and Executive Council, Diocese of Western New York: 

During the year 1920 forty-three services for the deaf, including nine cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion, were held in the Diocese, as follows: Buffalo, 
10; Geneva, 4; Lockport, 2; Jamestown, 6; Rochester, 11. Several other con- 
templated services were either cancelled or made inadvisable because of the severe 
weather that prevailed during January and February. Each of these services 
involved a visit to the city named, and a number of other visits to those places 
were also made to attend social gatherings, make calls, etc. In addition, cal!s were 
made on people in Corning, Dunkirk, Westfield, Canandaigua, Phelps, and some 
other places. At one time, the courtesy of a friend with an automobile enabled 
the missionary to visit quite a number of deaf people residing in the country near 
Geneva and Canandaigua, visits which would have been impracticable otherwise. 

In Buffalo our services were generally held in Christ Chapel of Trinity 
Church. Several social meetings were also held in the Parish House, and it is 
hoped that these meetings can be made a regular feature of our work in Buffalo. 

In Rochester services for the deaf are held in the Parish House of St. Luke’s 
Church, a portable altar being used, with a social meeting of some kind nearly 
every month. The attendance at both the services and the social gatherings in 
Rochester has been quite encouraging. The school for the deaf in this city is 
visited from time to time, and on one occasion the missionary was invited to give 
a brief talk to the older pupils of the school. He attended a reunion of the alumni 
of the school in June, which enabled him to meet and become somewhat acquainted 
with a number of deaf persons from various places in western New York. 

There are only a few deaf people in Geneva and services are held in St. 
Peter’s Church occasionally. Recently a service was held in St. John’s Church, 
Canandaigua, to see if the deaf of that section could not be reached to better 
advantage thereby, but it is impossible to determine from this one service which 
place is the better for these services. 

An examination of the records showed that services for the deaf were for- 
merly held in Jamestown and Lockport, but discontinued for some reason or other. 
The Missionary has tried resuming services in these cities; in St. Luke’s Church, 


Jamestown, with encouraging results, and in Grace Church, Lockport, with fair 
success. 

Calls are made on the people in their homes so far as possible and talks had 
with them individually as occasion warrants. As time passes, the missionary is 
gradually becoming acquianted with the deaf people throughout the State, and 
he feels that as he becomes better known to them and gains their confidence the 
usefulness of the Mission will increase. 

The Missionary solemnized one marriage in the Diocese during the year and 
baptized three persons, one adult and two children, these official acts having 
been included in the records of the parishes in which they occurred. 

During the year the missionary officiated at a total of 190 services in the 
three Dioceses comprising his field and elsewhere, and traveled approximately 
17,800 miles. In closing he wishes to thank the Bishops, the Clergy, and the 
Laity for their interest and assistance in the work he is trying to do.

(G) Che Church Pension Hund 


The Committee of the Diocese of Western New York on the Church Pension 
Fund has the honor to report to the Diocesan Council as follows: The following 
annuities granted by the Church Pension Fund are in force in the Diocese of 
Western New York. 

(EXHIBIT I) 


The pension assessment, equal to 714 per cent on the salaries paid to the 
clergy, as ordered by the canons of the General Convention and the canons of the 
Diocese of Western New York, have been paid most satisfactorily by the parishes 
and other ecclesiastical organizations in the Diocese, thereby covering the clergy 
and their families with the pension protection designed by the Church through 
the Church Pension Fund. 

There are, however, a few failures to comply with the canons and make these 
payments. They are listed below. Your Committee trusts that these failures to 
to pay will become less, until the full 100 per cent of payments is reached by the 
Diocese of Western New York, as we understand is the case in quite a number of 
other dioceses. 


The failures to pay the pension assessments are as follows: 


(EXHIBIT IT) 


Your Committee would emphasize that failures to pay the Pension Fund 
Assessments are serious for two reasons. 


The first reason is that the pension assessment is ordered by the law of the 
Church. It is needless to remark that any organization is strong in proportion as 
it fulfills the law. The Episcopal Church enjoys, as one of its most prized heri- 
tages, the spirit of obedience to the law of the Church by both the clergy and the 
laity. Therefore, any failure to fulfill the canon law is a matter of moment. 


But, in the second place, the pension assessment is not merely a matter of 
fulfilling of law but is of vital importance to the clergyman and their families and, 
through them, to the interest of the Church. The whole Pension Fund system 
is the assumption by the laity of the obligation to provide for the future of the 
clergy and their families. The cordiality with which the laity have assumed this 
obligation has been most encouraging, and your Committee are sure that the few 
cases where the parishes are not doing so, through the payment of the pension 
assessments, whether in this Diocese or in other dioceses, are simply matters of 
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neglect or an inadequate appreciation of the situation, and are by no means a 
repudiation of the responsibility which the laity have assumed, and which has 
reflected so much credit upon the Episcopal Church. 


The General Convention, through an able commission, made the most 
elaborate study possible of the best manner in which the laity could discharge its 
obligations to provide future support for the clergy and their families, and the 
conclusion reached was that the only practical way was that which is now in 
force in the system of the Church Pension Fund, namely that each parish and 
other ecclesiastical organization paying a salary to a clergyman should pay such 
an assessment as had been determined by actuarial science to be equal to the 
future support which was designed to be provided. This assures, if the pension 
assessment is paid, an absolutely certain provision for the future. Of course, 
therefore, of the pension assessment is not paid, the clergyman who is serving 
the parish which fails to pay and his family must be deprived of this assurance of 
support. We feel sure that there is no vestry or other governing body of layman 
in the Diocese of Western New York which, if it thoroughly understands this 
situation, would wish to deprive the clergyman serving it and his family of such 
an essential provision. 


It should also be realized that the system of the Church Pension Fund is 
what is known technically as a group pension system and that any failure to pay 
the pension assessments weakens the group to that extent and, if carried beyond 
a certain point, would necessitate the abandonment of the system. Therefore, 
any parish that does not fulfill the obligation of the canon is assuming a heavy 
responsibility, not only toward its own rector, but to the whole body of the clergy 
of our Church. : 


The only thing that could weaken the force of the above reasons would be 
that either the establishment of the Church Pension Fund, or its administration, 
had been on such an imperfect basis as to weaken the absolute security in which 
the parishes can make the payment and look to the promises being fulfilled in the 
future for their clergy. Your Committee is happy to report that the security is 
absolute. The Church Pension Fund was created by a special charter of the 
Legislature of New York, and its Trustees placed in the charter the provision 
that it must make an annual report to the Superintendent of Insurance of the 
State of New York of the exact condition of its affairs, scientifically determined. 
That is, it reports annually to the Superintendent not only the amount of its 
assets, but also the present value of every promise that it has outstanding. While 
this is, of course, a highly scientific calculation, the result can be understood by 
those least experienced in such matters. These figures, as of January 1, 1921, 
are before your Committee in the Third Annual Report of the Church Pension 
Fund just issued from the press. This report shows that the present value of 
Sach grant which the Church Pension Fund has made or assumed, and the pre- 
eent value of the promises made under its rules because of the receipt of 
assessments on behalf of any clergyman, amount to $10,300,000. The total 
value of its assets amounts to $12,800,000. 


We understand that some deduction must be made from these total assets 
on account of certain funds handled by the Trustees which are not applicable to 
the pension system, but this deduction does not alter the essential fact that the 
assets of the Trustees are in excess of its actuarially calculated liabilities in such 
a percentage as gives complete assurance that the Trustees are in the position 
absolutely to fulfill the promises upon which the pension assessments are raid for 
the clergy and their families. 


These promises, as you well know, are on a modest basis; this is the reason 
why they are certain of fulfillment. They could not be increased without impair- 
ing the ability of the Trustees to guarantee them. If the resources in the hands 
of the Trustees of the Church Pension Fund show, from any cause, such an increase 
that they have a surplus of assests over liabilities in excess of what is required by 
sound insurance practice, doubtless the Trustees will, on their own motion, take 
steps to increase their promises. But what is wanted by the clergy and the Church 
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is perfect security, and there is also the realization that the pension system is so 
adjusted that, as time goes on, the payment of pension assessments will produce 
larger returns. 


Your Committee would conclude by calling the attention of the Reverend 
Clergy to the institution by the Church Pension Fund of a certificate placed annu- 
ally in the hands of all clergymen for whom the full pension assessments have 
been paid by the parishes or other organizations which they have served. These 
certificates have gone out for full payments previous to the year 1920 and are 
being issued, we are advised, at present for full payments previous to the year 
1921. If any clergyman in the Diocese of Western New York has not received 
the certificate issued in 1920 he ought to communicate with the office of the 
Church Pension Fund, 14 Wall Street, and make inquires and, similarly, if within 
a reasonable time he does not receive the certificate issued in 1921. 


Your Committee also thankfully notice from the Report of the Church 
Pension Fund the large increases of salaries in the Church. The pension assess- 
ments received by the Fund in the year 1919 amounted to $665,000; in the year 
1920 they amounted to $772,000. The increase is due, we are advised, largely 
to the increases of salaries of the clergy which would appear to be considerably 
over a million dollars for the whole Church. This is a matter of congratulation, 
and also the very high percentage of pension assessments paid throughout the 
whole Church, as these figures indicate, is a matter of congratulation.

(1) BeLanrey Divinity School 
REPORT OF THE WARDEN 


The year, 1920-1921, has been a notable one in the history of the DeLancey 
Divinity School. In it steps have been taken which, it is hoped and confidently 
expected, will eventually bring the institution into that larger service commen- 
surate with both its opportunity and its duty. 


Among the steps are two principal and decisive ones: the removal of the 
School from Geneva to Buffalo, and the bringing a proposition before the Provin- 
cial Synod to make the School more than a diocesan organization. 


The feasibility of changing the location of the School was carefully considered 
by the Board of Religious Education last year; the members of the Board being 
the Trustees of the School. A resolution was adopted approving the proposed 
change. At the Annual Council of 1920 the Bishop, in his address, said—‘'I 
recommend the removal of the wardenry of the DeLancey Divinity School to 
Buffalo and its relation to the newly organized Church Extension Society in that 
city. There will be economy in having the Warden living in the place where the 
lectures are delivered and the School definitely associated with our City Mission 
work.’ The Trustees of the Parochial Fund were requested to sell the wardenry 
at Geneva; and the sale was consummated July 10, 1920, the sum realized being 
$9,400.00. Late in the autumn the Executive Council of the Diocese decided 
upon the purchase of the new Diocesan Headquarters, in connection with which 
was a building easily adaptable to the School purposes. The Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund bought an interest in the Diocesan Headquarters property by 
the payment of $10,000.00 of the School funds, with the provision stipulated in 
the deed—‘“ That, in the case of the sale of said property, the said sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars shall be returned to the funds of the DeLancey Divinity 
pee On December 23, 1920, the Warden and his wife moved into the new 

ome. 


Since taking possession of the building, now known as the DeLancey Divinity 
School Buliding, many repairs and improvements have been made amounting, 
with the installation of steel book shelves and other furnishings, to $4,315.54. The 
total investment, therefore, at date is $14,315.54. The value of the building in 
which the School, with the Warden, is housed is much more than that amount. 


At the meeting of the Provincial Synod in this city last fall the Warden pre- 
sented the following, which on motion, was unanimously adopted: Resolved— 
That the President of this Synod appoint a committee, of which The Right Rev- 
erend, the Bishop of Western New York, shall be chairman and the very Rev- 
erend, the Dean of the General Theological Seminary, shall be a member, to take 
under consideration theeadvisability and the possibility of so extending territor- 
ially, the Trustees of the School consenting, the sphere of operation of the De- 
Lancey Divinity School as to include all the dioceses of the Second Province, 
and possibly of the entire Church in the United States, together with measures 
for financing such enlarged work of the School in case it is undertaken: said 
committee to report to a later session of this Synod, if it cares to do so, or to the 
next regular meeting of the Synod when it convenes. To the two members of the 
committee designated in the resolution there has been added a third member, the 
President of St. Stephen’s College. 


While the above mentioned changes in location and property have been 
going on, with a large measure of disturbance and confusion, the School has been 
pursuing, under difficulty but without omission or serious interruption, its usual 
course of work. Lectures have been held, regularly, at the parish house of St. 
Mary’s Church, or the parish house of Trinity Church. Too much cannot be 
said in appreciation of the unfailing courtesy and hospitality of these parishes; 
and also of Trinity Church, Geneva. For a long period they have afforded 
accommodations for our work; often, no doubt, at considerable inconvenience and 
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expense to themselves. The officers, lecturers and students feel much indebted 
and very grateful to the Rectors, Vestries and peoples of these parishes for their 
very great kindnesses these many years. 


The lecturers are the same as those of last year, with the exception of the 
Rev. Dr. Rogers, who succeeds the Bishop Suffragan in the chair of Ecclesiastical 
History. 


Those doing work in the Preparatory Department during the last twelve 
months are Messrs. Charles J. Burton, Frank G. Heffer, Herbert E. Rodwell and 
S. W. Sundin. Three of these, it is expected, will begin their course, as Juniors, 
in the Theological classes next fall. Those doing work in the Divinity Depart- 
ment have been Messrs. Charles J. Burton, Robert W. Fegan, Arthur Gaylord, 
C. E. Sutton and the Rev. Squire Schofield. Word is just received of the sudden 
death of Mr. Fegan, while this report is preparing. He was a most estimable 
young man. The Rev. W. E. Nixon completed his course in the School last June.

We await the future with confidence and anticipations. Much depends, of 
course, upon the success of our efforts to make the School more general in the 
sphere of its operations. More depends upon the personal and material support 
it receives from its friends, from the Diocese and from the Church at large. What- 
ever the further plans for the School may be, it has done and is doing a work which 
meets a decided need and is indisputably worth while. In curriculum, in the 
number of students and in the efficiency of those who have gone forth from its 
doors it compares favorably with the courses; and achievements of some of the 
more general seminaries. Our purpose is to make the training we give the best 
possible under the circumstances. We ask the help and influence of our friends. 
We need more books, more money for our book fund. The small endowment 
intended to aid in the support of the library has not produced any income in 
several years; it being invested in Missouri Pacific R. R. stocks. We need more 
money for the running expenses of the School. The cost of operation in 1920 
exceeded by a small amount the income for that year. The cost of removal, 
repairs and improvements has depleted our principal some $5,000.00. Our income 
now, therefore, is less than formerly. And this i in a day of High Cost of Living 
and enlarged undertakings. We ask for a place in the Nation-Wide Campaign 
Budget. We have asked it before; we ask it again 


In ‘‘A Chance Conversation,” published in the last issue of the Church’s 
Ministry, the question is asked; ‘‘ How are the Church’s seminaries supported?” 
The answer is; ‘‘ Almost entirely by income from invested funds.”’ ‘‘Do not the 
people of the Church contribute year by year?’”’ ‘No, as a rule they do not. 
The Church is dependent for the training of its clergy upon the generosity of the 
men and women of an earlier generation.’ ‘‘Are the endowments, on which our 
seminaries depend, adequate?’ ‘‘In the case of those seminaries that I know 
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best the endowment has long since ceased to be adequate.’”’ ‘‘Do I understand 
that the endowments stand at their original figure, and have not been added to?’’ 
‘‘Almost that. Indeed with some of our seminaries that is all but literally the 
situation.” ‘‘How do you account for this?” “TI hardly know. Perhaps in part 
it is the fault of the seminaries themselves; they have been too modest and 
retiring; they have not clamored for help. But our Church seems, on all sides, 
rather curiously uninterested in educational work of its own. Twice, within 
recent months, wealthy members of the Church in our diocese have died, in each 
‘case disposing of estates running into several millions of dollars. Splendid 
bequests were made to our City Mission, to the Board of Missions, to universities 
and hospitals—but not a cent for theological education.” 

The Rector and Vestry of St. Paul’s Church, Buffalo, have presented to the 
School the Shelton Library containing many valuable volumes. The Church 
Home, Buffalo, contributed a bound file of The Churchman and sets of historical 
works. 

We are indebted to the Rev. F. W. Abbott for the gift to the library of two 
recent books; My Priesthood, by Carey, and the Epistles of St. John, by Bishop 
Gore. We are grateful to the lecturers and students for splendid courtesy and 
support, and an earnest effort to make the School all it can and should be. We 
are most grateful to the Right Reverend, the Bishop of the Diocese, for counsel 
and encouragement, and for the comprehensive vision with which he plans for 
the present and the future.

(J) Report of the Bishop and Exerutive Council 


To the 84th Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


Pursuant to Canon Seven, Title One, Section Six, Subsection One, the Bishop 
and Executive Council respectfully submit the following report of the work done 
under their supervision during the past year. 


The newly created Executive Council held its first meeting on May 21, 1920, 
in the City of Rochester and organized for work by the adoption of by-laws and 
the election of officers. 


The officers chosen were as follows: 


Vice-Chairman, The Rev. Cameron J. Davis 
Treasurer, Mr. Shepard Kimberly 
Secretary, Mr. Myron M. Ludlow, Jr. 

Legal Advisor, The Hon. Nathaniel Foote. 


The members of the Executive Council were appointed to the departments 
provided for by Canon Seven as follows: 


To Missions and Church Extension: Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D., Rev. 
Charles Morton Sills, D.D., Rev. Nathan W. Stanton, Mr. E. C. Denton and 
Mr. J. M. Prophet. 


To Religious Education: Rev. David L. Ferris, D.D., Rev. Charles A. 
Jessup, D.D., Rev. J. W. D. Cooper and Mr. Harper Sibley. 

To Christian Social Service: Rev. Samuel Tyler, D.D., Rev. Cameron J. 
Davis and Mr. Julian G. Buckley. 


To Finance: Mr. Frank B. Baird, Mr. W. A. Morgan, Mr. Shepard Kimberly 
and Mr. J. M. Prophet. 


To Publicity and Personnel: Rev. G. F. Williams and Myron M. Ludlow, Jr. 


During the year the Bishop and Executive Council have held meetings on 
the following dates: May 21, 1920, May 27, 1920, September 28, 1920, Novem- 
ber 12, 1920, January 11, 1921, March 29, 1921, and May 10, 1921. 


At these meetings the Executive Council received the reports, from time to 
time, of work done by each of the departments, took action on various matters 
submitted to it by the departments and instituted and furthered other work 
concerning the Church in the diocese. 


The various matters upon which the Executive Council took action are sum- 
marized below: 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION the action 


taken in each instance follows: 


1. It confirmed the appointment of the following additional members: Rev. 
David L. Ferris, D.D. (May 27, 1920), Rev. F. C. Lee (May 27, 1920), Rev. 
Cameron J. Davis (May 27, 1920), Mrs. Kingman N. Robins (May 27, 1920), 
Rey. B. S. Sanderson (September 28, 1920), Mr. Millard S. Burns (September 28, 
1920), Mrs. Emily E. Nicholas (September 28,. 1920), Rev. Henry de Wolf de 
Mauriac (January 11, 1921), and Mr. George T. Ballachey (May 10, 1921), in 
place of Millard S. Burns who had resigned. 


2. It referred to this department all resolutions regarding the Nation-Wide 
Campaign passed by the Diocesan Council in 1920 (May 21, 1920). 


3. It continued the services of the Rev. William L. Davis and the Rev. 
Nathan W. Stanton until further order (May 21, 1920). 
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4. It requested this department to create a subcommittee to oversee the 
work of Deaf Mutes (May 21, 1920). 


5. It directed that the missionary work in the County of Monroe be made 
a unit under the direction of the Church Extension Society of Rochester (Sep- 
tember 28, 1920). 


6. It directed that the missionary work in the County of Erie be made a 
unit under the care of the Church Extension Society of Buffalo (September 28, 
1920). 


7. It referred to the Bishop, for his consideration and advice, the matter of 
the establishment of Associate Missions (September 28, 1920). 


8. It approved the action of this department in dividing the Subcommittee 
on Diocesan Missions into two sections, one representing the former archdeaconry 
of Buffalo and the other the former archdeaconry of Rochester (September 28, 
1920). 


9. It directed that steps be taken to have the Nation-Wide Campaign Can- 
vass conducted during the first week of December, 1920, in all parishes which had 
not, at the time, made their Nation-Wide Campaign Canvass (September 28, 
1920). 


10. It directed that all parishes which had not pledged to date an amount 
equal to their immediate budget quota be requested to made a supplementary 
canvass during the first week of December, 1920 (September 28, 1920). 


11. It directed the department to request that on Palm Sunday, 1921, and 
on Palm Sunday, 1922, supplementary canvasses be held in each parish and 
mission in the Diocese which had not subscribed in full to its total or regular 
budget quota and that in the conduct of the supplementary the effort be made to 
secure subscriptions, first, from those who had not previously contributed and 
second, from those, who in the judgment of the rector or priest in charge and his 
committee, had not contributed in proportion to the amounts given by others in 
the same financial position (September 28, 1920). 


12. It directed that the expense incurred by parishes and missions in con- 
ducting the extra parochial Nation-Wide Campaign Canvass be allowed as a credit 
on the parochial quota of the regular budget over and above the total amount of 
pledges already secured (September 28, 1920). 


13. It directed that a Subcommittee of the Department of Missions, of 
which the Bishop shall be chairman, be appointed to write a letter to the clergy 
and parochial authorities, setting forth the vital need of a Diocesan Emergency 
Fund (September 28, 1920). 


14. It directed that the sum of $2,500.00 contributed by Mr. Rufus Sibley 
to the Church of the Epiphany, Rochester, be credited to St. Paul’s Church, 
Rochester, on its regular budget quota, when the Diocese has subscribed through 
Class G (September 28, 1920). 


15. It approved the action of the department in urging upon each priest the 
imperative duty of organizing his congregation under the group system and 
authorized the chairman of the department to present this matter to the Diocese 
(September 28, 1920). 


16. It requested the Chairman of the Committee on Diocesan Missions to 
make a. survey of the needs of the County of Monroe outside of the City of 
Rochester and report thereon (November 12, 1920). 


17. It directed that steps be taken to establish an Associate Mission in 
Allegany County, if it meets with the approval of the Bishop (November 12, 
1920). 


18. It directed that steps be taken to establish an Associate Mission in 
Wayne County if it meets with the approval of the Bishop (November 12, 1920). 


19. It directed the department to encourage parishes and missions in the 
Diocese which were about to make an every member canvass in December, 1920, 
to endeavor, at the time of their parochial canvass, to secure subscriptions to the 
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Nation-Wide Campaign but only from (1) those who have not previously sub- 
scribed and (2) from those, who in the judgment of the rector or priest in charge 
and his committee, had not subscribed in proportion to the amounts subscribed 
by others in the same financial condition, and that such canvass be in lieu of the 
supplementary canvass planned for the Nation Wide Campaign on Palm Sunday, 
1921 (November 12, 1920). 


20. It directed that the disposition of the 1920 Advent Church School 
Offerings be referred with power to a committee consisting of Bishop Brent, 
Bishop Ferris, Rev. F. C. Lee and the Rev. Chas. A. Jessup, D.D., and that the 
Lenten Offerings be devoted to general missions (January 11, 1921). 


21. It directed that the property of the church in Manchester, consisting of 
a house and lot, be disposed of and the proceeds be kept by the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund for the use of any mission which may be undertaken in that 
vicinity. 

The annual report of the Department of Missions and Church Extension is 
appended hereto. 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION the action taken in each 


instance follows: 


1. It confirmed the appointment of the following additional members: Mrs. 
Kingman N. Robins (May 27, 1920), Miss Lucy G. Arnold (May 27, 1920), Mrs. 
B. J. Talman (May 27, 1920), Rev. B. T. Rogers, D.D. (May 27, 1920), Rev. 
G. S. Burrows, D.D. (May 27, 1920), Rev. Alfred Brittain (September 28, 1920), 
Miss cats Bacon (September 28, 1920), Rev. Murray Bartlett, D.D. (March 
29, 1921). 

2. It directed that the Bible Readings presented by the Rev. David L. 
Ferris and the report of the Committee on Family Worship be brought to the 
attention of the Presiding Bishop and Council, with the suggestion that the final 
findings of the Committee on Family Bible Readings be given to the whole 
church through bulletin or in such other way as may be deemed best (September 
28, 1920). 

3. It approved the report of the department that the DeLancey Divinity 
School had been moved to the Diocesan property, Buffalo, and the request to the 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund to appropriate a sum not to exceed $5,000.00 to 
pay the cost of the alterations of the building (January 11, 1921). 


4. It authorized the chairman of the department to appoint a member of 
the department to represent the Diocese on the Executive Committee of the 
New York State Sunday School Association (March 29, 1921). 


The annual report of the Department of Religious Education to the Bishop 
and Executive Council is appended hereto. 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL SERVICE, the action taken in 
each instance follows: 


1. It confirmed the appointment of the following additional members: 
Rev. C. R. Allison (September 28, 1920), Rev. C. D. Broughton (September 28, 
1920), Rev. R. C. Hatch (September 28, 1920), Mr. C. A. Roty (September 28, 
1920), Mrs. T. W. Atwater (September 28, 1920), Mrs: E. B. McKenna (Sep- 
tember 28, 1920), Mrs. W. M. Wrightman (September 28, 1920), Rev. Murray 
Bartlett, D.D. (January 11, 1921), and the Rev. Alfred S. Priddis (March 29, 
1921). 


2. It authorized the department to prepare a list of all the State, County 
and City agencies, which provide relief and to have a sufficient number printed to 
supply all parishes in the Diocese and to have them available for the use of 
churches of other communions (Jauuary 11, 1921). 
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It adopted the following resolution: 

WHEREAS the problem of unemployment is acute and the Church should 
share the burden of placing men. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Social Service Committee or a similar committee 
of each parish be asked to act as an intermediary between employer and employed, 
to co-operate with State, Federal and other employment agencies and to this end 
that an occupational roster be maintained of the unemployed members of the 
parish; that their cases be carefully and sympathetically investigated: that a lst 
of positions required be placed in the vestibules of the churches and that due 
publicity be given this project by the Rector. Be it further 

RESOLVED: That in Rochester and Buffalo a committee be peated 
which shall write to the Rectors of rural parishes in each of the former archdea- 
conries asking them to ascertain positions available in their vicinity and to com- 
municate these to the Buffalo and Rochester Committees, respectively; and that 
said Committees shall ascertain from City Rectors the names of applicants for 
work and endeavor to place them in rural positions thus reported. (March 29, 
1921). 

The annual report of the Department of Christian Social Service to the 
Bishop and Executive Council is appended hereto. 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY AND PERSONNEL the action taken in 


each instance follows: 


1. It confirmed the appointment of the Rev. B. S. Sanderson as an additional 
member (September 28, 1920). 


2. It requested the department to present a plan in detail of a Diocesan 
newspaper at the next meeting of the Executive Council (September 28, 1920). 


3. It received a plan in detail for the publication of a diocesan newspaper 
together with an estimate of the cost of publication, distribution and adminis- 
tration and authorized the department to proceed in consultation with the Bishop 
to the publication of a Diocesan magazine in such form as the department shall 
determine and that such sums as may be required to finance the same be a first 
charge against moneys coming into the Diocese from the Nation-Wide Campaign - 
Fund (November 12, 1920). 

4. It authorized the department to choose its editor or editors, directed 
that the paper be the official organ of the Bishop, the Bishop Suffragan and the 
Executive Council and that it be published under the direction of the department 
and that the name of the publication be selected by the Bishop of the Diocese 
(November 12, 1920). 

5. It received the report of the Department of Publicity of the publicatioi 
of the first number of OUR DIOCESAN FELLOWSHIP and reserved for 
future action the question as to whether or not advertisements should be pub- 
lished in the magazine (January 11, 1921). 


The annual report of che Department of Publicity and Personnel to the 
Bishop and Executive Council is appended hereto. 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE, including appropriations made from time to 
time for various objects, the action taken in each instance follows: 


1. It authorized the Treasurer of the two former archdeaconries to continue 
making payments as theretofore until further ordered (May 21, 1920). ° 

2. It approved the appropriation of $300.00 for the Summer School of the 
province (May 21, 1920). 

3. It appropriated a sum of $6,000.00 for the salary and all expenses of the 
Financial Secretary (May 21, 1920). 

4. It appropriated $100.00 for each of the Departments of Missions and 
Church Extension, Religious Education and Christian Social Service (May 21, 
1920). 
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5. It authorized the department in case of necessity to borrow moneys not 
to exceed $25,000.00 (May 27, 1920). 


6. It referred to the Financial Secretary, the Treasurer of the Executive 
Council and the department the whole subject of the funds in the hands of the 
Treasurers, who are no longer in office by reason of the changes in the Canons, 
the payment of the financial obligations of the Missionary and other boards which 
now have no Official existence, together with the matter of co-ordinating the work 
of the Treasurer of the Diocese with that of the Treasurer of the Executive 
Council (May 27, 1920). 


7. It authorized the Treasurer to hold funds in his name as Treasurer of 


The Nation-Wide Compaign and to deposit and pay out the same as heretofore 
(May 27, 1920). 


8. It referred to the department with power the matter of a certain 
indebtedness from Trinity Church, Middleport (May 27, 1920). 


9. It directed that the salaries of missionaries in the Diocese be increased, 
not to exceed the minimum established by the Diocesan Council of 1920; the 
increase in each case to be retroactive to April 1, 1920, and that the amount needed 
to pay the increases be deducted by the Financial! Secretary from the amount of 
his remittances to the general church (September 28, 1920). 


10. It authorized the Treasurer to pay to the proper officers of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary out of Class D of the budget, a sum not to exceed $1,000.00 to provide 
for the rent and equipment of a room for headquarters and the payment of the 
salary of a Secretary (September 28, 1920). 


11. It is authorized the allowance of compensation for travelling expenses 
to the members of the Committees of the Departments of the Executive Council 
in the discharge of their duties (September 28, 1920). 


12. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESCLVED: That the Executive Council, with the approval of the 
Department of Finance, appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 from the Emergency 
Fund for the Department of Religious Education for the current year with the 
understanding and the treasurer is so ordered, that when the Diocese shall have 
pledged a sum in excess of the amount of the immediate budget, the first appro- 
priation from such excess shall be to reimburse the Emergency Fund to the 
extent of $2,500.00, such reimbursement to be a charge against the item in Class 
G, ‘Secretary Board of Religious Education, $7,500.00.”’ (September 28, 1920). 

13. It adopted the following resolution; 


RESOLVED: That the sum of $1,000.00 be appropriated from the item 
in Class D, of the immediate budget, ‘‘Holiday House, G. F. S., $3,000’’ and 
$3,000 be appropriated from the item in Class D of the immediate budget 
“Buffalo Lodge, G. F. S., $21,000,” four thousand dollars in all, for the purchase 
by the Girls’ Friendly Society of the Diocese of Western New York of the Edward 
H. Chapin property, Conesus Lake, Livingston County, New York, being 230 
feet on the Lake Shore and 188 feet on front facing the road, be the same said 
several dimensions more or less, for use and occupancy by the Girls’ Friendly 
Society as a holiday house. The sum of $2,000 to be hereafter repaid from the 
item in Class D of the budget, ‘‘ Holiday House G. F. S., $3,000” to the item in 
Class D of the budget ‘‘ Buffalo Lodge G. F. S., $21,000,”’ as the same is available 
for that purpose and that said sum of $4,000 be made available on or before 
October 15, 1920. (September 28, 1920). 

14. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED; That in order to centralize the finances of the Diocese, 
the receipt and disbursement of funds on account of the Archdeaconries of 
Rochester and Buffalo, the treasurer of the Diocese and the treasurer of the 
Episcopate, be vested in the hands of the treasurer of the Executive Council and 
treasurer of the Executive Council shall make quarterly reports of all his trans- 
actions to the Bishop of the Diocese and quarterly reports of all Diocesan expenses 
to the treasurer of the Diocese. (September 28, 1920). 
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15. It authorized the printing and distribution of the minutes of the 
meeting of the Executive Council of September 28, 1920 (September 28, 1920). 


16. It received a report of the department recommending the purchase of 
property owned by John D. Larkin and fronting on both North and Summer 
Streets for the sum of $40,000.00 on which report it authorized the Bishop of the 
Diocese to perfect the purchase of the property and to take the title thereof in 
the name of ‘‘The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Diocese of Western New York,” or in such other person or corpor- 
ation as he may be advised and that funds be made available for the purchase from 
Classes ‘‘C”’ and “D” of the budget and that the balance of the purchase price 
be secured by a mortgage or some other method (November 12, 1920). 


17. It referred to the Rev. J. W. D. Cooper the matter of an amount stand- 
ing unpaid for Religious Education in the province and directed him to ascertain 
the exact status of the matter and report his findings to the department which 
was given power of final disposition (November 12, 1920). 


18. It directed that the premiums on Insurance Policies covering the 
church at Victor amounting to $18.25 be paid (January 11, 1921). 


19. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: Whereas the fiscal year of the General Church and also the 
fiscal year of the Council of the Diocese of Western New York have been estab- 
lished as from January to January, and whereas the accounts of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign at headquarters are kept in conformity with this period and whereas 
the General Convention, through the adoption of the report of the Committee 
on Business Methods officially recommended to every diocese and parish that 
the accounts be kept as from January to January, therefore, be it resolved that 
the Department of Finance of the Executive Council be and is hereby requested 
to make arrangements, if possible, by which the fiscal year of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign Fund be established as from January to January, rather than from 
April to April as at present: Resolved further that an effort be made to have all 
parishes pay in full for the last three quarters of the year 1920 on the basis of 
subscriptions made to the campaign fund. (January 11, 1921). 


20. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That a committee be appointed to prepare, in co-operation | 
with the Department of Finance, the budgets called for by the Canons of the 
Diocese and a list of priority claims upon the Emergency Fund in Class H of the 
present budget, embracing a part of the fund therein provided, designating 
special objects of need to which parishes and individuals may make special con- 
tributions. That in the preparation of such list of priority claims the committee 
shall hold a public hearing (due notice having been given beforehand), for the 
presentation of ‘‘specials’’ which should be included among such priority claims. 
(January 11, 1921). 

21. The following committee was appointed pursuant to the foregoing 
resolution: Rev. Cameron J. Davis, Chairman, Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D., 
Rev. Samuel Tyler, D.D., Rev. Chas. A. Jessup, D.D., Mr. J. M. Prophet, Mr. 
Frank B. Baird, Mr. Shepard Kimberly, Mr. Wm. A. Morgan, Mr. A. F. Freeman 
and the Rev. George F. Williams (January 11, 1921). 


22. It appropriated to the Department of Christian Social Service the sum 
of $148.82 for printing, multigraphing, etc. (January 11, 1921). 


23. The following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED: That the difference between the amount pledged ‘to be 
paid by St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, for the months of 1920 and the amount 
actually paid by St. Paul’s Church, Rochester, in 1920 be diverted to the Church 
Extension Society of Rochester for the purpose of providing funds for the year 
1920, providing that this diversion is consented to by the vestry of St. Paul’s 
Church, Rochester (January 11, 1921). 


24. It received the report of the department that a loan of $25,000.00 had 
been are from the Buffalo Savings Bank on the Diocesan property (January 
1921 
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25. It authorized the department to furnish the Diocesan Headquarters 
with the approval of the Bishop (January 11, 1921). 


26. It authorized Bishop Ferris to rent office space in Rochester for $75.00 
per month (January 11, 1921). 

27. It authorized*the appointment of a committee to sell the Elm Street 
property of St. Philip’s Church (March 29, 1921). The following committee was 
appointed: Messrs. W. A. Morgan, Chas. L. Gurney and Arthur F. Freeman. 


28. It authorized the committee appointed at the meeting of January 11, 
1921, to oversee the repairs of the Diocesan property, to improve the grounds at 
an expense of not to exceed $1,000 (March 29, 1921). 


29. It authorized the borrowing of $2,600.00 from the item in the budget 
‘Buffalo Lodge, G. F. S.”” to be repaid from the first moneys received above the 
immediate budget and that $1,100.00 thereof be appropriated to St. Stephen’s 
Church, Rochester, and $1,500.00 be appropriated for the purpose of repairing the 
clergy house at Sodus Point (March 29, 1921). 


30. It received the report of the Special Committee appointed at the meeting 
of January 11, 1921, which report contained a proposed assessment budget, an 
apportionment budget and a priority list of claims against the Diocesan Emer- 
gency Fund and it adopted the proposed budgets for presentation to the Annual 
Council. The proposed budgets and priority list are appended hereto (March 
29, 1921). 

31. It adopted the recommendations and resolutions submitted by the 
committee on the budget which resolutions and recommendations appear in the 
report of the budget committee appended hereto (March 29, 1921). 


32. It directed that the budgets be presented to the Annual Council of the 
Diocese with the recommendation that they be approved together with the 
adoption by the Annual Council of the following resolution: RESOLVED: 
That the Executive Council of the Diocese be and is hereby given power by the 
Diocesan Council to re-adjust the appropriations for items mentioned in the 
apportionment budget in the light of contingencies which may arise and which 
might make it clearly manifest to the Executive Council that such re-adjustment 
was essential to the best interests of the work of the Church in the Diocese. 
(March 29, 1921). 


33. It also approved the recommendation contained in the report of the 
Special Committee on the budget that the place or priority of any object on the 
priority list does not necessarily entitle it to priority over other objects on the 
priority list, but that the appropriation of moneys to these various objects shall 
be in the discretion of the Executive Council after first deducting a sufficient 
subsidy for the paper OUR DIOCESAN FELLOWSHIP (March 29, 1921). 

34. It directed that a special committee be appointed to devise and present 
a plan to the Diocesan Council to carry into effect the resolution reported by the 
Committee on the budget for the creation of a building fund of $500,000.00. 
(March 29, 1921). 

There is appended to this report the Annual Report of the Treasurer and 
the report of the Department of Finance. 


In so far as the action of the Executive Council related to the work of the 
church without exclusive reference to the field of any particular department the 
action taken in each instance follows: 


1. It directed that the Chairman of the departments of Missions and 
Church Extension, Religious Education and Christian Social Service be a com- 
mittee to consider the report presented to the last Diocesan Council on co-ordin- 
ation in matters relating to religious instruction and to propose such measures as 
will meet the need. (May 21, 1921). 


2. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That when any parish has paid to the Treasurer of the 
Nation-Wide Campaign Committee in the Diocese, an amount equal to its 
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diocesan assessment in any year, its assessment for that year shall be considered 
as paid; and the authorities of such parish shall be so notified by the Treasurer 
of the Nation-Wide Campaign Committee on receipt by him of such remittance; 
but that the parochial authorities shall be further informed that it is hoped and 
expected that at least the amount of the immediate budget apportioned to such 
parish by the Nation-Wide Campaign Committee, will be paid in full. (May 21, 
1920). 


3. It directed that the substance of the foregoing resolution be sent with 
the notices of assessments to the parishes by the Standing Committee of the 
diocese (May 21, 1920). 

4. It directed that the conference asked for by the Presiding Bishop and 
Council be arranged to be held in Buffalo on November 3, 1920, and in Rochester 
on November 4, 1920 (September 28, 1920). 


5. It directed that each department appoint two representatives to attend 
the proposed Regional Conferences (September 28, 1920). 


6. It directed the minutes of the meeting of the Executive Council of Sep- 
tember 28, 1920, to be distributed to the clergy (September 28, 1920). 


7. It authorized the appointment of a committee to examine the Perew 
property (so called) as a possible diocesan headquarters (September 28, 1920). 


The committee appointed consisted of the Rt. Rev. C. H. Brent, Frank B. 
Baird, Shepard Kimberly, W. A. Morgan and Rev. G. F. Williams. 


8. It requested the Co-ordinating Committee to look into the matter of the 
prominence given by missionaries to religious education and moral training 
(November 12, 1920). 


9. It authorized the appointment of a committee to procure.if possible from 
the Presiding Bishop and Council or such department thereof as in the opinion 
of the committee may seem wise, more detailed information as to the budget 
of the general church (November 12, 1920). The committee appointed pursuant 
to the foregoing consisted of the following: Rt. Rev. C. H. Brent, Rev. C. J. 
Davis and Mr. Frank B. Baird. 


10. It received the report of the Special Committee to ascertain the amount 
of the budget of the general church that it has been ascertained that the budget 
would be $3,943,791.00 (January 11, 1921). 


11. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That parishes which have subscribed the total amount of 
the Immediate Budget quota assigned to them be permitted to designate any 
special gift which may be made by an individual for the Diocesan Emergency 
Fund, Class H, to be devoted to any object which the Executive Council may 
determine to be a legitimate and proper charge to this fund. This resolution 
shall not be taken to apply to special designations from parishes other than ‘“‘a 
special donation from an individual,’’ unless the parish contributes an additional 
amount equal to the amount of its special contribution to be appropriated to 
the claim which the General Church has upon the Diocese; provided that credits 
to parishes for such special contributions be deferred until a corresponding amount 
is available by the Executive Council for the General Church. (January 11, 1921). 


12. It adopted a resolution requesting the clergy of the Diocese to pre- 
sent the list of priority claims upon the Diocesan Emergency Fund (when it has 
been prepared) to their congregations, making clear at the same time the cor- 
responding obligations to the General Church (January 11, 1921). 


13. It authorized the appointment of a committee of seven, of which the 
Bishop and Bishop Suffragan shall be members ex-efficio, and which shall include 
the heads of the departments of the Executive Council, with power to enlarge, 
for the purpose of taking immediate steps to create Regional Organizations for 
the work of the Church in the Diocese, including Missions and Church Extension, 
Social Service and Religious Education (January 11, 1921). 


The chair appointed in addition to the heads of the departments the Rev. 
F. C. Lee as a member of this committee. 


Report of the Bishop and Executive Council 83 


14. It authorized the appointment of a committee to interview the asses- 
sors in the endeavor to procure tax exemption of the diocesan property (January 
11, 1921). The committee appointed on the foregoing were Rev. C. J. Davis and 
Mr. Frank B. Baird. 


15. It approved of the report of the Bishop relative to the procurement of 
plans for the development of the diocesan property and authorized the appoint- 
ment of a committee to superintend repairs, apportion the cost of upkeep to 
various diocesan organizations and to assign rooms in the diocesan headquarters 
for the use of various diocesan organizations (January 11, 1921). The committee 
appointed pursuant to the foregoing resolutions consists of the following: Rev. 
G. F. Williams, Chairman, Mr. Chas. R. Wilson, Miss Elizabeth M. Cottier, Miss 
Ann Prophet, Mrs. Wm. T. Atwater and Mr. Lewis G. Harriman. 


16. It adopted a resolution of sympathy to the Rector, Vestry and people 
of Trinity Church, Buffalo, on account of the physical condition of the church 
building (March 29, 1921). 


17. It authorized the Church Extension Society of Buffalo to use the Elm 
Street property of St. Philip’s Church, Buffalo, such use to be subject to the sale 
of the property and to terminate upon notice at any time (March 29, 1921). 


18. It authorized the rental of the Summer Street house on the diocesan 
property to the Church Extension Society of Buffalo for the term of three years 
at an annual rental of $900.00 (March 29, 1921). 


19. It requested the Rev. Chas. R. Allison to take charge of the clergy 
house at Sodus Point and to make assignments for this summer (March 29, 1921). 


20. It authorized the appointment of a committee to direct and oversee 
the repairs to the clergy house at Sodus Point (March 29, 1921). The following 
were named as the committee pursuant to the foregoing: Rev. Chas. R. Allison, 
Rev. Samuel Tyler and Bishop Ferris. 


21. It accepted the proposition of St. Stephen’s Church, Olean, to con- 
tinue their Immediate Quota Apportionment of $3,727.00 but to receive credit 
on their regular budget for all moneys raised within the parish for their parish 
house fund (March 29, 1921). 


22. It adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That the Executive Council recommend to the Annual 
Council of the Diocese that the time of the meeting of the Annual Council 
be changed to the Tuesday following.the third Sunday in January of each year 
and that the budgets submitted to each Annual Council be for the current year 
(March 29, 1921).

Supplementary Report of Executive Council 


To the Eighty-fourth Annual Council: 


The Bishop and Executive Council beg leave to submit the following supple- 
mentary report of action taken by the Executive Council and not included in the 
report already presented: ‘ 


In so far as the action taken particularly referred to the Department of 
Missions and Church Extension, the action taken was as follows: 


1. The following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED: That the Executive Council, through the Department of 


Missions, appeal to a selected list of individuals for larger subscriptions. January 
11, 1921. 


2. It concurred in the recommendation of the department requesting the 
Bishop to appoint a Special Committee to look into the whole question of the 
best provision to be made for holding church property in the Diocese and also 
as to what steps should be taken to safeguard the church from the embarrass- 
ments which arise from loans incurred, in contracts being made entailing financial 
responsibility which may finally have to be paid by others in order to save the 
good name of the church; the committee to report its findings at the Annual 
Council of the Diocese. May 10, 1921. 


_ In so far as the action taken particularly referred to the Department of 
Finance, the action taken was as follows: 


1. It directed the appointment of a Special Committee to devise a method 
of raising additional money for the Diocesan Emergency Fund and that such plan 
as the committee may devise be submitted to the Diocesan Council. The com- 
mittee appointed consists of the following: Mr. Frank B. Baird, Mr. Wm. A. 
Morgan, Mr. Sheppard Kimberly, Mr. J. M. Prophet, Mr. Harper Sibley and 
Mr. Julian G. Buckley. May 10, 1921. 


2. It authorized a loan to St. Stephen’s Church, Rochester, of $2,000.00 
on the condition that the same be offered to the creditors in payment of 50% 
of their claims and also upon the distinct agreement and understanding that the 
creditors refrain for one year from taking any steps toward the enforcement of 
the balance of their claim. 


3. It directed that there be placed upon the Priority List of the Diocesan 
Emergency Fund the sum of $1,525.00 for the DeLancey Divinity School im- 
mediately following the.appropriation for the Department of Publicity and 
directed that it be a preference over the others on the Priority List, second only 
to the Department of Publicity. May 10, 1921. 

4. It directed that the sum of $2,000.00 for St. Matthew’s Parish House, 
Buffalo, be placed upon the Priority List of the Diocesan Emergency Fund. 
May 10, 1921. 

5. It directed that the sum of $753.42 received by the Treasurer of the 
Executive Council from the Treasurer of the Diocese from the Sustentation Fund 
and the sum of $623.00 from the fund for Clerical Support be placed in the 
Diocesan Emergency Fund. May 10, 1921. 

6. It requested St. Andrew’s Church, Buffalo, to raise by means of a loan 
‘on the Goodell Street property, the sum of $10,000.00 prior to the conveyance 


by the church of the Goodell Street property for the use of St. Phillip’s Church, 
Buffalo. May 10, 1921.

(K) Report of Chairman of the Department of Missions 
and Church Extension 


To the Bishop and Executive Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Department of Missions and Church Extension of the Executive Council 
of the Diocese begs leave to report that it has endeavored to discharge the duties 
assigned to the Department by the Diocesan Convention and by the Executive 
Council of the Diocese. The responsibility of this Department has been twofold: 


First, to further and direct the carry-on program of the Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign, and 

Second, to supervise and further the work of Missions and Church Extension 
in the Diocese of Western New York. Within the Department of Missions a 
special committee was formed known as the Diocesan Missionary Committee of. 
the Missionary Department; of this committee the Rev. F. C. Lee, Rector of 
St. Andrew’s Church, was elected Chairman. The report of this special committee 
is therefore included as a part of the report of the Department of Missions and 
Church Extension. 


The resolutions and determinations of the Department of Missions have been 
from time to time presented to the Diocesan Executive Council for consideration 
and approval. It is therefore unnecessary to give in detail a report of the con- 
structive action of the Department of Missions, as such action, in so far as it was 
approved and made effective, is contained in the report of the Executive Council 
of the Diocese. 


During the year eight regional conferences have been held in various parts of 
the Diocese, each one of which was presided over by either Bishop Brent or 
Bishop Ferris. At these conferences the work of all the departments of the 
Executive Council was presented and considered. 


Two institutes have also been held in the interests of the three departments 
co-operating, one in Buffalo and one in Rochester. The purpose of these institutes 
was to train leaders for instruction and work in the parishes of the Diocese. 


As the development and promotion of the missionary work and extension 
program of the Church in the Diocese of Western New York calls for constant, 
careful and detailed consideration, the Department of Missions would recommend 
to the Executive Council that hereafter this department be organized with this 
work chiefly in view, and that a special committee within the department be made 
responsible for the carry-on program of the Nation-Wide Campaign, working, 
however, in co-operation with the whole Department of Missions and with the 
Executive Council of the Diocese. The plans and purposes of the Bishop and the 
Department of Missions relative to associate missions and other church extension 
work in the Diocese, will be fully set forth in the report of the Executive Council 
and in the reports of the Bishop, and therefore do not need to be set forth in detail 
in this report. 


It is the earnest hope of the Department of Missions that the clergy and 
laity may continue to give loyal and devoted support to the interests of the gen- 
eral church and of the Diocese as expressed through the program and policy of 
the Nation-Wide Campaign. In the general church as well as in the Diocese, 
vital opportunities for church extension work remain untouched because of lack 
of adequate financial support.. The department feels that if the Church could 
more clearly hear the call of Christ and become better informed and more deeply 
consecrated, the funds necessary for the promotion of the full mission of the 
Church would be gladly and generously contributed.

Report of the Chairman of the Committee on 
Dinresan Missions, 


Department of Missions and Church Extension 


To the Bishop and Executive Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Committee on Diocesan Missions, Department of Missions and Church 
Extension of the Executive Council of the Diocese, begs leave to report that it 
has carried out to the best of its ability the duty of caring for the Diocesan Mission- 
ary work formerly in charge of the two Archdeaconry Organizations. The 
Committee has organized itself with the idea of preparing for the changes in 
Mission Work made necessary by the advent of the Nation Wide Campaign, the 
Associate Missions Plan and the centralization of the Diocesan Missionary work 
under one Board. 

At the request of the Bishops of the Diocese a stucy of the field has been 
undertaken and is still being made. It has been thought wise to arrange the work 
of the Diocese around the natural centers and to compound all the Mission work 
to be cared for so that it can be worked from these centers. With this in view 
Erie County has been assigned to the Buffalo Church Extension Society as the 
limit of the field of that Corporation and Monroe County to the Rochester 
Society. Plans have been perfected under the direction of the Bishop for an 
Associate Mission in Allegany County and another in Wayne County. The 
experiment of placing two men, one in Priest’s orders and one a Candidate for 
orders soon to become a Deacon, over three churches with some two hundred 
square miles of territory to cover, is being worked out in Brockport, Spencerport 
and Holley. Plans are under consideration for a similar arrangement with Bath as 
a center, working the territory in both directions on the railroads and throughout 
the countryside. As soon as it is possible to do so, similar work must be under- 
taken from Penn Yan. The Committee also calls attention to the work being 
done from Corning, which while it is not financed from the Board, is none the less 
Missionary in character. 

“‘As fast as men and money can be had”’ is the rule under which the Diocesan 
Missionary problem must labor. Our opportunities were never greater, but the 
scarcity of clergy together with the limited budget of the Committee makes it 
necessary to hesitate long on all new steps. 

The Committe has prepared a budget for the current year with very limited 
askings. The Budget has only the items of actual expense for the work at present 
undertaken, together with a request for $2,000.00 with which to finance new 
projects and a collapsible fund called ‘‘Capital’’ with which to meet any emer- 
gencies which require temporary loan relief. It is hoped with this fund to estab- 
lish as soon as possible a central treasury system for the payment of all Missionary 
stipends month by month directly from the Missionary or Diocesan Treasury, 
each Mission to pay its quota direct to the central Treasurer in monthly instal- 
ments. To make this plan effective the Committee should have this capital 
fund to tide over difficulties. 

The Committee has selected the Rev. Nathan Stanton as a Missionary 
Secretary to do special work in organization under the direction of Bishop Ferris 
for the balance of the year 1921. Mr. Stanton’s knowledge of the field, especially 
in the western part of the Diocese, is very large and he can give great help in 
preparing for future developments.

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(L) Anuunal Report of the Department of Christian 
Social Service, 1920-1921 


To the Bishop and Executive Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Department of Christian Social Service organized by electing the Rev. 
Samuel Tyler, D.D., Chairman, Mrs. William M. Wrightman, Secretary, and 
Rev. Charles D. Broughton, Treasurer. 


Mrs. Wrightman served the Department faithfully during most of the year, 
when she was obliged to resign owing to her removal from the Diocese. To 
succeed her the Rev. Alfred S. Priddis was elected Secretary. The other members 
of the Department are the Rev. Charles R. Allison, the Rev. Murray Bartlett, 
D.D., the Rev. Cameron J. Davis; the Rev. Roscoe C. Hatch, Mr. Julian G. 
Buckley, Mr. C. A. Roty, Mrs. W. T. Atwater, and Mrs. E. B. McKenna. 


One of the first acts of the Department was to seek to obtain first hand 
knowledge of conditions in the parishes of the Diocese in relation to the Social 
Service work being done by sending out a questionaire to the clergy. A grati- 
fyingly full response to the questionaire revealed many interesting conditions and 
the need for much educational and organization work. 


To help meet the need for material to be used in bringing the question of 
Social Service before the clergy and laity of the Diocese, the Department pre- 
pared a pamphlet entitled: ‘‘ Notes on the Social Responsibility of the Christian 
Church ’’—containing, in addition to four studies on the social mission and work 
of the Church, a Social Service Program for a city parish, a rural community, 
and for the young people of a parish, which programs are attached to this report. 


It may be of interest to note that these ‘‘ Notes”’ just referred to have been: 
published, with the permission of this Department, by the Department of Chris- 
tian Social Service of the Presiding Bishop and Council for use in their educational 
work, 

At the Regional Conferences held during the Fall at several different points 
in the Diocese, the subject of Christian Social Service was presented by repre- 
sentatives of this Department, and there were many evidences of real interest in 
the matter. What is now needed is an effort to follow up and conserve the 
interest brought out in the Regional Conferences. The Department hopes to be 
able to do some work along this line in the near future. 


The Department has in preparation—and almost ready for distribution— 
two additional programs of work, one in the field of Child Welfare, the other 
dealing with the problem of Americanization. 


Two standing committees of the Department are studying—the one, the 
question of Social Work in Rural Communities—the other, Americanization 
Work. 


In view of the long continued condition of widespread unemployment, the 
Department sent to all the clergy of the Diocese a request that they give all pos- 
sible aid in the matter of securing employment, and suggesting ways in which the 
parishes could co-operate with one another and with the State and Federal 
Bureaus, through committees located in Buffalo and Rochester. To aid in the 
matter of giving necessary relief at such a time, a copy of the directory of Social 
Welfare Agencies published by the Buffalo Foundation, was sent to the clergy of 
Erie County. 

At the suggestion of this department, the Executive Council granted this 
department the use of old St. Philip’s Church in co-operation with the Church 
Extension Society of Buffalo to develop a community center to care for three 
hundred unemployed colored boys who sleep at the Erie County Lodging House 
and who would walk the streets and possibly get into trouble during the day if 
we did not thus care for them. 
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A Social Service directory for Western New York has been prepared by this 
department and is nearly ready for distribution. This directory gives all agencies 
in the various cities and villages which are available for use by the clergy in 
dealing with families which need relief or reconstruction. 


The greatest need felt by the Department is for an Executive Secretary to 
give whole or part time to extending the work of the Department.

FOREWORD 


It is of first importance to remember that the social work of the Church 
should emphasize, as far as Dose ele the religious element. The particular pro- 
vince of the Church is to supply spiritual help which the secular social service 
agencies are, in general, not prepared to give, and which they will welcome He 
the Church. 

It is therefore very necessary to keep the religious motive in the work con- 
stantly before the parish workers, especially the Friendly Visitors. It is suggested 
that the Communion Service on Saint’s Days be considered as a corporate 
Communion for those engaged in social work. 


1. A series of sermons by the Rector setting forth the Social Responsibility 
of the Church. See notes on such a course issued by the Social Service Depart- 
ment of the Diocese. To be obtained from the Secretary, Mrs. William M. 
Wrightman, 742 Seventh Street, Buffalo, N. Y. 

2. A Department of Social Service. 

A full time trained social worker on the Parish Staff, as director of the depart- 
ment, is the ideal condition. An Advisory Board of interested laymen and women 
—the Rector a member ex-officio, but not chairman. In case a paid worker is 
not possible, have interested volunteer director. Much help in the way of sug- 
gestion and direction can be gotten from the local Charity Organization Society 
or Welfare Agency. 

3. A Social Service Census of the Parish to find present or prospective 
workers or supporters. Return postals can be used asking those interested to 
sign and return. 

4. From the list of those enrolled, form a Friendly Visitors Committee, to 
consider the wisest methods of administering Parish relief and of helping families 
which may be taken from without the Parish. The members of the Committee 
will act as friendly visitors, and if they are untrained they should be instructed in 
the principles and practice of family rehabilitation. Friendly visiting is perhaps 
the best way in which to interest and instruct people in social work. The local 
relief giving agency, such as the Charity Organization Society, will usually be 
glad to help train friendly visitors. For reference: ‘‘Friendly Visiting,’ by 
Mary E. Richmond; Beauty for Ashes: Albion Fellows Bacon, (First half). 


5. The social work of the Parish should be done in close co-operation with 
the secular agencies of the community. They can-be helpful in many ways. 
Use the Confidential Exchange, if in existence. Such use prevents duplication of 
effort and guards against waste of time, strength and means. In places which have 
a Community Chest, it is often, proper to ask financial aid from secular agencies, 
supported by Church people generally through the Chest.

6. Parish Study Classes. To study and investigate problems raised in 
' Friendly Visitors Committee work, such as: 
1. The Family. 
Child Welfare. 
Defectives and Delinquents. 
Illegitimacy. 
Public Health. 
Recreation. 
The Industrial Problem. 
Poverty. 
9. Americanization. 
10. The Welfare Agencies of the Community. ‘ 


IMPORTANT: The work of such a study class should be directed, as far as 
possible, toward helping to meet some Community need. There is always much 
to be done. For example: such a study class enlisting the support of other 
meinbers of the Parish, can help meet such community needs as for: 


A Psycopathic Clinic. 
Larger hospital facilities. 
‘‘White List’”’ of rooming houses for young women, etc.

Aid given to secular agencies when necessary. 


The Church can frequently help local organizations whose workers have 
more than they can carry, by furnishing workers. 

The Church should be ready and able to furnish spiritual help when the 
secular agencies are not prepared to give it. In very many cases the 
need for physical rehabilitation goes back to a need for spiritual 
rehabilitation. Here is a great and peculiarly legitimate field for 
social service work on the part of the Church. The other agencies will 
be grateful for it.

8. A Community Survey. Study community conditions thoroughly in 
relation to the different sides of the social problem, and with particular reference 
to community needs. Survey Blanks, together with suggestions as to the conduct 
of a survey will be furnished upon application to the secretary of the Social Service 
Department, Mrs. William M. Wrightman, 742 7th Street, Buffalo, N. Y. 


9. Meet local Parish requirements by the formation of such organizations as 
the Girl’s Friendly Society, Boy and Girl Scouts, Clubs for Young People, 
Mothers’ Meeting, etc. 


AFTERWORD 


1. Wherever there is a real human need, the Church as the organized 
expression of the Spirit of Christ in the world, must seek to meet that need. The 
Church must claim the whole range of life for the Truth. 


2. Insocial work, remember that the Church is part of the Community life, 
and that she should work in friendly co-operation with the other social agencies of 
the Community. This will tend to prevent over-lapping and duplication, with 
consequent waste of time, energy and money, and will make for more thorough and 
better work with those whom the Church desires to help.

(M) Report of the Department of Publicity 


To the Executive Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


Gentlemen: 

Your Department of Publicity begs leave to submit as its Annual Report the 
numbers already issued (Nos. I-V, January to May, inclusive) of Our Diocesan 
Fellowship, the preparation and publication of which have consittuted the sole 
activity of this department since its creation by the Executive Council. 

In the publication of the same we confined ourselves practically to the in- 
structions issued to us by the Executive Council at its November meeting, when 
our Preliminary Report (as to ‘‘Ways and Means for Publicity’’) was presented 
and, after discussion, approved. 

From the numerous commendations received, both within and without the 
Diocese, we feel warranted in affirming that the magazine has fully answered the 
purposes for which it was intended and that its publication should be continued. 

There are certain features connected with its publication which in our 
judgment render the magazine a valuable adjunct of our diocesan life and con- 
sequently its support a proper concern of the Executive Council. Of these we 
may mention. 


1. The Monthly Message of the Bishop and Bishop Suffragan; 
2. The publicity afforded the Departments of the Executive Council; 
3. The Reports of the Treasurer and Financial Secretary. 


As a medium of publicity, serving the above purposes, the magazine is justly 
entitled to a place on the Regular Budget as a legitimate expense of Diocesan 
administration. 

In addition to the features already mentioned, the magazine is also proving 
its usefulness as a means of publicity for the Woman’s work of the Diocese and 
for one and another of the institutions and agencies dependent upon the Diocese 
for support. 

Experience here and elsewhere has proved conclusively that a magazine of a 
character worthy of the Diocese it represents cannot be self-supporting. 

This department has pushed the circulation in every way possible and at the 
present time we have a subscription list of 3,312, made up of 622 individual sub- 
scriptions and 2,690 bulk subscriptions, covering practically every parish and 
mission station in the Diocese. Our receipts to date have been $1,814.00 (with 
an unpaid balance of $176.50) making a total of $1,990.50.

Report of the Bepartment of Hinauce 


Meetings of the Department of Finance have been held preceding all and 
subsequent to most of the meetings of the Executive Council. All appropriations 
involving expenditure of Diocesan Funds made by the Executive Council have 
been considered, being either approved or disapproved, and a further check on 
disbursements has been maintained by the Department through the signed 
approval of all vouchers. Members of the Department have served on the 
Budget and other committees and from time to time rendered such service as 
the proper conduct of the finances of the Diocese seemed to require. 


The Department wishes to call attention to the fact that notwithstanding 
N. W. C. annual pledges of $254,000, collections for the first twelve months 
ending March 31, 1921, amounted to only $209,463.33. Truly a remarkable 
achievement when viewed in the light of past performances but $23,870.00 short 
of our Immediate Budget. The Budget for 1921 provides for an expenditure of 
$233,333.33, the same as 1920, in the full belief that the parishes, now accustomed 
to an increased scale of giving, will not only maintain the pace of 1920 but make 
up the difference between the amount formerly collected and the requirements.

RESOLVED: That the Priorities Committee of the Executive Council 
recommends to the Executive Council the adoption of the following resolutions: 


RESOLVED: That the Executive Council recommends to the Diocesan 
Convention that it be ordered that after a parish has contributed to its full quota 
of the N. W. C. Immediate Budget permission be given to said parish to designate 
special contributions to the General Church without incurring the obligation on 
the part of either the parish or the Diocese to contribute a corresponding amount 
to the Diocese and that similar permission be given to parishes to make designated 
contributions to objects included in the Diocesan Emergency Fund, such con- 
tributions to be credited to the parish on its regular N. W. C. Budget without 
binding the parish or the Diocese to contribute a corresponding amount to the 
General Church, provided that an agreement can be made to this effect with the 
General Church. 


Dr. Goodwin resolved that this committee recommends to the Executive 
Council that a resolution be passed by the Executive Council to the effect that in 
cases where money is voted by the Executive Council for objects embraced in 
the Diocesan Emergency Fund, the expenditure of this money, in so far as it is to 
be devoted to purchase of property for building purposes, the selection of plans 
for building, and the construction of same, be under the direction of the vestry

or other constituted authority in conference with and under the approval of the 
Executive Council of the Diocese. 


Dr. Goodwin resolved that this committee recommends to the Diocesan 
Council the creation of a° Building Fund up to $500,000.00 from which from 
time to time loans can be made to parishes for building purposes, it being 
understood that such parishes shall, in accepting such loan, be precluded from 
putting any additional mortgage upon the church property without the consent 
of the Executive Council. Interest on loans made from this fund to be at a rate 
of interest not over 3%. In making this recommendation, we suggest to the 
Executive Council that, it authorize the Department of Missions to solicit con- 
tributions to this fund. 


Dr. Goodwin moved that in making and presenting this priority list that 
the committee recommends that the place of priority of any object on the list 
does not necessarily entitle it to preference, but that the appropriation of moneys 
to these various objects be at the direction of the Executive Council.

Finance and the Budget Committee, advising parochial treasurers in regard to 
accounting systems and doing any special work of an advisory financial character 
when requested by the Bishop.

Hirst Annual Report 
nf the Department of Religions Education of the 
Biorese of Western Nein York 


May, 1921 
Reverend Father in God, and Gentlemen of the Council: 


The Department of Religious Education of the Bishop and Executive 
Council was formed by that body with the following membership:—The Rev. 
D. L. Ferris, the Rev. C. A. Jessup, D.D., the Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper, and 
Mr. Harper Sibley. Since its formation the following additional members have 
been added: the Right Reverend Charles H. Brent, D.D., the Rev. W. A. R. 
Goodwin, D.D., ex-officio from the Department of Missions and Church Exten- 
sion, the Rev. Samuel Tyler, D.D., ex-officio from the Department of Christian 
Social Service, the Rev. B. Talbot Rogers, D.D., the Rev. G. 5S. Burrows, D.D., 
the Rev. Alfred Brittain, the Rev. Murray Bartlett, DADE cavits oer Talman, 
Miss Lucy Arnold, Mrs. Kingman N. Robins and Miss Margaret Bacon. 


Nine meetings have been held during the year. 


At the first meeting, the Rev. D. L. Ferris was elected Galen and the 
Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper, Secretary. Having been elected Bishop Suffragan 
of the Diocese, and finding it impossible to regularly attend the meetings of the 
Department, Bishop Ferris in August tendered his resignation as Chairman, 
which was accepted with regret, and the Rev. C. A. Jessup, D.D., was elected in 
his stead. 


For the operation of the Department, the following Standing Committees 
have been formed: 

Teacher Training 

Kindergarten 

Church School Service League 

Religious Training of Adults 

Week Day Instruction 

Family Altar and ene Home 

Budget 


The Rev. Alfred Brittain is treasurer of the Department, and Mr. E. H. 
Boynton treasurer of the DeLancey Divinity School Funds. 


As Trustees of the DeLancey Divinity School, the Department approved of 
the action of the former Diocesan Board of Religious Education relative to the 
removal of the headquarters of the DeLancey Divinity School from Geneva to 
Buffalo, assuming the responsibility for the expense incurred in such removal. 


At the.August meeting, the Warden reported that the Geneva Wardenry 
had been disposed of for the sum of $9,400.00. At this time a committee was 
formed to provide suitable housing accommodation for the Warden in Buffalo. 
This was subsequently done through the purchase of the North Street property, 
where the Warden is now established. 


On recommendation of the Department, the Trustees of the Parochial Fund 
appropriated $5,000.00 for the repairs, improvements and furnishings of the 
Wardenry, the money being expended under the direction of a committee con- 
sisting of Dr. Jessup, Dr. Burrows and Mr. George Plimpton. 

Later $150.00 was appropriated for the care of the Wardenry grounds, and 
$50.00 for electric fixtures and shades. 

Bishop Ferris having resigned the Chair in Ecclesiastical History in the De 
Lancey Divinity School, the Rev. B. Talbot Rogers, D.D., on nomination of the 
Department was appointed to the chair by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

The usual honorarium of $100.00 to each of the seven lecturers was granted. 
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_ The Department has placed the Library Room of the Wardenry at the 
disposal of the Clergy and Laity of the Diosese for reading and reference. 


It has also been the recipient of the books contained in the library of the 
late Dr. Shelton, the donors being the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of St. Paul’s 
Church, Buffalo. 


The Department hopes the Clergy in particular will make use.of the Library 
Room, and avail themselves of the books of the school. 


The Department charged with the responsibility for the religious educational 
activities of the Diocese, has taken as the basis of its operations a program put 
forth by a conference of Educational Leaders of our Church who have been called 
together by the Department of Education of the Presiding Bishop and Council. 
The Educational secretary has represented Western New York in these confer- 
ences, another of which is to commence at Pittsburgh on May 20th. 


This program was printed in full in the April issue of ‘‘Our Diocesan Fellow- 
ship.’’ It embraces: 


1—The Provision of an Adequate Diocesan Organization. 

2—The Church School. 

3—Provision for Religious Instruction through Agencies other than the 
Church School. 

4—Religious Training of Adults. 

5—Recruiting and Training for Life Work in the Church. 

6—Definite Program for Extension. 


A study of this Program will indicate the lines on which we hope to develop 
our work and also the directions in which the clergy may look to us for help. It 
should be clearly understood that the great aim of the Department is to be of 
service to the Parishes of the Diocese and unless the clergy and people use us to 
that end we fail in the purpose for which the Department was created. All that 
has to do with the education in religion of children and adults comes within the 
scope of our duty and whatever the problem confronting the parish it is ours 
to endeavour to solve. 


The Standing Committees named above have been giving serious consider- 
ation to the subjects indicated and have been engaged in promoting and develop- 
ing the activities assigned to them. 


Early in the year the Teacher Training Committee circularized the Diocese 
endeavoring to stimulate the formation of Training Classes. The Rochester 
Normal School is directly under the care of the Educational secretary and the 
Buffalo School has had the benefit of the Department’s aid. 


Teacher Training is on the increase throughout the Diocese, classes having 
been carried on in small parishes as well as large. 


During the year two Institutes have been held under the auspices of the 
Department, one in Buffalo and another in Rochester, that of Buffalo being 
particularly successful. 


The Committee on the Religious Training of Adults put forth a plan of study 
prepared by the Department of Missions entitled ‘‘ The Present World Chalienge.”’ 


The Department also co-operated in the Producation of ‘‘ The Co-ordinated 
Program of Education”’ and was represented in its exposition at the Regional 
Conferences held throughout the Diocese. 


At the recent Provincial Synod, the Commission on Religious Education 
was ordered to call a meeting of the representatives of Diocesan Departments and 
various organizations, to consider the advisability of adopting a Co-ordinated 
Educational Program for the Church’s life and work. 


At the Conference subsequently held, Western New York was represented 
by Rev. C. A. Jessup, D.D., Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D., Rev. Cameron J. 
Davis and Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper. Mr. Davis was elected Chairman, the 
Conference decided that such a Program as proposed be adopted and that it be 
prepared under two forms: 
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1. An Elementary outline designed to inform the Church as to the whole- 
ness and unity of its mission, that should embrace an equal amount of periods 
in Social Service, Missions and Religious Education. 


2. Specialized advanced work in each Department and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary that should comprehend the study program of the three Departments 
and the Woman’s Auxiliary for the intensive study of problems belonging to each. 


An Extension Committee was also formed to care for the matter in the 
province, each diocese to carry out the Program in whatever way it may see fit. 


It is hoped that this Program will be ready for study in the Parishes of the 
Diocese the coming autumn. 


As Head of The Church School Service League the Department nominated 
Miss Lucy G. Arnold to the Bishop, and Miss Arnold is head of that Committee. 


The Committee has published two leaflets during the year, one dealing with 
organization management and method, and one containing devotions for the 
League meetings. These leaflets were sent to the Parishes together with a letter 
of endorsement from Bishop Brent. 


An appeal also has been sent to the Schools for the Birthday Thank-offering 
which hereafter will be sent to the Diocesan Treasurer, Mr. Percy Taylor, Palmyra, 
N. Y., and will be presented at each General Convention and used for some 
specific object. | 

Your Department can not too strongly urge the formation of the Church 
School Service League as an adjunct to the building up of our Schools, the creating 
of real interest on the part of the pupils, and as an effective training for service. 


Each district has its own League Supervisor and information may be obtained 
from them. 


The Annual meeting of the League will be held at Christ Church, Rochester 
on May 2\1st, and will be preceded by a Young People’s Rally at St. Paul’s 
Church on the evening of the 29th. 


The head of The Kindergarten Committee is Mrs. B. G. Talman. Under the 
direction of this Committee a survey of the Kindergarten or Beginners Depart- 
ment of the Diocese has been made, suggestions of methods and equipment 
offered, and visitors for the city schools appointed. The aim of the Committee 
is to bring this Department up to a proper. standard under trained leaders of 
Beginners. To this end a most competent leader has been secured in the person 
of Mrs. E. H. Stichel, of St. John’s Church School, Buffalo, who will conduct a 
class for Beginners at the Geneva Summer School. 


The members of the Committee on The Family Altar and the Home have 
been ordered to associate themselves with the Bishop and the Bishop Suffragan 
in ‘‘development and deepening the devotional life of the family’’—the publi- 
cation of suitable literature, Bible readings and Family Prayers. 


The necessity of Week Day Instruction in religion is forcing itself more and 
more on our consciousness. To at all adequately fulfill the Church responsibility 
for the full nurture of our children we must have much more of the child’s time 
than is afforded by the Sunday session of the Church School and their very 
meagre attendance at the Services. 


Your Department believes that the time has come when Parishes small and 
large should make a careful survey of conditions and plan for a three year program 
in this direction. 


In most parishes it will be found that the week day school authorities and 
School Boards are sympathetic and are only waiting for co-operative movement 
on the part of the religious bodies of the community. 


The committee in charge of this department under the headship of Dr. 
Goodwin offers its services to the parishes. 


Daily Vacation Bible Schools are to be held again this year in Rochester 
and Buffalo. The larger industrial centers of the Diocese should follow this lead 
whenever local conditions permit. 
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At the request of the Presiding Bishop and Council your Department is 
collecting statistics in the Diocese with regard to Church School enrollment and 
attendance. The first request was sent out on January 20th. To date about 
75% of the Parishes have replied. It is urged that not only this but all requests 
for information be promptly answered. In this way only can the Department 
gain a complete knowledge of conditions and be in a position to render effective 
service. 


In the autumn the Department is planning to gather the names of all students 
of Western New York attending Colleges and Universities either within or with- 
out the Diocese. This also is to be done in conjunction with the Department of 
Religious Education of the Presiding Bishop and Council. <A roster will be kept 
by the Diocese and by the General Church for use of Bishops and for the gather- 
ing of these students into ‘‘Student Congregations’’. We again urge the Clergy 
to furnish us with these names upon request. 


The Educational Secretary has been appointed by the Department with the 
approval of the Bishop and Executive Council to represent the Diocese on the 
Executive Committee of the New York State Sunday School Association, and 
at the request of the Department of the Presiding Bishop and Council is investi- 
gating the possibility of establishing a Home Department for that body. 


Your Department would emphasize the great value to our Parishes of the 
Geneva Summer School to be held this year from July 11th to 22nd. It is a 
universal experience that parishes which send delegates to the School receive a 
return entirely incommensurate with the money expended. One city rector who 
sent three delegates last year testifies that his parish has benefited a hundred fold. 


At its last meeting of the year the Educational Secretary together with the 
Kindergarten Committee was instructed to confer with parishes on the basis of 
reports made—offering suggestions as to equipment, etc. Also to draw up a stand- 
ard for Kindergarten operation, the same to be sent to schools of the Diocese. 
The Department also approved of the establishment of a co-ordinating Committee 
on Adult Education. Said Committee to be composed of a representative from 
each of the Departments of Missions, Christian Social Service and Religious 
Education, the Educational Secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Church 
Service League and asks the other departments and organizations to consider 
and act upon this suggestion. 


The Department further resolved to co-operate in asking and financing the 
service of a paid worker to act under the co-ordinating committee and to assist 
in carrying out the proposed Provincial Program of Adult: Education. 

A Standing Committee on Schools and Colleges with the Rev. Murray 
Bartlett, D.D., as Chairman. 

The following resolution was also passed: 

RESOLVED, that the Department of Religious Education urges the vital 
necessity of securing the co-operation of parents in the Religious Education of 
the children in the Diocese and that Mr. Sibley be requested to emphasize this 
necessity in his address to Council and that rectors be requested to present this 
matter to their people in their Parochial Visitations.

The Trustees of DeVeaux School respectfully submit herewith their report 
for the year ending December 31, 1920, in compliance with the terms of the charter 
of the corporation. 

During the year the Trustees held six meetings, with the following record of 
attendance:

The main items of this report are two: 1, the school; 2, the books of account. 


1. In the school boys only are taken. 

During the year 1920 there were received on the foundation twenty-seven 
boys. The average number maintained during the year was twenty. The 
greatest number in attendance at any one time was twenty-four and the least 
number was sixteen. The age of the youngest boy on the foundation was 12 
years; that of the oldest, 19 years. 

During the year the total number of pay pupils received was eighty-one, of 
whom nineteen were day pupils. The greatest number in attendance at any one 
time was fifty-five and the least number fifty-one. 

The course of study is that published in the Register and is based on the 
Elementary and the Academic Syllabus of the New York State Education 
Department. 


2. Inthe matter of accounts the aaueeed schedules show: 

(a) The balance sheet; (b) Interest Bearing Endowment with a list of 
loans paid and made during the year and the amount of special endowment 
funds with the investments of the same; (c) Income Cash Account, Receipts and 
Disbursements; (d) a list of bonds and mortgages of the General Fund; (e) 
Strickland Fund; (f) Guarantee Fund; (g) Charles Kennedy Scholarship; (h) 
Lewis Fund; (1) list of real estate owned by the corporation. 

The income of the School for the year 1920 was $55,334.96. 

By resolution of the Board of Trustees the charges for the year 1920-21 were 
raised to the following rates: Boarders, lower school $750.00, upper school 
$800.00; Day Pupils, lower school $275.00, upper school $300.00. 

Also by resolution of the Board of Trustees the number of foundationers 
were reduced from twenty-four to sixteen. This action was necessary in order to 
meet the high cost of maintaining a boy on a foundation. 


Mrs. Mary Lewis Berry of Atchison, Kansas, formerly of Buffalo, who died 
on September Ist, 1920, made D2Veaux School her residuary legatee. The 
estate has not yet been settled, but reports received from the Commerce Trust 
Company of Atchison, executor, indicate that we will eventually receive approxi- 
mately $40,000.00. Mrs. Berry’s bequest is to be kept as a separate fund and 
known as the ‘‘Mary Lewis Berry Foundation.”’ The income from this is to be 
devoted to the support of students attending DeVeaux School.

The item ‘‘ Notes of Parishioners $200”’ included in the Principal Fund has 
been carried on the reports for a number of years, but no interest has been received 
since 1916. On one note, which the records show was given by W. E. Plummer, 
Jr., of Buffalo, the last interest was paid in 1916. The note itself has never been 
in the hands of the present treasurer. Mr. Plummer died in 1918, and we recom- 
mend that this note be charged off to profit and loss. 

During thé year the Sommers mortgage of $3,800 has been paid off and $200 
has been paid on account of the Keenan mortgage. From these payments, 
$3,467.30 has been invested in $4,000 Liberty Bonds, Fourth Issue. 

$17.46 has been contributed to the Endowment Fund by St. Paul’s Church 
of Mayville. This makes a total of $2,860.63 contributed to that fund to January 
Ist, 1921. 

The DeLancey Fund of $1,709.55 is carried as a special fund on the books, 
and is now represented in part by cash in Rochester Trust and Safe Deposit 
Company and in part by investments and mortgages. 

The mortgages held are amply secured and the interest on them is promptly 
paid. Annexed to the report is a tabulated statement showing the mortgages held.

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Rules of Order 


I. On the first day of the Convention there shall be brief devotions at 1:30 
p.M. Immediately after the Convention shall be organized according to the Diocesan 
canons and proceed to business in the following order: 


(1) Calling of the roll. 
(2) Election of a Secretary. 
(3). Nomination for offices. 


(4) Presentation and reference of reports of Officers and Committees of the 
Diocese. 


Il. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion of the 
Bishop, at any time during the session of the Convention, to consist of such 
members as the Bishop may direct: 


(1) On Church Property, Parsonages and Clerical Support. 
(2) Archives and Annals. 

(8) The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 

(4) Beneficence and Works of Piety. 

(5) Sunday Schools. 

(6) The Episcopal Library. 

(7) State Legislation. 


III. All Committees sha!l sit and deliberate in private, and the same rule 
shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 


No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for printing 
unless so directed by a vote of the Convention, or unless the Committee recom- 
mend some legislation in regard thereto. 


IV. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the Convention 
may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Committees, 
and called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. But the Bishop’s 
Address shall take precedence of all other business at any time. 


V. The Evening Session on the first day shall open at 7:30 with Evening 
Prayer or the Litany; then shall follow the Bishop’s address, if he so desires. 


VI. On the second day—After a celebration of the Holy Communion at 
an hour fixed by the Bishop—the order of business shall be as follows, beginning 
at 9:00 A. M. 

(1) Reading of minutes. 

(2) Elections. 

(8) Reports of Standing Committees of the Convention. 

(4) Reports of Special Committees. 

(5) Unfinished business, motions, resolutions and miscellaneous buisness. 

(6) Appointment of the following Standing Committees by the President 

at a convenient time, before adjournment. 
1. On the Constitution and Canons: and Rules of Order. 
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2. On Admission of Churches into Union with the Convention; to 
consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 


3. On Finance; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman; to 
whom shall be referred the Reports and Accounts of the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese, the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund 
(of the Diocese), the Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund, the 
Treasurer of the Executive Council and the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund. 


_ 4, Onthe State of the Church; to consist of five Clergymen and five 
Laymen; to whom shall be referred the Report of the Executive 
Council with a Report of its Treasurer; who shall formulate 
and submit to the Diocesan Convention for its consideration 
such recommendations as shall be suggested by the Executive 
Council. 


5. On the Report of the Trustees of DeVeaux School; to consist of 
one Clergyman and two Laymen. 


6. On Non-reporting Clergy and parishes; to consist of one Clergy- 
man and one Layman. 


7. On the General Theological Seminary; to consist of two Clergy- 
men and one Layman. 


8. Onthe Dispatch of Business; to consist of two Clergyman and one 
Laymen; to arrange the Calendar for the sessions of the 
Convention. 


9. On Publicity, to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman; to 
prepare official reports (with the approval of the Bishop) for 
the press and Church papers. 


10. On Credentials of Delegates; to consist of two Clergymen and 
one Layman. 


11. All Standing Committees shall serve from the close of the current 
Convention to the close of the next Annual Convention. 


The Convention shall take a recess from 12:30 to 2:00 Pp. M., and from 6:00 to 
7:30 P. M. 


VII. On the third or other subsequent day—the order of business shall be 
as directed by the Convention. 


VIII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


IX. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


X. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 
they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several motions. 


XI. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except 
(1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to post- 
pone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; and motions for 
these purposes shall have predecence in the order thus named. 


XII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negative, it shall 
not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 
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XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by the 
sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; ‘or previous to 
a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas and nays to be taken, 
which shall be done by calling the names of the Clerical members, and the names 
of the Churches and Missions represented; and the vote shall be recorded in the 
Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken by order on the call of any five 
members, and when so taken shall be recorded in like manner. 


XV. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the same 
question without leave of the House. 


XVI. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Convention, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on said decision. 
No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


XVIII. Except by the vote of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to 
vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded. 


XIX. Before the final adjounrment of any session of the Convention, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XX. Ifthe Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside; or the 
Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the preceding 
Convention, the Convention shall be called to order by the President or Senior 
Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the Con- 
vention has been organized. Then a President pro tempore shall be elected from 
among the Presbyters present, who shall make the appointments ordinarily 
assigned to the Bishop, or under his direction. 
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
